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NATIONAL SOCIETY FOR CLEAN AIR 
AND ENVIRONMENTAL PROTECTION 


The Society's origins date back to the Coal Smoke Abatement Society (founded 1899); in the 
past decade it has considerably widened its interests and activities, and its work now covers 
the whole field of air pollution and the problem of noise and its control. The NSCA has 
national and international standing; its influence and operation embrace industry, local and 
central government and the general public. It is concerned both with long-term policy 
questions and urgent current problems. The NSCA is a Founder Member of the worldwide 
International Union of Air Pollution Prevention Associations (IUAPPA) and the official UK 
representative on the International Association Against Noise 


THE NSCA's AIM is to secure environmental improvement through the reduction of air 
pollution, noise and other contaminants, while having due regard for other aspects of the 
environment. The NSCA advances the investigation, consideration and discussion of all 
forms of pollution in order to achieve its reduction or prevention. The Society is funded by 
member's subscriptions, donations and monies raised by activities. 


THE SOCIETY'S MEMBERSHIP includes private individuals, local authorities, univer- 
sities and other educational establishments, corporate bodies representing learned and 
professional institutions, and the fuel industries, and other industrial companies. 


PRINCIPAL ACTIVITIES include holding Conferences and Technical Training Work- 
shops. Convening national and regional meetings and exhibitions. Making representations 
to government, other authorities and agencies and to industry, on all matters relating to air 
pollution, noise and environmental issues including: legislation drafting, statutory controls, 
standards, technical concerns, local and national issues. 


PROVISION OF INFORMATION FOR ENVIRONMENTAL EDUCATION The 
NSCA promotes public education at all levels. The approach is to stimulate interest in the 
environment by providing information that is accessible, balanced and up to date. The 
Society has its own press and publishes books, reports, papers, conference and technical 
proceedings, a range of leaflets on different topics, Pollution Handbook and the journal 
Clean Air (quarterly). The Society operates an Information Service and Library which 
handles thousands of requests for information, references and publications every year. 


ORGANISATION The elected Council is the Society's governing body. An administration 
staff headed by the Secretary General is employed at the Brighton Headquarters. The Society 
has 12 Divisions throughout the UK which arrange activities and meetings at regional level 
and consider issues from that perspective. The Divisions each elect their own Councils and 
Honorary Officers. Members and their representatives automatically become members of the 
appropriate Division(s). 

POLICY DISCUSSION AND FORMULATION Policy discussion and formulation is 
initiated by NSCA Divisions and at the annual NSCA Conference as well as within the 
national Council. Policy details are evolved by the appropriate standing committee(s): Tech- 
nical, Noise, and Parliamentary and Local Government, a Steering Committee reacts swiftly 
when urgent response is required. Policy is ratified by the Council. 
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CHAIRMAN'S REPORT 





I - GENERAL 
The Role of the Society 


Itis with great pleasure that I report on the work of the Society during our first year 
under our new name "The National Society for Clean Air and Environmental 
Protection", a change that has been widely welcomed within the Society. Not only 
have we maintained the high level of activity achieved in recent years, but have 
expanded successfully to embrace the subject of waste management as a major 
second step - noise in 1983 being the first - in projecting our new image. As the range 
of expertise within our Committees continues to widen, so will our activities. 


Nevertheless, it has been an extraordinarily busy twelve months by any standard. The 
complacency generated by the success of the old Clean AirActs having been finally 
routed, the Government embarked on a major programme of legislative reform, 
partly to bring us into line with our Community partners in Europe and partly in 
response to the process of consultation updating pollution legislation which started 
as long ago as 1986. However, what should have been straightforward has been 
confused by the lack ofan overall environmental policy applicable to all Departments 
of Government; the situation has not been helped by the lack of a consistent policy 
on energy use, by the privatisation of the water industry and by the somewhat 
confusing run up to the privatisation of the electricity industry and, not least, by 
Treasury controls on the provision of resources. Thus the Environmental Protection 
Bill now before Parliament has proved to be largely an enabling measure - long on 
powers butshort on means. Hopefully, all will become clearas the regulatory process 
takes over. In this regard, it is noteworthy that our Immediate Past President, Lord 
Nathan, recalling that sixteen years after the passing of the 1974 Control of Pollution 
Act much of it still has to be enforced, tabled an amendment in the Lords requiring 
that the Act should be implemented within twelve months of receiving Royal Assent. 
That was predictably rejected; we shall have our work cut out to ensure that the 
precedent set by the delay in implementing COPA is not repeated. 


The Government does, however, deserve due credit for the satisfactory outcome of 
the London conference in May strengthening the Montreal Protocol on the control 
of CFCs and for acknowledging the need for international action on global warming. 
On the home front it has introduced a number of welcome new controls on such 
matters as agricultural burning and MOT testing for vehicle emissions. Not 
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unexpectedly their original timetable for the completion of Integrated Pollution 
Control has slipped from 1994 to 1996 and, given the size of the task, even the latter 
date may be ambitious. 


While we are pleased to see that Her Majesty's Inspectorate of Pollution is beginning 
to bed down following its major reorganisation, a number of concerns remain. First, 
that the disciplines underlying the control of air, water and waste are so fundamentally 
different from those for radioactive substances as to demand separate Chief Inspectors. 
Second, the reduction in the number of local offices must not be allowed to inhibit 
a quick reaction to incidents or diminish in any way essential co-operation with local 
authorities which is the bedrock of effective industrial pollution control. Finally, the 
Inspectorate is still understaffed and under-resourced; it is vital that more field 
inspectors of suitable grade be recruited to share the increasing workload which the 
new legislation demands. 


Liaison with Other Bodies 


As for our relationships with outside bodies, the Society continues to be widely 
represented on the Investigation of Air Pollution Standing Conference. We are 
represented on the Parliamentary and Scientific Committee and on the Environmental/ 
Public Issues Panels of the National Radiological Protection Board and on the 
Radioactive Waste Management Advisory Committee. Our Secretary General 
continues to serve on the Executive of the Environment Council and represents the 
Society in the Energy Industries Club and the Industrial Fuel Economy Group. The 
Society is also a member of the UK Environmental Law Association. 


IUAPPA 


As you will know, the Society is a founder member of the International Union of Air 
Pollution Prevention Associations (IUAPPA), for which we also provide the 
secretariat and editorial and publishing support. As well as producing its quarterly 
newsletter, an expanded edition of its standard work "Clean Air Around The World" 
- which will cover the law and practice of air pollution control in twenty-six countries 
on five continents - is scheduled for 1991. Through its membership of the International 
Union of Technical Associations (UITA), the Union enjoys consultancy status with 
many United Nations organisations including the United Nations Environment 
Programme (UNEP), the UN Economic Commission for Europe (UN-ECE), the 
United Nations Industrial Development Organisation (UNIDO), the World 
Meteorological Organisation (WMO) and UNESCO. It also keeps in touch with the 
Commission of the European Community (CEC) and the Organisation for Economic 
Co-Operation and Development (OECD). The Society is represented on the IUAPPA 
Executive and the International Board by Mr. K.S. Dunn, a past Chairman of the 
Society. Our Secretary General, John Langston, was elected Director-General of the 
International Union in 1986 and continues to hold this honorary appointment. Our 
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own Editor, Loveday Murley, is Editor, [UAPPA. 


While a primary objective of [UAPPA is to convene a World Congress on air quality 
every three years - the next being in Montreal in September 1992 - it has recently 
expanded its activities to meet the needs of the developing countries by sponsoring 
regional conferences specifically tailored to meet local needs. To this end, regional! 
conferences are being organised for South Africa this October, and the West Pacific 
rim and Eastern Europe in 1991. I am delighted to report that NSCA members have 
undertaken to present papers at all three. 


AICB 


As the UK member of the Association Internationale Contre le Bruit (AICB) - the 
International Association Against Noise - the Society has been represented on its 
governing body for a number of years. We undertook to organise the 16th (bi-annual) 
Congress of the Association this June, with NSCA as the host organisation. Whilst 
the response to the call for papers was extremely satisfactory and a most promising 
three-day programme put together, the response internationally was potentially so 
poor as to put at risk the viability of the event. Regrettably, therefore, the AICB had 
no alternative but to cancel the conference. As one outcome, its West German 
member - an NGO with substantial government backing - has called a special! 
meeting to consider the future of the Association. 


The Divisions 


A fundamental strength of the Society continues to be the activities of its regional © 
Divisions which generate its drive and maintain its purpose. In this regard we are 
deeply indebted to the Honorary Secretaries without whose commitment and hard 
work they could not operate. While I took office with the best of intentions to visit 
all the Divisions during my year, I regret that business pressures denied me my full 
target. I am sure future Chairmen would welcome as much notice as possible of 
Divisional Meetings. 


Nevertheless, I was delighted to be able to attend the meeting of the Scottish Division 
in February which signalled its re-emergence as a busy and effective Division 
meeting the needs of its members after a long period of quiescence. In particular, | 
would like to congratulate Brian Kelly, Director of Environmental Health, City of 
Glasgow, for his initiative in getting the Division going after a gap of nearly ten years, 
and the newly elected Honorary Secretary, Crawford Morgan, assisted by his 
Honorary Treasurer, Calum MacDonald, for theirexcellent organisation. Membership 
has shown a significant increase, doubtless helped by a vigorous programme of 
meetings and seminars tailored to meet Divisional needs. 


Similarly, I would like to congratulate the Northern Ireland Division on its new 
programme, which opened with a public meeting on global warming at which our 
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President, Sir John Mason, presented the keynote address. Under their newly elected 
committee, Honorary Secretary, Gerry McCurdy is organising a series of seminars 
to meet the needs of the Province which, judging from initial attendance, promises 
continuing success. Two of the meetings I attended were held in University lecture 
theatres. I believe the occasional use of College premises in this way, particularly if 
there are environmental courses there, could help to bring the wide range of the 
activities to the attention of a younger age group. 


If lack of space prevents me from covering the Welsh and English Divisions 
individually, I know that they will be equally as pleased as I am with the very 
satisfactory progress just reported. 


The Standing Committees 


The work of the Standing Committees and their specialist Working Groups is one of 
our major strengths and central to our reputation. We are indeed fortunate that such 
a wide cross-section of the nation's experts willingly volunteer their time and 
knowledge. The extent of their work may be gauged from the fact that in the course 
of the last year they have responded to no less than nineteen requests for consultation 
from Government, Parliamentary select committees and the Royal Commission. | 
would like to take this opportunity of thanking all members of Council and all 
members of Committees for attending the meetings and, not infrequently, taking the 
trouble to put their views on paper. And I know that all members of Council will wish 
me to make a particular point of thanking the co-opted members whose specialist 
advice is so crucial to policy making. Special votes of thanks are also due to those 
who serve on our Waste Disposal, Acid Rain, Climate Change and Neighbourhood 
Noise Working Groups. 


While Part II of my Report covers the activities of the Technical, Parliamentary and 
Local Government and Noise Committees, as you will appreciate, the Conference 
and Promotions Committee and the Finance and Administration Committee have 
also been busy. By organising Conferences and Workshops and in formulating and 
implementing publications policy, the Conference and Promotions Committee is 
now responsible for generating almost 60 per cent of our gross revenue. The Finance 
and Administration Committee has been exercised by the continuing problems of 
budget and finance and administration. In the past year we have upgraded our 
computers and other office equipment which all contributes to our efficiency. 


DOE Grant 


The full impact of the Society's growth is also reflected by the scale of the annual 
budget which now exceeds £250,000. Under the careful stewardship of our Honorary 
Treasurer, Brian Edwick, and tight administrative control at Headquarters, the 
forecast budget deficiency was avoided and a small surplus achieved. However, as 
the balance sheet shows, without the Special Grant from the Department of the 
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Environment we would be quite unable to maintain our public information and 
library service at the level of demand now being placed upon it - amounting to some 
10,000 requests annually. Thus we are indebted to the Department of the Environment 
for funding some 40 per cent of the cost of this service which, under the terms of the 
grant, should assure its continuance for the next two years. 


Subscriptions Policy 


Nevertheless, as you will see in the Memorandum accompanying this Report, unless 
we can bring subscriptions back into line with the level prevailing at the time of local 
government reorganisation, we shall be unable to maintain services to meet the 
current rate of demand. May I ask you therefore to read the Memorandum 
sympathetically and exercise your vote in accordance with the unanimous 
recommendations of the Divisions and National Council. 


Personnel 


We are extremely fortunate to have the services of a highly professional staff, all of 
whom are committed to its objectives and all of whom personally identify with the 
Society and its members. Their level of output and enhancement of the Society's 
image has continued to be outstanding. In thanking them for their support I am glad 
to add that there have been no major changes in staff during the year. 


Presidential Matters 


During this, his first year in office, our President, Sir John Mason, has been very © 
active on our behalf both in public and behind the scenes. His knowledge of national 
and international developments is second to none: as well as addressing Divisional 
meetings, chairing sessions of Conference and contributing to policy formulation, 
we are most grateful to him for the way in which he presses our case at all levels. 


Weare equally fortunate in the standing of our Vice-Presidents. It is spendid to report 
that our distinguished former President, Professor David Williams, and Mr Madron 
Seligman, MEP have agreed to accept a further term of office. I am also delighted 
to announce that Dr Caroline Jackson, MEP for Wiltshire, Newbury and Wantage 
and an authority on European environment policy, has agreed to stand for election 
as a Vice-President thus adding importantly to our voice in Strasbourg. 


Il - ACTIVITIES 


Noise 


After years as an environmental "Cinderella", NSCA was pleased to see the DOE 
give a considerable boost to noise control matters. A DOE Working Group was 
established to review the whole range of noise legislation and NSCA played a 
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prominent part in its deliberations, influencing both the current Environmental 
Protection Bill and the forthcoming White Paper on the Environment. The Working 
Party's full report is expected later this autumn. The NSCA report Controlling 
Neighbour Noise, published in March, provided an important contribution to 
discussions on the role of local authorities in this area. 


NSCA's Noise Committee responded to a number of consultation papers and draft 
Codes of Practice relating to noise from railways, audible bird scarers, off-road 
motorcycle use and clay pigeon shooting. It was also gratifying to see proposals for 
amendments to the Building Regulations which incorporate improved sound insulation 
and, for the first time, standards for flat conversions - a matter on which the Society 
has long campaigned. 


Many local authorities are preparing environmental policy reviews or 'Green 
Charters'. Most appear to ignore the question of noise. The Noise Committee 
therefore decided to prepare a briefing document suggesting the minimum 
requirements for a noise control policy for incorporation into iocal authority 
environmental policy statements. 


Noise nuisance continued to be a matter of concern as part of a wider NSCA 
campaign to control 'nuisance' emissions from motor vehicles. A discussion paper 
on this issue was published in the summer edition of Clean Air. The Government's 
inconsistent approach to sound insulation against traffic noise was pursued through 
a series of parliamentary questions. 


Parliamentary Work 


The passage of the Environmental Protection Bill through Parliament, coupled with 
the preparation of the Government's White Paper on the Environment resulted in 
increasing demands from MPs and Peers for advice and briefings. As a non-political 
organisation NSCA is happy to give its views to politicians of all parties, and was 
successful in prompting a large number of parliamentary questions from all sides of 
the House. Several amendments proposed by the Society were debated during the 
Committee Stages of the Environmental Protection Billand at least two are expected 
to reach the statute book. Special Briefing notes on matters of Society policy are now 
circulated to an increasing number of contacts on a regular basis. 


Waste Disposal 


Increasing concern about the environmental effects of waste incineration and landfill 
sites prompted the formation of a speciai NSCA working group on Waste Disposal. 
The group has already produced a general information leaflet entitled Household 
Waste, and is producing a more detailed technical report on the environmental 
impacts of waste incineration and landfilling. The Society also responded to the DOE 
consultation paper on the Role & Function of Waste Disposal Authorities. 
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Agricultural Burning 


Last year saw a particularly bad ‘burning season’ - NSCA's monitoring showed that 
straw and stubble burning caused widespread nuisance in most arable areas. 
Following our campaign to ban the burn, three new factors came into play this year: 
firstly a promise from the Government to ban burning after 1992, now included in 
the Environmental Protection Bill; secondly a tougher code of practice on burning 
introduced this year by the National Farmers’ Union; thirdly a recent ruling by the 
Department of the Environment that farmland should be considered as "trade or 
industrial premises" for the purposes of the Clean Air Act 1968 means that any 
agricultural burning which produces dark smoke will also fall foul of s. 1 of this Act. 
NSCA was a major influence on all three of these developments. 


Vehicle Emissions 


Motor vehicles remain a major source of air pollution. Whilst the influence of 
catalytic converters will have some impact on air quality over the next decade, some 
issues of concern remain. EC proposals on vehicle emissions include proposals for 
controls on hydrocarbons or volatile organic compounds (VOCs) which evaporate 
from the fuel tank and fuel system. This will require the fitting of ‘carbon canister' 
technology to cars. NSCA has campaigned for this technology to be mandatory and 
welcomes the EC proposals; the UK Government has yet to indicate whether it will 
support the more effective option of ‘large’ canisters, which also eliminate vapour 
emissions during refuelling operations. NSCA has also called for exhaust gas 
emission tests to be included in the annual MOT test, and was pleased to welcome . 
proposals from the Department of Transport for such tests to be introduced from 
1991. 


Many people wish to take account of environmental factors when deciding on a new 
car, and the Society has received many enquiries about the competing ‘green’ claims 
of petrol and diesel vehicles. In order to answer the complex questions involved, 
NSCA commissioned the report Clean Cars - How to Choose One, setting out the 
facts about the various options. We are most grateful to British Telecom for funding 
this research. 


With improved standards for new vehicles and annual MOT checks both on the 
horizon, one remaining problem is the control of nuisance emissions - particularly 
smoke and noise - from vehicles actually on the road. As noted above, the Society 
has published a discussion paper on this issue We have also given evidence to the 
Royal Commission on Environmental Pollution on the question of emissions from 
diesel vehicles. 


Pollution Control 


The last year has‘seen some feverish activity at the DOE, with a wide range of 
proposals and discussion papers linked to the changes in the UK pollution control 
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framework. NSCA has submitted comments on the following: Cost Recovery 
Charging; the Large Combustion Plant Directive; Public Access to Information; the 
Draft Code of Practice on Duty of Care; draft Schedules of Prescribed Processes and 
Substances; proposals for Integrated Pollution Control in Scotland; Local Authority 
Process Guidance Notes. Comments were also submitted to DOE on Unauthorised 
Sale of Smokeless Fuels, Sulphur in Gas Oil Regulations and Environmental 
Labelling; to the Department of Transport on MOT Emission Tests and on changes 
in the Motor Vehicles Construction and Use Regulations; to the National Audit 
Office on the effectiveness of HMIP; to the Audit Commission on the role of 
Environmental Health Departments; and finally to the Commons Environment 
Select Committee on Indoor Air Pollution. 


Library and Information Service 


Once again the Society's Information Department has seen an increase in demand for 
services, with enquiries (some 10,000) rising 30 per cent in comparison with the 
previous year. Educational queries still make up the bulk of the workload, but an 
increasing proportion come from industry, environmental health departments and 
the media. The work of the Department is supported by a grant from the DOE. 


Publications 


The NSCA Pollution Handbook is fast becoming the standard work of reference on 
pollution legislation - published annually, it provides an up-to-date and comprehensive 
summary of UK pollution control legislation and practice on air, noise, waste and 
water. Despite an increased print run it has been necessary to reprint the 1990 edition 
in order to meet demand. The range of NSCA leaflets has been extended with the 
publication of Household Waste and a fourth teaching pack on the subject of the 
Greenhouse Effect is planned for the autumn. We are indebted to British Gas for 
sponsoring the latter. A general booklet on pollution for junior schools is in 
preparation. Two special reports - Agricultural Burning 1989 and Clean Cars - How 
to Choose One - were also published. 


Conferences and Meetings 


An increasing number of organisations are now promoting meetings and conferences 
on environmental issues. NSCA, of course, has many years of experience in this field 
but the competition is growing. We must ensure that our events continue to be 
relevant, informative and good value for money. The 56th Clean Air Conference and 
Exhibition held in October 1989 in Scarborough, attracted an attendance of four 
hundred - a record in recent years. Delegates enjoyed a high standard of debate and 
discussion on a wide range of environmental issues. The 1990 Spring Workshop was 
held in Newcastle with the theme "Transport and the Local Environment", and 
benefitted both from a series of excellent presentations and from the involvement of 
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an informed and interested audience. Several of the NSCA Divisions also organised 
special meetings on environmental topics. 


Publicity 


Media interest in green issues shows little sign of abating. Once again NSCA has 
been busy briefing journalists on environmental issues and promoting Society policy 
through press releases and reports. The views of the Society have been sought on a 
wide range of issues, and we have been regularly and widely quoted in the press and 
on radio and television. 


Concluding Remarks 


I would like, on behalf of members of the Society, to thank the Secretary General, 
and all members of the staff in Brighton, for their tremendous efforts on our behalf 
during the year when the reputation of the Society has continued to grow. It has been 
a year when the mechanisms for ensuring environmental protections have been much 
discussed and no doubt the workload on the headquarters staff will be even greater 
next year as the outcome of the Government's deliberations and their implications 
become clear. 


It has been a great honour and privilege to serve the Society. In particular I would 
mention our Secretary General John Langston who has done so much to enhance the 
stature of the Society, Past Chairmen Bill Snow, Ken Dunn and Len Poole, Deputy 
Chairmen Alan Rees and Jane Inglefield and of course our Honorary Treasurer Brian 

Edwick. | 


Alan Rees has served the Society faithfully for many years particularly in leading his 
colleagues as Chairman of the Society's Conference and Promotions Committee. I 
hand over to him knowing that he will undertake the task with the great ability and 
dedication he has already demonstrated within the Society. I wish him every success 
in his year of office.

MEMORANDUM OF ASSOCIATION 
OF 
THE NATIONAL SOCIETY FOR CLEAN AIR 
AND ENVIRONMENTAL PROTECTION 


Adopted by Special Resolution 29 March 1974 and amended by Special Resolutions on 5 October 1981 and 23 
October 1989 . 


1. The name of the company (hereinafter called “the Society”) is “The National Society for Clean Air 
and Environmental Protection”. 
2 The registered office of the Society will be situate in England. 


31) The object for which the Society is established is to seek the improvement of the environment by 
promoting clean air through the reduction of air pollution, noise and other atmospheric contaminants 
having regard for the implications for other aspects of the environment. 

(2) (A) To initiate, assist, promote and encourage the investigation, consideration and discussion of all 
forms of pollution in order to achieve its reduction or prevention, and to undertake, or support or aid 
the undertaking of, investigations and research relevant to the causes and effects of pollution and the 
means to prevent it and to publish the results of such research. 

(B) To promote public education in all matters relating to the value and importance of clean air and 
methods and consequences of air pollution control and forms of pollution control by arranging 
meetings, publications, exhibitions, the delivery of lectures and addresses, the display of pictures, 
cinematograph films and models and by other means. 

(C) To encourage the adoption of methods to reduce and prevent pollution. 

(D) To promote, assist, support, or oppose, as may be consistent with the objects for which the Society 
is established, any administrative or other measures or proposed measures affecting pollution. 

(E) To initiate, support and co-operate with others in proposals and activities calculated to assist the 
promotion of the Society’s objects. 

(F) To establish, and support or aid in the establishment and support of any charitable association or 
institutions and to subscribe or guarantee money for charitable purposes in any way connected with the 
Society’s purposes or calculated to further its objects. 

(G) To purchase, take on lease or in exchange, hire or otherwise acquire any real or personal property 
and any rights or privileges which the Society may think necessary or convenient for the promotion of 
its objects, and to construct, maintain and alter any buildings or erections necessary or convenient for 
‘the work of the Society. 

(H) To sell, let, mortgage, dispose of or tum to account all or any of the property or assets of the 
Society as may be thought expedient with a view to the promotion of its objects. 

(I) To undertake and execute any trusts which may lawfully be undertaken by the Society and may be 
conducive to its objects. 

(J) To borrow or raise money for the purposes of the Society and subject to this Memorandum of 
Association on such terms and on such security as may be thought fit. 

(K) To invest the moneys of the Society not immediately required for its purposes in or upon such 
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investments, securities or property as may be thought fit, but so that moneys subject or representing 
property subject to the jurisdiction of the Charity Commissioners for England and Wales shall only be 
invested in such securities and with such sanction (if any) as may for the time being be prescribed by 
law. 

(L) If and when considered advisable, to take all such measures as may be necessary to convert the 
Society into a body specially incorporated by Royal Charter or otherwise, or to secure the creation of a 
new body so incorporated with the object of carrying out the purposes of the Society and continuing 
the work thereof. 

(M) To take all such other steps as will further the attainment of the above objects or any of them. 
PROVIDED FIRST that, notwithstanding anything contained in the preceding paragraphs of this 
Clause, the objects of the Society shall be restricted to such only of the objects aforesaid as are 
according to the law of England exclusively charitable. 

PROVIDED SECONDLY that the Society’s objects shall not extend to regulation of relations between 
workers and employers or organisations of workers and organisations of employers. 

PROVIDED THIRDLY that in case the Society shall take or hold any property subject to the 
jurisdiction of the Charity Commissioners for England and Wales or the Secretary of State for 
Education and Science, the Society shall not sell, mortgage, charge or lease the same without such 
authority, approval or consent as may be required by law and as regards any such property the Council 
of the Society (hereinafter called “the Council”) shall be chargeable for any such property that may 
come into their hands and shall be answerable and accountable for their own acts, receipts, neglects 
and defaults, and for the due administration of such property in the same manner and to the same 
extent as the Council would have been if no incorporation had been effected, and the incorporation of - 
the Society shall not diminish or impair any control or authority exercisable by the Chancery Division, 
the Charity Commissioners or the Secretary of State for Education and Science over the Council but 
they shall as regards any such property be subject jointly and severally to such control or authority as if 
the Society were not incorporated. In case the Society shall take or hold any property which may be 
subject to any trusts, the Society shall only deal with the same in such manner as allowed by law, 
having regard to such trusts. 

4. The income and property of the Society, whencesoever derived, shall be applied solely towards the 
promotion of the objects of the Society as set forth in this Memorandum of Association and no portion 
thereof shall be paid or transferred directly or indirectly, by way of dividend bonus or otherwise 
howsoever by way of profit, to the members of the Society. 

PROVIDED that nothing herein shall prevent the payment, in good faith, of reasonable and proper 
remuneration and pension to any officer or servant of the Society in return for any services actually 

rendered to the Society, nor prevent the payment of interest at a rate of 6% per annum on money lent or 

reasonable and proper rent for premises demised or let by any member io the Society nor prevent the 

gratuitous distribution among, or sale at a discount to, subscribers to the funds of the Society of any 

books or other publications, whether published by the Society or otherwise, relating to all or any of the 

Society’s objects above set forth; but so that no member of the Council shall be appointed to any 

salaried office of the Society or any office of the Society paid by fees, and that no remuneration or 
other benefit in money or money’s worth shall be given by the Society to any member of the Council, 

except repayment of out-of-pocket expenses and interest at the rate aforesaid on money lent or 

reasonable and proper rent for premises demised or let to the Society; provided that the provision last 

aforesaid shall not apply to any payment to any company of which a member of the Council may be a— 
member, and in which such member shall not hold more than one hundreth part of the capital, and such 
member shall not be bound to account for any share of profits he may receive in respect of any such 
payment. 

3: No addition, alteration or amendment shall be made to or in the provisions of the Memorandum or 
Articles of Association of the Society for the time being in force unless the same shall have been 
previously submitted to and approved by the Department of Trade. 

6. The fourth and fifth paragraphs of the Memorandum of Association contain conditions on which a 
licence is granted by the Board of Trade to the Association in pursuance of section 19(1) of the 
Companies Act 1948. 

7. The liability of the members is limited. 

8. Every member of the Society undertakes to contnbute to the assets of the Society, in the event of the 
same being wound up while he is a member, or within one year after he ceases to be a member, for - 
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payment of the debts and liabilities of the Society contracted before he ceases to be a member, and of 
the costs, charges and expenses of winding up, and for the adjustment of the rights of the contributonies 
among themselves, such amount as may be required not exceeding Ss (25p). 

If upon the winding up or dissolution of the Society there remains, after the satisfaction of all its debts 
and liabilities, any property whatsoever, the same shall not be paid to or distributed among the 
members of the Society, but shall be given or transferred to some other charitable institution or 
institutions having objects similar to the objects of the Society, and which shall prohibit the distribution 
of its or their income and property among its or their members to an extent at least as great as is 
imposed on the Society at or before the time of dissolution, and if and so far as effect cannot be given 
to such provision, then to some charitable object.

Subject as aforesaid, any words or expressions defined in the Acts or any statutory modification thereof in 
force at the date on which these presents become the binding on the Society shall, if not inconsistent with the 
subject or context, bear the same meanings in these presents. 


MEMBERSHIP 
2. The number of members with which the Society is registered is unlimited. 
3: The provisions of section 110 of the Act of 1948 shall be observed by the Society and every 


member of the Society, other than Honorary Members, shall either make a written request to become a member 
(which request may be included in his application for membership made in accordance with Article 4 (i) of 
these presents) or sign a written consent to become a member or sign the register of members on becoming a 
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member. 


4. 


(a) The members of the Society shall be the persons who are Members of the Society and such 


other persons as the Council shall from time to time elect or recommend to the Society for election. 


(b) The Society shall consist of a President, Vice-Presidents, Secretary General, Honorary 


Members, Individual Members, Local Authority Members, Corporate Members and Student Members. The 
Society may also have a Patron or Patrons as hereinafter mentioned. 


Classes of Membership: 
Individual Members 


(c) 


(i) Any Individual who supports the objects of the Society shall be eligible for admission as an 
Individual Member 

(ii) On attainment of the age of 65 or retirement from salaried employment at the age of 60, whichever 
shall be earlier, Individual Members may, at the discretion of the Council, retain their membership as 
Individual Members of the Society on payment of a fixed sum as prescribed in the Bye-Laws of the 
Society. 


Local Authority Members 


(d) 


(i) Any Local Authority supporting the objects of the Society shall be eligible for admission as a Local 
Authority Member. A Local Authonty Member shall be entitled from time to time to appoint, and to 
revoke the appointment of not more than five Representatives. Each of the Representatives of a Local 
Authority Member shall be entitled to exercise on its behalf the same nights as an Individual Member 
and (if not himself an Individual Member) shall, by virtue of his appointment to any office of the 
Society or to membership of the Council. 

(ii) For the purpose of this Article, the designation Local Authority shall be deemed to include Health 
Authorities and Water Authorities or such other like authorities as the Council shall from time to time 
admit for membership. 


Corporate Members 


(e) 


(i) Any Society, Institution, Company, Association, Board or Group or educational establishment 
being in every case an incorporated body supporting the objects of the Society shall be eligible for 
admission as a Corporate Member. A Corporate Member shall be entitled to appoint Representatives 
according to subscription as set out in the Bye-Laws, and any such Representatives shall be entitled to 
exercise on its behalf the same rights as an Individual Member, and (if not himself an Individual 
Member) shall, by virtue of his appointment as such Representative, be eligible for election or - 
appointment to any office of the Society or to membership of the Council. 

(ii) An unincorporated body (including a firm) may not as such become a member of the Society, but if 
it desires to obtain the advantages of membership it may nominate Representatives (determined 
according to subscription as aforesaid) to apply in its name for membership and exercise the rights of 
membership on its behalf. Every person so applying for membership shall be subject to the same rules 
and regulations as to admission and otherwise as any person not so nominated, and shall if admitted 
have the same rights and be subject to the same liabilities and incidents as any Individual Member 
except that (1) such persons shall be liable to pay such annual subscription as is appropriate to a 
Corporate Member (11) if his nomination is revoked by such body he shall cease to be a member. 
References in these presents or in the Bye-Laws to Corporate members shall as far as the context 
admits include references to unincorporated bodies having nominated representative members 
provided always that no such body shall as such have any nights of voting or otherwise or be deemed 
for any purpose to be a member of the Society. 


Sustaining Members 


(f) 


Any member who subscribes not less than the sum prescribed in the Bye-Laws for this class of 
membership shall be eligible for admission as a sustaining Member. 


Honorary Members 


(g) 


Individuals who have rendered outstanding service in promoting the objects of the Society shall be 
eligible for admission as Honorary Members and such persons, being duly admitted shall enjoy all the 
privileges of membership (including the nght to vote) except that they shall not by virtue of their 
Honorary Membership alone be deemed to be members of the Society for the purpose of registering 
within the meaning of Article 3 of these presents or be entered on the register of members of the 
Society or be entitled to vote on a special or extraordinary resolution or be under any liability for the 
debts and liabilities of the Society. 
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Student Members 
(h) Any bona fide non-graduate student pursuing a course of study at school, college or university shall be 


eligible for admission as a Student Member on payment of the subscription prescribed in the Bye- 
Laws. 


Application for Membership 
(i) Every person wishing to join the Society and eligible for election as a Member, must apply in wniting 
and shall deposit with such application the first annual subscription which shall be retumed in the 

event of non-election. 


Resignation of Members 
(i) (i) Every member duly elected shall continue as such until he shall resign by notice in writing, to the 

Secretary General, such notice being accompanied by any monies due to the Society. 

(ii) The Council shall have the power to remove any member: 
(a) whose annual subscription has remained unpaid for two successive years, or 
(b) who, in the opinion of the Council has acted in a manner prejudicial to the interests 
and objects of the Society or has behaved in such a manner as to render his further 
membership detrimental to the interests of the Society, or 
(c) at its sole discretion without assigning any reason therefore. 
Provided that in every case the Member concemed shall have the opportunity to make 
representations defending his conduct in writing to the Council. 


Annual Subscriptions 
(k) The Council shall make Bye-Laws from time to time to fix annual subscriptions payable by the various 
classes of Members. The Bye-Laws shall be confirmed by the Society in General Meeting. 


ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING 

5. The Society shall hold a General Meeting in every calendar year as its Annual General Meeting at such 
time and place as may be determined by the Council, and shall specify the Meetings as such in the notices 
calling it, provided that every Annual General Meeting shall be held not more than fifteen months after the 
holding of the last preceding Annual General Meeting. 


EXTRAORDINARY GENERAL MEETING 


6. All General Meetings, other than Annual General Meetings, shall be called Extraordinary General 
Meetings. 
tf The Council may whenever they think fit convene an Extraordinary General Meeting, and 


Extraordinary Meetings shall also be convened on such requisition, or in default may be convened by such 
requisitions, as provided by section 132 of the Act of 1948. 


NOTICE OF MEETINGS 

8. Twenty-one days’ notice in writing at least of every Annual General Meeting and of every Meeting 
convened to pass a Special Resolution, and fourteen days’ notice in writing at the least of every other General 
Meeting (exclusive in every case both of the day on which it is served or deemed to be served and of the day 
for which it is given), specifying the place, the day and the hour of meeting, and in the case of business other 
than routine business the general nature of that business, shall be given in manner hereinafter mentioned to 
such persons (including the Auditors) as are under these presents or under the Act entitled to receive such 
notices from the Society; but with the consent of all the members having the right to attend and vote thereat, or 
of such proportion of them as is prescribed by the Act in the case of meetings other than Annual General 
Meetings, a meeting may be convened by such notice as those members may think fit. 

9. The accidental omissions to give notice of a meeting to, or the non-receipt of such notice by, any 
person entitled to receive notice thereof shall not invalidate the proceedings at such meetings. 


PROCEEDINGS AT GENERAL MEETINGS 


10. Routine business shall mean and include only business transacted at an Annual General Meeting of the 
following classes, that is to say: 
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(a) Reading and considering the accounts and balance sheet and the annual reports of the Council and 

the Auditors. 

(b) Appointing Auditors and fixing their remuneration. 

(c) Receiving the results of the elections of the Council and other Officers. 
11. No business shall be transacted at any General Meeting unless a quorum is present when the meeting 
proceeds to business. Save as herein otherwise provided ten members or Representatives of members 
personally present shall be a quorum. 
12. If within half an hour from the time appointed for the holding of a General Meeting a quorum is not 
present, the meeting, if convened on the requisition of members, shall be dissolved. In any other case it shall 
stand adjoumed to the same day in the next week, at the same time and place, or at such other place as the 
Council may determine, and if at such adjourned meeting a quorum is not present within half an hour from the 
time appointed for holding the meeting the members present shall be a quorum. 
13. The Chairman (if any) of the Council shall preside as Chairman at every General Meeting, but if there 
be no such Chairman, or if at any meeting he shall not be present within fifteen minutes after the time 
appointed for holding the same, or shall be unwilling to preside, the members present shall choose one of the 
Deputy Chairmen or some other member of the Council, or if no such member be present, or if all the members 
of the Council present decline to take the chair, they shall choose some member or Representative of a Member 
of the Society who shall be present to preside. 
14. The Chairman may, with the consent of any meeting at which a quorum is present (and shall if so 
directed by the meeting) adjourn the meeting from time to time, and from place to place, but no business shall 
be transacted at any adjourned meeting other than business which might have been transacted at the meeting 
from which the adjoumment took place. Whenever a meeting is adjourned for thirty days or more, notice of 
the adjourned meeting shall be given in the same manner as of an original meeting. Save as aforesaid, the 
members shall not be entitled to any notice of an adjournment, or of the business to be transacted at an 
adjourned meeting. 
15. At any General Meeting a resolution put to the vote of the meeting shall be decided on a show of 
hands, unless a poll is, before or upon the declaration of the result of the show of hands, demanded by the 
Chairman or by at least five members or Representatives of members present in person or by proxy, or by 
members or Representatives of members present in person or by proxy and representing not less than one-tenth 
of the total voting nghts of all the members and representatives of members having the right to vote at the 
meeting, and unless a poll be so demanded a declaration by the Chairman of the meeting that a resolution has 
been carried, or carried unanimously or by a particular majority or lost, or not carried by a particular majority, 
and an entry to that effect in the minute book of the Society shall be conclusive evidence of the fact without 
proof of the number or proportion of the votes recorded in favour of or against that resolution. The demand for 
a poll may be withdrawn. 
16. Subject to the provisions of Article 17, if a poll be demanded in manner aforesaid, it shall be taken at 
such time and place, and in such manner, as the Chairman of the meeting shall direct, and the result of the poll 
shall be deemed to be the resolution of the meeting at which the poll was demanded. 
17. No poll shall be demanded on the election of a Chairman of a meeting or on any question of 
adjournment. : 
18. In the case of an equality of votes, whether on a show of hands or on a poll, the Chairman of the 
meeting shall be entitled to a second or casting vote. 
19. The demand of a poll shall not prevent the continuance of a meeting for the transaction of any business 
other than the question on which a poll has been demanded. 


VOTES OF MEMBERS 
20. Subject as hereinafter provided, every member shall have one vote. A Local Authority Member or 
Corporate Member shall have one vote for each of its Representatives which shall be exercisable by such 
Representatives in person. 
Zk: Except in accordance with Articles 4(g) and 29, and unless the Council otherwise determine, no 
member other than a member duly registered, who shall have paid every subscription and other sum (if any) 
which shall be due and payable to the Society, in respect of his membership, shall be entitled to vote on any 
question either personally through its Representatives or by proxy, or as a proxy for another member at any 
General Meeting. 
22: (a) Votes may be given on a poll either personally or by proxy. A proxy need not be a member. 

(b) The instrument appointing a proxy shall be in wnting under the hand of the appointer, or his 
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attorney duly authorised in writing, or if such appointer is a corporation under its common seal, if any, and if 
none, then under the hand of some officer duly authorised in that behalf. In the case of a Representative of a 
member any proxy shall be appointed by the member itself or its attorney and not by the Representative. 

(c) The instrument appointing a proxy and the power of attorney or other authority (if any) under 
which it is signed or a notarially certified or office copy thereof shall be deposited at the office not less than 48 
hours before the time appointed for holding the meeting or adjourned meeting at which the person named in the 
instrument proposes to vote, or in the case of a poll not less than 24 hours before the time appointed for the 
taking of the poll, and in default the instrument of proxy shall not be treated as valid. No instrument appointing 
a proxy shall be valid after the expiration of 12 months from the date of its execution. 

(d) A vote given in accordance with the terms of an instrument of proxy shall be valid 
notwithstanding the previous death or insanity of the principal or revocation of the proxy or of the authority 
under which the proxy was executed, provided that no intimation in wniting of the death, insanity or revocation 
as aforesaid shall have been received at the office before the commencement of the meeting or adjourned 
meeting at which the proxy is used. 

(e) An instrument appointing a proxy shall be in the common form or in such other form as the 
Council may accept, and shall be deemed to confer authority to demand or join in demanding a poll. 


HONORARY OFFICERS 

23. The officers of the Society shall consist of a President, Honorary Treasurer, Chairman and two Deputy 
Chairmen of the Council, the Immediate Past Chairman of the Council and may also include a Patron or 
Patrons as hereinafter mentioned. 


PATRON 
24. The Council may accept the patronage of any person or persons and shall thereupon elect such person 
or persons to be the Patron or Patrons of the Society for life or for such period as the Council may determine. 


PRESIDENT 
285. The President shall be elected annually by the Society under the Bye-Laws. No person shall hoid the 
office of President for more than two years in succession. 


HONORARY TREASURER 

26. The Honorary Treasurer shall be elected annually by the Society under the Bye-Laws. The Honorary 
Treasurer shall be responsible for the uninvested funds of the Society and he shall cause all necessary and 
proper accounts to be kept in accordance with Article 47 hereof. 


VICE-PRESIDENTS 

27. (a) Any person may be elected by the Society as a Vice-President providing that he or she is a person 
of distinction in an appropriate field who is likely to promote actively the work of the Society. 
(b) Vice-Presidents shall normally be elected for a term of three years and may stand for re-election. 
(c) Vice-Presidents shall not exceed nine in number. 


CHAIRMAN AND DEPUTY CHAIRMEN 

28. The Chairman and Deputy Chairmen shall be elected annually by the Council from its own members at 
its first meeting after the Annual General Meeting. 

29. The Patron or Patrons (if any) of the Society, the President of the Society, and the Vice-Presidents shall 
enjoy all the rights of membership (including the right to vote) during their term of office except that they shall 
not by virtue of their office alone be deemed to be members of the Society for the purposes of registration 
within the meaning of Article 3 of these presents or be entered on the register of members of the Society or be 
entitled to vote on a special or extraordinary resolution or be under any liability for the debts and liabilities of 
the Society. 


THE COUNCIL 

30. Subject as hereinafter provided, the members of Council shall not be less than 20 in number. The 
Society may, by Ordinary Resolution from time to time, increase or reduce the minimum number of members 
of the Council. The Council may act notwithstanding any vacancies in their body, but if the members of the 
Council shall be reduced in number to less than that required for a quorum for their meetings, they may act as 
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the Council for the purpose only of summoning a general meeting of the Society. 

31. The Council shall consist of the Patron or Patrons (if any), the President, the immediate Past President, 
the Honorary Treasurer, the immediate past Chairman, a number of divisional Representatives elected as 
hereinafter provided; and not more than a like number of other persons consisting of Representatives of 
National or similar organisations which are Corporate Members of the Society, at the invitation of the Council. 
No person other than a member of the Society or a Representative of a member may be appointed a member of 
the Council. The Council may from time to time and at any time appoint any member of the Society or a 
Representative of a member as a member of the Council either to fill a casual vacancy or by way of addition to 
the Council. Any member so appointed shall retain his office only until the next Annual General Meeting, but 
he shall be eligible for re-election or re-appointment. 

The term National or similar organisation shall refer to any institution, association, society or board or other 
similar organisation, the activities of which extend to the whole of the United Kingdom, or to England, 
Scotland, Wales or Northem Ireland, and which is accepted by the Council as a National or similar organisation 
for the purposes of these presents. 


APPOINTMENT AND RETIREMENT OF MEMBERS OF THE COUNCIL 
32. (a) The members and Representatives of members of each Division shall elect annually from among 
their number Representatives to be members of the Council. Divisional Representatives shall be elected to the 
Council for a period of three years. One-third of the elected members shall retire in rotation each year, such 
members shall be eligible for re-election. The number of Divisional Representatives to be elected by each 
Division shall each year be determined by the Council. 

(b) A National or similar organisation shall be entitled to nominate annually one Representative for 
Membership of the Council under Article 31. 

(c) The elected members of the Council shall (unless re-elected) vacate office after three years in 
accordance with the provisions of Article 32 (a). 
33. The Office of a member of the Council shall be vacated: 

(a) If he ceased to be a member or a Representative of a member of the Society; 

(b) If by notice in wniting to the Society he resigns his office; 

(c) If a receiving order is made against him or he makes any arrangement or composition with his 

creditors; 

(d) If he becomes of unsound mind; 

(e) If he ceases to hold office by reason of any order make under Section 188 of the Act of 1948; 

(f) If he is removed from office by a Resolution duly passed pursuant to Section 184 of the Act. 
34. A member of the Council who has attained the age of seventy shall be eligible for election and the 
provision of subsections (1) and (2) of Section 185 of the Act of 1948 shall not apply. 


POWERS OF THE COUNCIL 
35. The Management of the Society shall be in the hands of the Council who may pay all expenses 
incurred in forming and registering the Society and may exercise all such powers of the Society as are not by 
the Act of 1948 or by these presents required to be exercised by the Society in General Meeting, subject 
nevertheless to any regulations of these presents, to the provisions of the Act of 1948, and to such regulations 
(not inconsistent with the aforesaid regulations or provisions) as may be prescribed by the Society in General 
Meeting, but no regulations so made by the Society shall invalidate any prior act of the Council which would 
have been valid if such regulations had not been made. The general powers given by this Article shall not be 
limited or restricted by any special authority or power given to the Council by any other Article. 
36. (i) The Council shall, as necessary, make and recommend the adoption, alteration and revocation of the 
Bye-Laws for the regulation of the Society and otherwise for the furtherance of the purposes for which the 
Society is established, provided that the Bye-Laws are not repugnant to the Memorandum of Association or 
these presents. Such recommendations of the Council shall be laid before the Society at the following Annual 
General Meeting or at an Extraordinary General Meeting called for that purpose for adoption, if thought fit, by 
Ordinary Resolution. The Bye-Laws for the time being in force shall be binding upon all members until varied 
or set aside as hereinafter provided. It is expressly declared that, without prejudice to the powers of the Society 
to adopt Bye-Laws on other matters, the following shall be deemed to be matters which (so far as not governed 
by, and subject always to the provisions of, these presents) may be governed by Bye-Laws within the meaning 
of this article, that is to say: 

(a) As to entrance fees (if any) payable in respect of membership of the Society. 
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(b) As to the annual, quarterly or other subscriptions or payments to be payable by the members of the 
Society. 

(c) As to the nghts and privileges to be accorded to, and the qualifications, restrictions and conditions 
to be imposed on, members of the Society. 

(d) As to Committees of members in connection with various branches of the Society’s activities, and 
as to the appointment, removal, qualification, disqualification, duties, functions, powers and privileges 
of members of such Committees. 

(e) As to the manner in which the Elections of Officers and Council members shall be conducted. 

(f) As to the Geographical Divisions of the Society for electoral purposes, and the setting up and 
regulation of Divisional Councils and their membership, duties, functions and powers. 

(ii) | The Council shall have power to issue Standing Orders from time to time regulating the appointment 
of various committees from members of the Society or otherwise as provided herein for the better 
administration of the business of the Council and directing the terms of reference of such committees and the 
procedure governing the transaction of their business. 

(iii) Any committee appointed in accordance with this article shall have power to adopt persons to act as 
members of the committee whose qualifications or experience will assist the committee in its work, but the 
number of persons so adopted shall not exceed one-third of the membership of the committee excluding 
adopted members. 


SECRETARY GENERAL 

37 (i) |The Secretary General shall be appointed by the Council for such time at such remuneration and upon 
such conditions as they think fit, and any person so appointed may be removed by them. The provisions of 
Section 177 and 179 of the Act of 1948 shall apply and be observed. 

(ii) The Secretary General shall from time to time submit financial statements at the request of the 
Council. It shall be his duty, under the direction of the Council to conduct the correspondence of the Society, to 
attend meetings of the Council and Committees thereof, to take minutes of the proceedings of such meetings, to 
superintend the publication of such papers as the Council may direct, engage and be responsible for all persons 
employed under him, and, in general, conduct the ordinary business of the Society in accordance with the 
Memorandum and Articles of Association. 

(iii) ©The Council may from time to time by resolution appoint an assistant or deputy Secretary General, and 
any person so appointed may act in place of the Secretary General if there be no Secretary General or no 
Secretary General capable of acting. 


THE SEAL 

38. The Council shall provide a Common Seal of the Society and make mules for the safe custody and use 
therof, and it shall only be used by the Authority of the Council previously given and in the presence of one 
member of the Council at least, and every such instrument shall be countersigned by the Secretary General or 
some other person duly authorised by the Council. 


PROCEEDINGS OF THE COUNCIL 

39. The Council may meet together for the dispatch of business, adjoum and otherwise regulate their 
meetings as they think fit, and determine the quorum necessary for the transaction of business. Unless 
otherwise determined, ten shall be a quorum. Questions arising at any meetings shall be decided by a majority 
of votes. In cases of an equality of votes the Chairman shall have a second or casting vote. 

40. Five members of the Council may, and on the request of five members of the Council the Secretary 
General shall, at any time, summon a meeting of the Council by notice served upon the several members of the 
Council. A member of the Council who is absent from the United Kingdom shall not be entitled to notice of a 
meeting. 

41. The Chairman shall be entitled to preside at all meetings of the Council at which he shall be present, 
but if no such Chairman be elected, or if at any meeting the Chairman be not present within five minutes after 
the time appointed for holding the meeting and willing to preside, the members of the Council present shall 
choose one of the Deputy Chairmen and failing them one other of their number to be Chairman of the Meeting. 
42. A meeting of the Council at which a quorum is present shall be competent to exercise all the 
authorities, powers and discretions by or under the regulations of the Society for the time being vested in the 
Council generally. 

43. The Council may delegate any of their powers to Committees consisting of such member or members 
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of the Council as they think fit, and any Committee so formed shall, in the exercise of the power so delegated, 
conform to any regulations imposed on it by the Council. The meetings and proceedings of any such 
Committee shall be governed by the provisions of these presents for regulating the meetings and proceedings of 
the Council so far as applicable and so far as the same shall not be superseded by any Bye-Laws made by the 
Council. 

44, All acts bona fide done by any meeting of the Council or any Committee of the Council, or by any 
person acting as a member of the Council, shall notwithstanding it be afterwards discovered that there was 
some defect in the appointment or continuance in office of any such member or person acting as aforesaid, or 
that they or any of them were disqualified, be as valid as if every such person had been duly appointed or had 
duly continued in office and was disqualified to be a member of the Council. 

45. The Council shall cause proper minutes to be made of all appointments of officers made by the 
Council and of the proceedings of all meetings of the Society and of the Council and of Committees of the 
Council, and all business transacted at such meetings, and any such minutes of any meetings, if purporting to 
be signed by the Chairman of such meeting, or by the Chairman of the next succeeding meeting, shall be 
sufficient evidence without any further proof of the facts therein stated. 

46. A resolution in writing signed by a majority of the members for the time being of the Council or of any 
‘Committee of the Council who are entitled to receive notice of a meeting of the Council or of such committee 
shall be as valid and effectual as if it had been passed at a meeting of the Council or of such committee duly 
convened and constituted. 


ACCOUNTS 
47. The Council shall cause proper books of account to be kept with respect to: 

(a) all sums of money received and expended by the Society and the matters in respect of which such 

receipts and expenditure take place; 

(b) all sales and purchases of goods by the Society; and 

(c) the assets and liabilities of the Society. 
Proper books shall not be deemed to be kept if there are not kept such books of account as are necessary to give 
a true and fair view of the state of affairs of the Society and to explain its transactions. 
48. The books of account shall be kept at the office, or subject to section 147(3) of the Act of 1948 at such 
other place or places as the Council shall think fit, and shall always be open to the inspection of the members of 
the Council. 
49. The Council may from time to time impose reasonable restrictions as to the tme and manner of the 
inspection by the members (other than members of the Council) or by Representatives of members of the 
accounts and books of the Society, or any of them, and subject to such restrictions the accounts and books of 
the Society shall be open to the inspection of such members or Representatives of members at all reasonable 
times during business hours. 
50. The Council shall from time to time in accordance with sections 148, 150 and 157 of the Act of 1948 
cause to be prepared and laid before the Society in Generai Meeting, such income and expenditure accounts, 
balance sheets and group accounts (if any) and reports as are referred to in those Sections. A copy of every 
balance sheet (including every document required by law to be annexed thereto) which is to be laid before the 
Society in General Meeting, together with a copy of the Auditors report, shall not less than twenty-one days 
before the date of the meeting be sent to every member of, and holder of debentures of, the Society. Provided 
that this Article shall not require a copy of those documents to be sent to any person of whose address the 
Society is not aware or to more than one of the joint holders of any debentures. 


AUDIT 

51. Once at least in every year the accounts of the Society shall be examined and the correctness of the 
income and expenditure account and balance sheet ascertained by one or more properly qualified Auditor or 
SQiditorsAuditors shall be appointed and their duties regulated in accordance with sections 159 to 162 of the 
Act of 1948 the members of the Council being treated as the Directors mentioned in those sections. 


NOTICES 

D3. A notice may be served by the Society upon any member, either personally or by sending it through the 
post in a prepaid letter, addressed to such member at his registered address as appearing in the register of 
members. 
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54. Any member described in the register of members by an address not within the United Kingdom, who 
shall from time to time give the Society an address within the United Kingdom at which a notice may be served 
upon him, shall be entitled to have notices served upon him at such address, but, save as aforesaid and as 
provided by the Act, only those members who are described in the register of members by an address within 
the United Kingdom shall be entitled to receive notices from the Society. 

55. Any notice, if served by post, shall be deemed to have been served on the day following that on which 
the letter containing the same is put into the post, and in proving such service it shall be sufficient to prove that 
the letter containing the notice was properly addressed and put into the post office as a prepaid letter. 


DISSOLUTION 
56. Clause 9 of the Memorandum of Association of the Society relating to the winding up and dissolution 
of the Society shall have effect as if the provisions thereof were repeated in these Articles. 
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BYE-LAWS 
OF 
THE NATIONAL SOCIETY FOR CLEAN AIR 
AND ENVIRONMENTAL PROTECTION 


Adopted by Ordinary Resolution dated 29 March 1974 and as amended on 13 October 1976, 6 July 1977, 20 
July 1978, 16 July 1980, 5 October 1981, 18 October 1982, 31 October 1983, 1 October 1984, 14 October 
1985, 27 October 1986, 26 October 1987, 24 October 1988, 23 October 1989 and 15 October 1990. 


DEFINITIONS 
1. The Definitions section of the Articles of Association of the Society shall be deemed to be 
incorporated in and applied to these presents. 


SUBSCRIPTIONS 
2. Annual Subscriptions shall be as hereinafter provided. A first annual subscription shall be made on 
application for Membership and shall continue in force until the first day of April of the following year, when 
it shall be renewable. 
(a) Individual Members 
(i) The annual subscription payable by an Individual Member shall be not less than £15.50. On 
attainment of the age of 65 or retirement from salaried employment at the age of 60, 
whichever shall be the earlier on payment of the sum of Thirty One Pounds, Individual 
Members may, at the discretion of the Council, retain their membership of the Society in 
perpetuity, but always subject to the Council’s nght of removal. 
(11) Individual Members may on payment of not less than Three Hundred and Ten Pounds become 
Life Members of the Society. 
(b) Local Authority Members 
The annual subscription payable by a Local Authority shall be not less than as follows. For local 
authorities with a population of: 


Less than 100,000 £215.00 
100,001 to 250,000 £260.00 
250,001 to 500,000 £315.00 
500,001 to 1,000,000 £415.00 


For each additional 500,000 or part thereof - £40 
(c) Corporate Members and unincorporated bodies appointed in accordance with Article 4 (e) (ul). The 
Annual subscription payable by Corporate Members and Unincorporated bodies shall be not less than 


as follows: 
(i) Small local civic societies, colleges, schools and similar organisations - £28.00. 
(i1) Regional and national societies and similar organisations, consultants and small industrial and 


commercial firms - £150.00. 
(iii) Industrial organisations - £215.00. 
(d) Sustaining Members 
The annual subscription for sustaining Members shall be not less than £200.00. 
(e) Membership - Special Cases 
The Council shall have power to elect any applicant for Membership to an appropriate grade of 
Membership, on such special terms as to subscription or otherwise as after considering any reasons for 
so doing stated by such applicant the Council may think proper. 


REPRESENTATIVES OF MEMBERS 
3(a) Local Authority Members 
Each Local Authority Member shall be entitled to appoint not more than five Representatives. 
(b) Corporate Members 
(i) Corporate Members elected to membership under Bye-law 2(c) (i) shall each be entitled to 
appoint one representative. 
(ii) Corporate Members elected to membership under bye-law 2(c)(i1) shall each be entitled to 
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appoint three representatives. 


(iii) Corporate Members elected to membership under Bye-law 2(c)(i1) shall each be entitled to | 
appoint five representatives. | 
(iv) A Corporate Member having a Branch or Section situated in a Division other than that — 
Division in which the address of the Corporate Member is situated shall, in such Division, be 
entitled to appoint delegates to participate in the activities of the appropriate Division. 

RIGHTS OF MEMBERS 


4. Each Individual Member, Local Authority Member and Corporate Member and each Representative of | 
a Local Authority Member or Corporate Member, who has paid the appropriate subscription for the current — 
year, shall have the right to: 


DIVISIONS 


Nominate Individual Members and Representatives as Officers of Members of the Council; 
Be nominated and elected as an Officer or Member of the Council; 

Cast one vote at elections; 

Receive notices of and attend and participate in all meetings of the Society and of the 
Member’s division; 

Move or second, and cast one vote on motions at Meetings of the Society and of the Member’s 
Division; 

Receive free of charge as they are issued the Journal and Members Handbook of the Society; 
Obtain from the Society, advice and information on questions relating to pollution and its 
control.

A Divisional Council 
and its Honorary Officers, other than Secretary and auditors, shall consist only of Members, 
Representatives and Delegates of Members. The Constitution and activities of a Divisional Council 
shall be subject to the general approval of the Council which shall pay or make grants for approved 
expenses. 


(d) 
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The Members, Representatives and Delegates of Members, as hereinafter defined, in any town or 
district within a Division, may, if they so desire, and with the approval of the Council and of their 
Divisional Council, set up a Branch of the Division and elect Committees and Honorary Officers. The 
activities of a Branch shall be subject to the general approval and guidance of the Council and of the 
Divisional Council and the Divisional Council may pay and make grants for approved expenses. 


PRESIDENT, VICE-PRESIDENTS, HONORARY MEMBERS AND HONORARY TREASURER 


6(a) The President and an Honorary Treasurer shall be elected annually on the recommendation of the 
Council by the Society at its Annual General Meeting. 

(b) Vice-Presidents shall be elected on the recommendation of the Council = the Society at its Annual

THE COUNCIL é' 

7(a) The business of the Society shall be specified in Article 35 and shall include the direction of the policy 
of the Society, the work of its committees, the reception of reports from such committees, from 
Divisions, from Headquarters and subject groups. 

(b) The Council at its first meeting after election shall elect from its own members, a Chairman, two 
Deputy Chairmen and the following Committees: 

(i) Finance and Administration 

(ii) Conference and Promotions 

(iii) Technical 

(iv) Parliamentary and Local Government 

(v) Noise 

(vi) Any other Committee considered by the Council to be necessary. 

(c) |The Chairman of Council, the two Deputy Chairmen of Council, the Honorary Treasurer, the Chairmen 
of the Standing Committees (or Deputies in their absence) and the Immediate Past Chairman of 
Council shall comprise a Steering Group and will meet as required with the following terms of 
reference: 

1. To implement Council policy 

2. To ensure that the programme of the Standing Committees are comprehensive and 
appropriately interlocking 

3. To formulate proposals for policy changes 

4. To act on behalf of the Council in cases of urgency 

5. To report to the next following meeting of Council any action taken on its behalf. 

(d) There shall also be a Nominations Committee, appointed by the Council. The Terms of Reference of 
this Committee shall be as set out in the standing Orders of the Council. 

(e) The procedure for the election of Chairman, Deputy Chairmen and Committees, and the rules and 
functions of all Committees, shall be decided by the Council. 

ELECTIONS 

8(a) President, Vice-Presidents, Honorary Members and Honorary Treasurer. Nominations for the office of 


(b) 


President, Vice-Presidents, Honorary Members and Honorary Treasurer may be made by any Member 
of the Society. Nominations, in wniting, shall be received by the Secretary General not less than three 
months prior to the date of the Annual General Meeting. 

(i) Divisional Representatives (Elected in accordance with Article 32(a)). Each Member may 
nominate Divisional Representatives for his own Division provided that he does not nominate 
more than the total number to be appointed by that Division. Nominations shall be made to the 
Divisional Secretary not less than seven days before the date of the Annual General Meeting of 
the Division. In the event of more nominations being received than there are Divisional 
Representatives to be appointed, elections by ballot shall be held at the Annual General Meeting 
of the Division. The result of such an election is to be reported to the Secretary General of the 
Society not later than seven days before the date of the Society’s Annual General Meeting. The 
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names of the persons so electe shall be announced at such Annual general Meeting. 
(ii) _No member or Representative of a Member shall nominate, be nominated for, or vote in any 
Divisional Ejection other than that of which he is a Member or Representative. 

(c) Representatives of National or similar organisations (in accordance with Article 32(b)). Nominations 
from National or similar organisations shall be received by the Secretary General not less than seven 
days before the date of the Annual General Meeting. 

(d) No nomination for office shall be considered valid unless the agreement of the candidate has been 
previously obiained. 


INTERPRETATION OF BYE-LAWS 

9. The Council shall have full power to decide any question of interpretation of these Bye-Laws and any 
other question on which these Bye-Laws are silent, subject to the power of the Society in any 
subsequent general meeting to review any such decision and to make new provision in relation thereto.

SIR JOHN MASON, CB, DSc, FRS, President of the National Society for Clean Air 
and Environmental Protection, is Chairman of the Co-ordinating Committee on Marine 
Science and Technology, which is charged with producing a national strategy for these 
subjects. 


He is currently Director of the Surface Waters Acidification Programme carried out 
under the auspices of the Royal Society, the Royal Swedish Academy of Science and the 
Norwegian Academy of Science and Letters. He is also President of the University of 
Manchester Institute of Science and Technology and Chairman of the Scientific 
Management Committee of the World Climate Research Programme. 


Sir John was bor in 1923, graduated BSc (1947) University of London, and awarded 
DSc in 1956. He was Director-General of the Meteorological Office from 1965 to 1983. 
Earlier appointments include Warren Research Fellow of the Royal Society 
(1957),Visiting Professor of Meteorology, University of California(1959-60), Professor 
of Cloud Physics at Imperial College, London (1961-65). 


He was elected a Fellow of the Royal Society in 1965, was President of the Royal 
Meteorological Society 1969-70, President of the British Association for the 
Advancement of Science 1982-83, Permanent Representative of the United Kingdom at 
the World Meteorological Organisation and a Member of its Executive Committee from 
1965-83. He was President of the Institute of Physics from 1976-78 and was Treasurer 
and Senior Vice-President of the Royal Society from 1976-1986. He was a member of 
the ABRC from 1982-86. 


He was awarded the Charles Chree Medal and Prize of the Physical Society (1965), the 
Glazebrook Medal of the Institute of Physics(1974), the Rumford Medal of the Royal 
Society (1972) for his discoveries on clouds, rain, and especially the origin of lightning, 
on which he delivered the Bakerian Lecture of the Royal Society in 1971. He was 
awarded the Symons Memorial Gold Medal of the Royal Meteorological Society (1975). 
He was created CB in 1973 and knighted in 1979. 


The Rt. Hon. LORD NATHAN, MA, FSA, FRSA, FRGS, Honorary Doctor of Laws 
(Sussex), Immediate Past President of the Society, was a member of the Royal 
Commission on Environmental Pollution (1979-89); is a member of the House of Lords 
Select Committee on the European Communities, Chairman of its Environment Sub- 
committee (1983-1987 and 1990 to date), and Chairman of the Ad-hoc Sub-Committee

on the European Company Statute (1989-1990). 


He is a solicitor and consultant to Denton Hall Burgin & Warrens, Solicitors, London, and 
was, until 1986, senior partner of Herbert Oppenheimer, Nathan and Vandyk, Solicitors, 
London. He has been an associate member of the Bar Association of the City of New 
York and of the New York County Lawyers Association for many years. He is Chairman 
of the Institute of Environmental Assessment and President of the UK Environmental 
Law Association and gave the inaugural Garner Lecture in 1987. He gave the Macmillan ~ 
Education Lecture in 1977 on Energy and the Environment. He has written and spoken 
extensively on environmental issues. 


Lord Nathan is a Vice President of the Royal Society of Arts (Chairman 1975 - 77 and 
subsequently Chairman of its Environment Committee). He was Chairman of a Working 
Party on Energy and the Environment which reported in 1974. 


KEN COLLINS, MEP, Vice-President of the Society, was educated at Hamilton 
Academy, the University of Glasgow and Strathclyde University. He was for three years 
an apprentice metallurgist with Dalzell steelworks, Motherwell, before attending 
university. Subsequently, he worked as a Planning Officer with Glasgow and then West 
Yorkshire (1965 - 1967); organiser tutor, Workers’ Educational Association (1967 - 
1968); teacher, Glasgow College of Building 1968 - 1970; and Lecturer in Urban 
Studies, Paisley College of Technology 1970 - 1979. He has been an MEP since 1979. 
He was a Member of East Kilbride Town and District Councils 1973- 1979, and a Board 
Member, East Kilbride Development Corporation 1976 - 1979. Ken Collins was 
Spokesman on Environment, Public Health and Consumer Protection for the Socialist 
Group of the European Parliament (1984 - 1989). He was elected Chairman of the 
European Parliament’s Committee on the Environment, Public Health and Consumer 
Protection in July 1989, having formerly been the Committee’s Chairman from 1979 - 
1984 and Vice-Chairman from 1984 - 87. 


The Rt. Hon. THE EARL OF CRANBROOK, MA, PhD, DSc (Hon), DL, Vice- 
President of the Society, is a graduate of the universities of Cambridge and Birmingham. 
From 1956 - 1970, he was employed as a biologist in several posts in S.E. Asia. Lord 
Cranbrook was appointed to the Nature Conservancy Council in 1990, as chairman of the 
Advisory Committee for England and prospective Chairman of the NCC England. He 
has been a member of the Royal Commission on Environmental Pollution since 1981, 
the Natural Environment Research Council 1982-88, and sub-committee ‘G’ 
(Environment), House of Lords Select Committee on the European Communities, 
Chairman from 1980 - 1983 and again, 1987 - 1990; Lord Cranbrook is President of the 
Suffolk Wildlife Trust and Suffolk Naturalists’ Society. Since 1987, he has been a non- 
executive member of the Board of Anglian Water plc. Since 1988 he has been a member 
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of the Broads Authority and since 1989 a member of the Harwich Haven Authority. He 
is married, with two sons and a daughter, and lives and farms in Suffolk. 


JOHN EDMONDS, Vice-President of the Society, has been General Secretary of the 
GMB (formerly the General, Municipal, Boilermakers and Allied Trades Union). 
Educated at Christ’s Hospital and Oriel College Oxford (BA 1965, MA 1968) he became 
in 1966 Research Assistant at the General & Municipal Workers Union; subsequently 
Deputy Research Officer (1967), Regional Officer(1968) and National Industrial Officer 
(1972 - 1985); Member of the Royal Commission on Environmental Pollution 1979 - 
1989; Visiting Fellow, Nuffield College, Oxford since 1986; Governor, London School 
of Economics since 1986, Trustee of Institute for Policy Research; and a Director of 
Unity Trust Bank plc. 


D. FRANK HAYNES, MP, Vice-President of the Society, was elected MP for Ashfield 
in the May 1979 general election. Formerly a Councillor, he comes from a coal-mining 
area and has helped his own local council to implement smoke control and clean air 
policies generally. 


DR CAROLINE JACKSON, MEP, Vice-President of the Society, has been a member 
of the European Parliament since 1984, representing Wiltshire, Newbury and Wantage. 
She is Conservative spokeswoman on Environment and Consumer Protection, and 
author of "Europe's Environment: a Conservative Approach", and a former member of 
the National Consumer Council and of the British committee for European Year of the 
Environment. Educated at St. Hugh's and Nuffield College, Oxford, with a doctorate in 
19th century history, she formerly worked for the European Parliament in Luxembourg 
and Brussels. 


SIR HUGH ROSSI, MP, Vice-President of the Society, was educated at Finchley 
Catholic Grammar School and King’s College, University of London. He subsequently 
qualified with honours as a solicitor. Among other appointments, Sir Hugh was 
Government Whip for the Conservative Party from 1970-74 and Parliamentary Under- 
Secretary of State at the DOE in 1974. Opposition spokesman on Housing and Land 
1974 - 1979. Minister of State Northern Ireland Office 1979 - 1981 and Minister of State 
for Social Security 1981-3. From 1972-3 he was Deputy Leader of the UK Delegation to 
the Council of Europe and the Western European Union, and has been Chairman of the 
House of Commons Select Committee on the Environment since 1983. Sir Hugh was 
knighted in 1983 and became Knight Cmdr. St. Gregory in 1985. 
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MADRON R. SELIGMAN, MA, MEP, Vice-President of the Society, was educated at 
Harrow School and Balliol College, Oxford, where he was President of the Oxford 
Union in 1940. Mr. Seligman has been a Member of the European Parliament 
representing Sussex West since 1979, where he is Conservative Spokesman for Energy 
Research and Technology, and a member of the Committees for Environment and 
Education. He was Chairman of the Incinerator Company Ltd. until September 1989, 
and Managing Director of APV INTERNATIONAL until November 1980. 


GARETH L. WARDELL, MP, Vice-President of the Society, is a graduate of the 
London School of Economics and Political Science. From 1972-73 he was a Lecturer in 
Education at Bedford College of Physical Education and from 1973-82 Senior Lecturer 
in Geography at Trinity College, Carmarthen.

PROFESSOR D.G.T. WILLIAMS, MA, LLB, Vice-President of the Society and a Past 
President of the Society, has been Vice-Chancellor of the University of Cambridge since 
October 1989, President of Wolfson College, Cambridge, since October 1980, and Rouse 
Ball Professor of English Law since 1983. His academic interests lie principally in the 
fields of constitutional and administrative law, and in recent years he has been 
particularly interested in matters relating to the environment. He was a member of the — 
Clean Air Council 1971 - 1979, of the Commission on Energy and the Environment 1978 
- 1981, and of the Royal Commission on Environmental Pollution 1976 - 1983. In 
addition, he was a member of the Council on Tribunals, 1972 - 1982. David Williams 
was born in Carmarthen in Wales, went to University of Cambridge,and was called to the 
Bar in 1956.

ALAN J. REES, DMS, MBIM, MIEH, AMIOA, is Chairman of the Council of the 
Society, former Chairman of the Society’s Finance and Administration Committee, and 
former Chairman of the Society’s Conference and Promotions Committee. He represents 
the Central Southern Division, NSCA. He qualified as a Public Health Inspector with 
Oxford City Council, and has since been employed by three other local authorities, 
before his present appointment as Principal Environmental Health Officer for South 
Oxfordshire DC. From 1978 to 1983 he was Honorary Secretary of London & South 
East and Central Southern Divisions, and is a past Chairman of the Joint Divisions. 


FRANK E. SHEPHARD, BSc, PhD, FRIC, CChem, FRSC, CEng, FIGasE, represents

Council of the East Midlands for the past 16 years and is the Chairman of Housing for 
High Peak Borough Council. She is a member of the Management Committee of the 
Derbyshire Historic Buildings Trust Ltd. Mrs. Inglefield is currently working for the 
Marie Curie Memorial Cancer Care as the Regional Co-ordinator of Community Nursing 
Services for Trent, Mersey & North West Regions. 


JAMES S. HARRISON, Deputy Chairman of Council, NSCA, and Director of the Coal 
Research Establishment, represents the British Coal Corporation. A Fellow of the Royal 
Society of Chemistry, Institute of Chemical Engineers and of the Institute of Energy, he 
was recently given the Institute’s Special Award, and presented the BCURA Robens 
Coal Science Lecture in 1988. He is Chairman of IEA Coal Research, and of 
Combustion Systems Ltd., a company owned jointly by BP and British Coal 
Corporation, and a member of the Board of Coal Products Ltd. He is a member of the 
Research Committee of the European Coal Producers and has served on the Sub- 
Committee of Energy R&D of the Commission of the Common Market and on Advisory 
Committees of the IEA and of the UK Government. He is particularly interested in the 
environmental aspects of energy production and has given evidence on the greenhouse 
effect to Select Committees of the House of Commons and the House of Lords.

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DR. RAYMOND W.K. ALLEN, CEng, BSc, MSc, PhD, FI ChemE. Represents the 
Filtration Society and serves on the Society’s Technical Committee. He is a member 
both of the Council of the Institution of Chemical Engineers and of its Research and 
Membership Committees. Married to a District and County Councillor he has a keen 
interest in local government. He is Head of the Department of Environmental and 
Process Engineering at Harwell Laboratory of AEA Technology where he has overall 
responsibility for extensive research programmes in gas cleaning and liquid effluent 
treatment.

Programmes and Progress 


Section 11 of the Clean Air Act 1956 allows a local authority to make a smoke control 
order. When this is in operation it is an offence for an occupier of premises to allow 
smoke emission from a chimney unless the fuel is authorised or the fireplace is exempt 
(full list of authorised fuels and exempted fireplaces in NSCA Pollution Handbook). 


The following lists contain the names of the local authority areas implementing smoke 
control areas - figures have been compiled directly from information submitted by local 
authorities. Due to the financial constraints imposed on local authorities, many ‘Target 
Dates for Programme Completion’ and ‘Final Acreage When Completed’ figures have 
not yet been decided. The figures are for the position on 31st March 1990 and some 
authorities’ figures will have changed since that date. The fourth column for each local 
authority shows the percentage of the total Council area covered by smoke control. It 
should be remembered, however, that some predominantly rural authorities will show a 
low figure in this column even though the proportion of premises covered may be high. 


Many of the new smoke control orders being made in urban areas are to bring them into 
line with EC directive 80/779/EEC - Directive on air quality limit values and guide 
values for SO2 and suspended particulates - brought into force 1982, with some heavily 
polluted areas being given exemption up to 1993.

The Society is funded by members’ subscriptions, donations and monies raised by 
activities. 

MEMBERSHIP 

The members of NSCA are private individuals, local authorities, educational 
establishments, professional institutions and the fuel and other industries. 


ORGANISATION 

The elected Council is the Society’s governing body and an administrative staff 
headed by the Secretary General is employed. The Society is divided into 
geographical divisions which organise meetings and activities at a regional level. 
There are five specialist national committees of nominated members and co-opted 
specialists. Working groups consider specific issues when appropriate. 


POLICY 

The Society is recognised nationally and internationally for its balanced 
arguments, response to issues, integrity and promotion of public education. Policy 
discussion and formulation is initiated by NSCA Divisions and at the annual 
conference as well as within the governing Council. Policy details are evolved by 
the appropriate standing committees. 


ACTIVITIES 

NSCA makes representations to government, other authorities and agencies and 
industry on all matters relating to air pollution, noise, waste and other 
environmental issues. This includes contributing to the drafting of legislation and 
standards, technical matters and local and national issues. NSCA organises 
conferences and workshops, produces a wide range of information and 
educational publications and regular briefings on current issues. 


INFORMATION AND PUBLICATIONS 

The Society has an extensive library, and the information department provides a 
service to both members and the public. Publications include a range of leaflets 
covering current issues and legislation, the annual Pollution Handbook and 
quarterly journal Clean Air; as well as conference papers, technical papers, and 
occasional reports and surveys. 
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CHAIRMAN'S REPORT 





I - GENERAL 


The Role of the Society 


The tide of concern about the environment which rose swiftly to full flood towards the end 
of the year ebbed just as quickly as the media - and the nation - found other pressing issues 
to worry about. Nevertheless, as the number and range of enquiries now being handled by our 
information service show - up on last year to over 11,000 - it is clear that people continue to 
care deeply about the environment. It appears, too, that following their laissez-faire approach 
through the 70s and early 80s, our politicians now understand how ‘greenness’ wins votes - 
as the publication of the White Paper and the parallel environment strategy statements of the 
Opposition parties testify. However, what governments say and what governments do are 
often very different: central to the effective environmental protection of the UK is the apparent | 
inability of the British political system to develop long-term solutions to environmental 
problems. In this regard alone, the role of the Society has never been more important. 


As I write this some weeks ahead of the AGM, we are waiting to see the details of the 
Government’s surprise proposal to establish an environmental protection agency combining 
the pollution control responsibilities of the National Rivers Authority with those of HM 
Inspectorate of Pollution. The Society has always endorsed the need for integrated pollution 
control, which was first proposed by the Royal Commission on Environmental Pollution in 
their 5th Report (1976). However, as Bill Snow pointed out in his Annual Report two years 
ago, the requirement is for an independent agency to co-ordinate environmental regulation 
across the board, including energy, transport and agriculture. It would, of course, have to be 
properly resourced. Thus, in welcoming the promise of more political independence for 
pollution regulation, it appears that the latest proposals could fall well short of full and 
effective integration. In any event, they relate only to the regulation of industrial pollution. 


Last year, the lead-up to the passing of the Environmental Protection Act saw us respond to 
nineteen requests for consultation from Government and Select Committees. This year, 
towards implementing the Act, the tally has risen to twenty-three. I repeat, therefore, without 
apology, the well-tried phrase of my predecessors that “it has been another busy year”. 
Moreover, the international problems of global warming, stratospheric ozone depletion and 
acid rain continue to bear heavily on the work of the Committees, as do the more local 
problems such as waste disposal, road traffic and neighbourhood noise - to name but three! 
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Liaison with Other Bodies 


As for our relationships with outside bodies, the Society continues to be widely represented 
on the Investigation of Air Pollution Standing Conference. We are also members of the 
Parliamentary and Scientific Committee and of the Environmental/Public Issues Panels of the 
National Radiological Protection Board, and the Radioactive Waste Management Advisory 
Committee. Our Secretary General continues to serve on the Executive of the Environment 
Council and represents the Society in the Energy Industries Club and the Industrial Fuel 
Economy Group. The Society is also a member of the UK Environmental Law Association 
and has recently become a full member of the Council for Environmental Education. The latter 
will be important in ensuring our effective contribution to the National Curriculum. 


IUAPPA 


As you will know, the Society is a founder member (1964) of the International Union of Air 
Pollution Prevention Associations (IUAPPA), for which we also provide the secretariat and 
editorial and publishing support. As well as producing its quarterly newsletter, a second and 
greatly enlarged edition of its standard work Clean Air Around the World - which covers the 
law and practice of air pollution control in 27 countries, together with special chapters on 
United Nations Conventions and Protocols and European Community legislation has just 
been published. There is every reason to anticipate that the book will be in great demand 
worldwide. Through its membership of the International Union of Technical Associations 
(UITA), the Union enjoys consultancy status with many United Nations organisations 
including the United Nations Environment Programme (UNEP), the UN Economic Commis- 
sion for Europe (UN-ECE), the United Nations Industrial Development Organisation (UNIDO), 
the World Meteorological Organisation (WMO) and UNESCO. It also keeps in touch with the 
Commission of the European Community (CEC) and the Organisation for Economic 
Cooperation and Development (OECD). Our Secretary General, John Langston, was elected 
Director General of the International Union in 1986 and continues to hold this honorary 
appointment. Our own editor, Loveday Murley, is also IUAPPA’s editor. 


While a primary objective of IUAPPA is to convene a World Congress on air quality every 
three years - the next being in Montreal in September 1992 - it also sponsors Regional 
Conferences to meet the needs of the developing countries specifically tailored to promote 
technology exchange. The first of these was held in Pretoria last November, concentrating on 
the growing needs of Southern Africa as a whole. A second Conference covering the West 
Pacific rim was held in Seoul in September, while others are planned for Eastern Europe and 
South East Asia in 1992. I am pleased to say that NSCA members will be contributing to all 
these events. Finally, but not least, the Technical Committee has assisted in drafting a 
comprehensive Declaration by IUAPPA calling on all Governments participating in the UN 
Conference on Environment and Development (in Rio de Janeiro, in June 1992) to “reorient 
their existing programmes that currently favour treatment and disposal towards pollution 
prevention”. This important statement has been welcomed by the Government. 
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AICB 


As the UK member of the Association Internationale Contre le Bruit (AICB) - the Interna- 
tional Association Against Noise - the Society has been represented on its governing body for 
a number of years. The 17th International Congress of the Association will be held in 
September 1992 in Prague, the theme being “Objectives for Noise Abatement in the Future 
Europe”. Again, we shall look forward to substantial representation by NSCA members. 


The Divisions 


I am delighted to report that overall the Divisions have never been more active - with most 
reporting increased attendances at meetings devoted to specific issues. In addition, the 
Scottish, North West, and West Midlands Divisions have all organised highly successful one- 
day seminars, whilst the newly-named South East Division (assuming the change is accepted 
by the AGM) will be holding another later this year. All this bodes well, underlining the way 
in which the Divisions continue to generate the drive and purpose which constitutes a 
fundamental strength of the Society. If lack of space prevents me from covering individual 
programmes of the Welsh, Northern Ireland and other English Divisions, let me say that all 
have been busy, as their members will testify. As ever, for all these activities we are deeply 
indebted to the Honorary Secretaries and their other helpers, without whose commitment and 
hard work nothing would happen. 


As an important and exciting new development, I am particularly pleased to announce the 
appointment in July of Mrs Clare Carruthers as our new Scottish member of staff based in 
Glasgow. After full discussion in Council, the Division was authorised to apply to the Scottish 
Office for a Special Grant amounting to 50% of the core-funding of a part-time administrative 
officer to progress the affairs of the Division. This also took into account the very generous 
offer of the Glasgow City Council to provide office accommodation rent-free within the 
Environmental Health Department in the City Chambers. With the grant subject to annual 
approval, the long-term success of this venture will obviously have to be kept under review. 
However, it has made an excellent start - and we wish the Division and Mrs Carruthers 
continuing success. 


The Standing Committees 


The reputation of our Standing Committees is another of our basic strengths. We are 
outstandingly fortunate in having the voluntary services of a wide cross-section of the nation’s 
experts, embracing all disciplines. Committee work of this sort involves time and effort, and 
I would like to take this opportunity of thanking all members of Council and all members of 
the Committees and their Working Groups for attending the meetings and, very often, taking 
the trouble to put their thoughts into writing. 


Another welcome step is the Council’s approval of the change of name of the Noise 
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Committee to the National Noise Committee, thus acknowledging the growing reputation of 
the Committee as authoritative experts on all noise issues. 


We owe a particular debt of gratitude to the co-opted members of the Committees, whose 
specialist advice is so critical to policy-making. This year, special votes of thanks are due to 
the Waste Disposal Working Group under the chairmanship of Byrom Lees, the Climate 
Change Working Group under the chairmanship of Dr. Ron Barnes, and the Neighbourhood 
Noise Working Group. : 


Whilst Part II of this Report covers the activities of the Technical, Parliamentary and Local 
Government and Noise Committees, as you will know, the Conference and Promotions 
Committee and the Finance and Administration Committee are always busy. In organising the 
Society’s Annual Conference, Spring Workshop and training seminars, and in formulating 
and implementing publications policy, the Conference and Promotions Commiitee is directly 
responsible for generating over half of the Society’s gross revenue. Equally, the Finance and 
Administration Committee ensures that our activities are both properly funded and represent 
value for money. In this regard, I would particularly like to thank our Honorary Treasurer, 
Brian Edwick, for his devotion to the well-being of the Society. 


Department of the Environment Grant 


The scale of our operations is shown by the annual budget, which now exceeds £300,000. Until 
we achieve the increase in income promised by last year’s AGM decision to raise subscrip- 
tions, we anticipate that the income and expenditure account will be in deficit by, hopefully, 
relatively small amounts this year and next. However, as the balance sheet shows, without the 
Special Grant from the Department of the Environment we would be quite unable to maintain 
the public information and library service at the level of demand now placed upon it. Thus we 
are indebted to the Department of the Environment for funding a generous proportion of the 
cost of this service. Under the terms of the Special Grant Scheme, which runs for a period of 
three years, the present award ceases on 31st March 1992: we trust that our application for a 
new grant will be viewed sympathetically and generously. 


Presidential Matters 


During his second year in office our President, Sir John Mason, has been extremely active both 
in public and behind the scenes in promoting the affairs of the Society. In chairing sessions 
of the Annual Conference and addressing Divisional meetings he has influenced the 
formulation of policy, whilst his willingness to press our case at every level has been 
noteworthy. We are most grateful, and I am delighted to think that as Immediate Past 
President, Council will continue to have the benefit of his advice. This is also my opportunity 
to congratulate him on receiving the award of the Royal Society’s Gold Medal for his 
distinguished contributions to the science of cloud physics and other achievements in the field 
of meteorology. 
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Baroness Platt of Writtle, our incoming President, is an aircraft engineer of national and 
international renown and an educationalist of distinction. Among her many appointments she 
is currently Vice-President of the University of Manchester Institute of Science and Technol- 
ogy. She is also a member of the Board of British Gas and a Fellow of The Institution of Gas 
Engineers. She also brings to the Society wide experience in local government as a long-time 
member and former Alderman of Essex County Council. From 1983 - 88 she was Chairman 
of the Equal Opportunities Commission. In welcoming her to the Society, it is encouraging 
to realise that we can continue to attract people of such influence and authority to accept our 
highest office. 


Weare also extremely fortunate in the quality of our Vice-Presidents, and it is a matter of great 
satisfaction that Ken Collins, MEP, Sir Hugh Rossi, Kt, MP and Gareth Wardell, MP have 
agreed to accept a further term of office. 


Personnel 


We are favoured, too, in enjoying the services of a highly professional staff, all of whom are 
committed to the objectives of the Society and all of whom identify personally with its 
members. Their unremitting hard work in ensuring that the Society continues to be recognised 
for the quality of both its pronouncements and products has continued to be outstanding. In 
thanking them for their support, Iam glad to add that there have been no major changes in staff 
during the year. 


Secretary General 


Nevertheless, after holding the reins for eleven years, John Langston will shortly be handing 
them over to Dr. Tom Crossett. John tells me that he has hugely enjoyed his years with the 
Society - adding that he has never met a member whom he did not instinctively like, or been 
required to press a cause with which he could not personally identify. In wishing him a long, 
happy and healthy retirement I am pleased that he will be keeping in touch through his position 
as Director General, [UAPPA. 


Tom Crossett brings to the Society exceptionally wide experience at the highest levels in 
science, government and industry. Currently Environment Director of National Power and 
before that Chief Scientist for Fisheries and Food in MAFF, we extend to him the warmest of 
welcomes and all good wishes in meeting the tasks which lie ahead. 
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Il - ACTIVITIES 


Environmental Protection Act 1990 and the White Paper 


Much of the Society’s activity in the past year has resulted, directly or indirectly, from the 
publication of two important documents: the Environmental Protection Act 1990 (EPA) and 
the White Paper on the environment, This Common Inheritance. NSCA was one of many 
organisations involved in lobbying during the passage of the EPA and it does bear out our mark 
in several places - although not as many as we might have wished! Now the legislation is in 
place we have been involved in numerous consultations on matters of implementation, 
particularly in relation to Part I of the Act. Draft process guidance notes for processes 
controlled both by HMIP and local authorities have received comment, as have arange of draft 
regulations covering Integrated Pollution Control and local authority powers. On a very 
practical note, representatives from several NSCA Divisions attended special training 
workshops designed to spread information about the implementation of EPA Part I at local 
authority level. 


The White Paper failed to meet up to the great expectations which had preceded its 
publication. Nonetheless, it provided the first consolidated checklist of environmental policy 
objectives, if vaguely couched. It also contained a number of policy commitments which 
accorded with NSCA objectives, and which we have been able to pursue through our lobbying 
activities. We have seen particularly encouraging movement in the areas of motor vehicle 
pollution and noise control. 


Motor Vehicle Pollution 


The White Paper included a welcome commitment to introduce MOT emissions testing, 
although NSCA and many other organisations commented that the standards proposed were 
too lax. Despite our efforts, the Department of Transport was unmoved, and efforts now centre 
on the implementation of the EC Roadworthiness Directive which would allow the introduc- 
tion of standards based on manufacturers emission standards - an NSCA objective. 


More successfully, DTp moves to increase the road speed limit were headed off thanks to 
pressure from NSCA and other groups concerned about the environmental impact of the 
proposals. We also supported the introduction of speed limiters for heavy goods vehicles. 


The Society has campaigned for a range of fiscal measures on car and fuel taxation to cut 
energy use and air pollution from road vehicles, and registered its disappointment that more 
was not achieved by the March Budget. 


For the first time, emissions of black smoke from road vehicles - mainly diesels - have 
overtaken domestic emissions, mainly from coal burning, as the chief source of smoke in the 
UK. NSCA published a Briefing showing that smoke pollution from vehicles seemed set to 
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rise. We pointed out that much of the problem is due to inadequate controls: the police are 
unwilling to prosecute unless the smoke is such to constitute a hazard, and environmental 
health officers have no powers to stop vehicles on the road. In addition, a DOE leaflet (Wake 
Up To What You Can Do For The Environment) encouraged people to report smoky vehicles 
to their regional traffic area office. In practice, however, we found it difficult to locate the right 
office, and when we did, most knew nothing about the scheme! NSCA challenged the DTp 
to publish telephone numbers for the public to report smoking diesels. To our delight they 
complied, and following several parliamentary questions promised to follow up complaints. 
NSCA has also briefed a number of local authorities interested in developing “smoke- 
spotting” schemes and we anticipate that this area of activity will continue to expand. 


Finally, NSCA undertook a survey of car manufacturers to determine future plans for the 
fitting of catalytic converters and carbon canisters - the latter are of particular interest in view 
of developing EC policy on evaporative emissions. Not surprisingly, the survey showed that 
cars at the luxury end of the market, where costs can be more easily absorbed, would be more 
likely to benefit from the new technologies. From the point of view of global warming, 
however, the use of smaller, more fuel efficient cars should be encouraged. We are drawn to 
the conclusion that tax incentives are required to redress the balance in favour of the 
environment, and that without such intervention, the uptake of catalysts is likely to be slow 
until they become a mandatory requirement. Millions of polluting cars will have been sold in 
the interim. 


Noise 


The White Paper previewed the publication of the report of the DOE Noise Review Working 
Party - the Batho Report - which brought a wide-ranging and radical reassessment of noise 
legislation. NSCA was represented on the Working Party and can claim to have significantly 
influenced the recommendations. One of these, relating to the duty of local authorities to 
respond to neighbour noise complaints, was included as a last-minute amendment to the EPA. 
A number of the report’s other recommendations have also been followed up by the 
Government; NSCA has commented on new proposals for improving building regulations 
and car alarms. The Society’s National Noise Committee will be pressing for further action 
with its customary vigilance. In view of the new legislation covering statutory noise nuisance 
the Committee has produced a public advice sheet on neighbour noise problems; over 60,000 
copies have already been distributed through local authorities and by the NSCA information 
service in the first four months following publication. Guidance for local authorities on the 
interpretation of the new legislation will also be published shortly. 


Air Pollution Reports 


Another White Paper commitment which met with NSCA approval was the promise to release 
more information about air quality from the Department of the Environment monitoring 
network. The DOE now classifies air quality as very good, good, poor, or very poor according 
to the presence of three indicator pollutants. The “good” band overlaps the EC health warning 
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threshold and WHO guideline for ozone; NSCA has argued that the word “moderate” air 
quality would be more appropriate for this band. In May the Department of Health issued 
health advice to be released when air quality becomes poor. Despite our quibble with the 
terminology used, we have campaigned to persuade the media to publish the air quality data 
with some success. In a parallel development, we have advised several local authorities who 
are undertaking their own monitoring on the criteria to be used for informing the press and 
public about air quality. 


Smoke Control 


We are pleased to note the continued progress made by local authorities in introducing smoke 
control areas, and extend our congratulations to those who completed their programmes in the 
last year. I know that some areas subject to derogations are still working hard to meet their 
commitments and we look to the Department of the Environment to maintain its financial 
support so that programmes may be completed as rapidly as possible. 


Following representations by the Society and others, the Government has indicated its 
intention to ban the sale of unauthorised fuels in smoke control areas. We look forward to 
commenting on the draft regulations in due course. 


Municipal Waste 


Controversy continues to surround plans for new waste incineration plant. In part the poor 
reputation is deserved. Research by Warren Spring Laboratory and by this Society has shown 


that most of the UK’s current municipal and clinical waste incinerators are grossly polluting, 
and are being allowed too long - five years or so - to clean up their emissions. However the 
same does not hold true of new incineration plant, which must meet very strict EC Directive 
emission limits with sophisticated technology. 


The NSCA published a discussion paper entitled Can Britain Afford to Waste Municipal 
Waste? This looked at schemes in North America and Europe and suggested that the 
incineration of waste under properly controlled combustion conditions could both reduce the _ 
volume of waste and be a valuable source of energy. As mentioned above, incineration does 
however have a bad reputation in this country, and the Society clearly has a continuing 
educational role in this field. 


Agricultural Burning 


The 1990 survey of straw and stubble burning indicated a decrease in nuisance, probably in 
anticipation of the 1993 ban. We shall continue to monitor the success of the interim crop- 
burning regulations and the ultimate ban, but the Society can take some pride in considering 
the battle against stubble burning to have been largely won. 
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Parliamentary Activities 


The White Paper was shadowed by environmental policy statements from the opposition 
parties. NSCA issued a Briefing comparing the commitments made in the three documents 
with our own objectives. We have also been asked to advise MPs on many aspects of 
environmental policy and have drafted around forty parliamentary questions for MPs of all 
parties during the last parliamentary session. NSCA’s regular policy Briefings reach an 
increasing number of MPs, Lords, MEPs, civil servants, journalists and other influential 
figures. 


Library and Information Service 


Last year saw yet another steep rise in the demand for information, partly from schoolchildren 
but also from industry and from local authorities. In all, over 11,000 postal and telephone 
enquiries were processed. We are indebted to the Department of the Environment grant for 
funding a proportion of this work. 


Publications 


Once again demand for the Pollution Handbook exceeded our expectations and we were 
forced to reprint. The annual Handbook has carved a solid niche as an indispensable source 
of reference for anyone working in pollution control and only modesty forbids us to mention 
some of the famous bookshelves on which it may be found! Several other publications have 
been mentioned above, and we are pleased to have produced two new educational booklets 
entitled A Junior Guide to Air Pollution and An Introduction to Pollution. The range of 
information leaflets has also been considerably updated and expanded; new leaflets during the 
year include Air Pollution and Human Health and Neighbour Noise Problems - What YouCan 
Do. The number distributed over the last two years approaches one million. 


Conferences and Meetings 


The 57th Clean Air Conference in Brighton was a very international affair and we were 
delighted to welcome representatives from IUAPPA as well as arange of air pollution experts 
from across Europe. The 1991 Spring Workshop, returning to the elegant surroundings of 
Lincoln College Oxford, was a fully-subscribed success and concentrated on the Environmen- 
tal Protection Act. We are indebied to our Immediate Past President, Lord Nathan, for leading 
the Workshop. A training seminar on new pollution monitoring techniques attracted a 
specialist audience to the National Exhibition Centre in September. Several NSCA Divisions 
also organised special meetings on a range of environmental topics with good attendances all 
round. 


Concluding Remarks 


A Society is only as good as its members, and the NSCA is no exception. It represents a broad 
church of opinion and rests on a sure foundation. I look to the future with confidence. The 
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NSCA is able to propose a balanced approach to environmental problems, drawing on the 
wide expertise which members possess in ample measure. 


We live in times of continual change. Greater environmental awareness tests the resources of 
the excellent headquarters staff, on whom we rely so much. John Langston will be retiring 
from the post he has held so ably for 11 years, his wise counsel being replaced by that of Tom 
Crossett. It is time for Officers of the Society to relinquish their posts. For my part the year 
has passed swiftly, having been extremely enjoyable, particularly so in being able to meet the 
many people who contribute so ably to the success of the Society. I regret, however, not being 
able to fulfil all my commitments. May I thank both my employer, South Oxfordshire District 
Council, for allowing me the honour of serving the Society, and my colleagues for covering 
for my absences from the office on Society business. 


I commend to you the Deputy Chairmen, Jane Inglefield, and Jim Harrison as my successors, 
and know the Council of the Society will be in excellent hands, particularly so being able to 
rely on such sure support as I have been privileged to receive in so many areas this year.

MEMORANDUM OF ASSOCIATION 
OF 


THE NATIONAL SOCIETY FOR CLEAN AIR 
AND ENVIRONMENTAL PROTECTION 


Adopted by Special Resolution 29 March 1974 and amended by Special Resolutions 
on 5 October 1981 and 23 October 1991. 


1. The name of the company (hereinafter called “the Society” is “The National 
Society for Clean Air and Environmental Protection”. 


2. The registered office of the Society will be situate in England. 


3. i) The object for which the Society is established is to seek the improvement of the 
environment by promoting clean air through the reduction of air pollution, noise 
and other atmospheric contaminants having regard for the mp isauous for other 
aspects of the environment. 


ii) a) ‘To initiate, assist, promote and encourage the investigation, consideration 
and discussion of all forms of pollution in order to achieve its reduction or 
prevention, and to undertake, or support or aid the undertaking of, 
investigations and research relevant to the causes and effects of pollution and the 
means to prevent it and to publish the results of such research. 


b) To promote public education in all matters relating to the value and 
importance of clean air and methods and consequences of air pollution control 
and forms of pollution control by arranging meetings, publications, exhibitions, 
the delivery of lectures and addresses, the display of pictures, cinematograph 
films and models and by other means. 


c) ‘To encourage the adoption of methods to reduce and prevent pollution. 


d) Topromote, assist, support, or oppose, as may be consistent with the objects 
for which the Society is established, any administrative or other measures or 
proposed measures affecting pollution. 


e) To initiate, support and co-operate with others in proposals and activities 
calculated to assist the promotion of the Society’s objects. 
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f) To establish, and support or aid in the establishment and support of any 
charitable association or institutions and to subscribe or guarantee money for 
charitable purposes in any way connected with the Society’s purposes or 
calculated to further its objects. 


g) To purchase, take on lease or in exchange, hire or otherwise acquire any real 
or personal property and any rights or privileges which the Society may think 
necessary or convenient for the promotion of its objects, and to construct, 
maintain and alter any building or erections necessary or convenient for the work 
of the Society. 


h) Tosell, let, mortgage, dispose of or turn to account all or any of the property 
or assets of the Society as may be thought expedient with a view to the promotion 
of its objects. 


i) To undertake and execute any trusts which may lawfully be undertaken by 
the Society and may be conducive to its objects. 


j) To borrow or raise money for the purposes of the Society and subject to this 
Memorandum of Association on such terms and on such security as may be 
thought fit. 


k) To invest the moneys of the Society not immediately required for its 
purposes in or upon such investments, securities or property as may be thought 
fit, but so that moneys subject or representing property subject to the jurisdiction 
of the Charity Commissioners for England and Wales shall only be invested in 
such securities and with such sanction (if any) as may for the time being be 
prescribed by law. 


1) If and when considered advisable, to take all such measures as may be 
necessary to convert the Society into a body specially incorporated by Royal 
Charter or otherwise, or to secure the creation of a new body so incorporated 
with the object of carrying out the purposes of the Society and continuing the 
work thereof. 


m) ‘To take all such steps as will further the attainment of the above objects or 
any of them. 


PROVIDED FIRST that, notwithstanding anything contained in the preceding 
paragraphs of this Clause, the objects of the Society shall be restricted to such 
only of the objects aforesaid as are according to the law of England exclusively 
charitable. 


PROVIDED SECONDLY that the Society’s objects shall not extend to 
regulation of relations between workers and employers or organisations of 
workers and organisations of employers. 


PROVIDED THIRDLY that in case the Society shall take or hold any property 
subject to the jurisdiction of the Charity Commissioners for England and Wales 
or the Secretary of State for Education and Science, the Society shall not sell, 
mortgage, charge or lease the same without such authority, approval or consent 
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as may be required by law and as regards any such property the Council of the 
Society (hereinafter called “the Council”) shall be chargeable for any such 
property that may come into their hands and shall be answerable and 
accountable for their own acts, receipts, neglects and defaults, and for the due 
administration of such property in the same manner and to the same extent as the 
Council would have been if no incorporation had been effected, and the 
incorporation of the Society shall not diminish or impair any control or authority 
exercisable by the Chancery Division, the Charity Commissioners or the 
Secretary of State for Education and Science over the Council but they shall as 
regards any such property be subject jointly and severally to such control or 
authority as if the Society were not incorporated. In case the Society shall take or 
hold any property which may be subject to any trusts, the Society shall only deal 
with the same in such manner as allowed by law, having regard to such trusts. 


The income and property of the Society, whencesoever derived, shall be applied 
solely towards the promotion of the objects of the Society as set forth in this 
Memorandum of Association and no portion thereof shall be paid or transferred 
directly or indirectly, by way of dividend bonus or otherwise howsoever by way of 
profit, to the members of the Society. 


PROVIDED that nothing herein shall prevent the payment, in good faith, of 
reasonable and proper remuneration and pension to any officer or servant of the 
Society in return for any services actually rendered to the Society, nor prevent the | 
payment of interest at a rate of 6% per annum on money lent or reasonable and 
proper rent for premises demised or let by any member to the Society nor prevent 
the gratuitous distribution among, or sale at a discount to, subscribers to the 
funds of the Society of any books or other publications, whether published by the 
Society or otherwise, relating to all or any of the Society’s objects above set forth; 
but so that no member of the Council shall be appointed to any salaried office of 
the Society or any office of the Society paid by fees, and that no remuneration or 
other benefit in money or money’s worth shall be given by the Society to any 
member of the Council, except repayment of out-of-pocket expenses and 
interest at the rate aforesaid on money lent or reasonable and proper rent for 
premises demised or let to the Society; provided that the provision last aforesaid 
shall not apply to any payment to any company of which a member of the Council 
may be a member, and in which such member shall not hold more than one 
hundredth part of the capital, and such member shall not be bound to account for 
any share of profits he may receive in respect of any such payment. 


No addition, alteration or amendment shall be made to or in the provisions of the 
Memorandum or Articles of Association of the Society for the time being in 
force unless the same shall have been previously submitted to and approved by 
the Department of Trade. 


The fourth and fifth paragraphs of the Memorandum of Association contain 
conditions on which a licence is granted by the Board of Trade to the Association 
in pursuance of section 19(1) of the Companies Act 1948. 
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The liability of the members is limited. 


Every Member of the Society undertakes to contribute to the assets of the 
Society, in the event of the same being wound up while he is a member, or within 
one year after he ceases to be a member, for payment of the debts and liabilities of 
the Society contracted before he ceases to be a member, and of the costs, charges 
and expenses of winding up, and for the adjustment of the rights of the 
contributories among themselves, such amount as may be required not 
exceeding Ss (25p). 


9. If upon the winding up or dissolution of the Society there remains, after the 
satisfaction of all its debts and liabilities, any property whatsoever, the same shall 
not be paid to or distributed among the members of the Society, but shal! be given 
or transferred to some other charitable institution or institutions having objects 
similar to the objects of the Society, and which shall prohibit the distribution of its 
or their income and property among its or their members to an extent at least as 
great as is imposed on the Society at or before the time of dissolution, and if and 
so far as effect cannot be given to such provision, then to some charitable object.

MEMBERSHIP 


2. The number of members with which the Society is registered is unlimited. 


3. The provisions of section 110 of the Act of 1948 shall be observed by the Society 
and every member of the Society, other than Honorary Members, shall either 
make a written request to become a member (which request may be included in 
his application for membership made in accordance with Article 4(1) of these 
presents) or sign a written consent to become a member or sign the register of 
members on becoming a member. 


4. a) The members of the Society shall be the persons who are members of the Society 
and such other persons as the Council shall from time to time elect or recommend 
to the Society for election. 

b) The Society shall consist of a President, Vice-Presidents, Secretary General, 
Honorary Members, Individual Members, Local Authority Members, 
Corporate Members and Student Members. The Society may also have a Patron 
or Patrons as hereinafter mentioned. 


Classes of Membership: 


c) Individual Members 

i) Any individual who supports the objects of the Society shall be eligible for 
admission as an individual member. 

ii) On attainment of the age of 65 or retirement from salaried employment at the 
age of 60, whichever shall be earlier, individual members may, at the 
discretion of the Council, retain their membership as individual members of 
the Society on payment of a fixed sum as prescribed in the Bye-Laws of the 
Society. 

d) Local Authority Members 

i) Any local authority supporting the objects of the Society shall be eligible for 
admission as a local authority member. A local authority member shall be 
entitled from time to time to appoint, and to revoke the appointment of not 
more than five representatives. Each of the representatives of a local 
authority member shall be entitled to exercise on its behalf the same rights as 
an individual member and (if not himself an individual member) shall, by 
virtue of his appointment to any office of the Society or to membership of the 
Council. 

ii) For the purpose of this Article, the designation local authority shall be 
deemed to include health authorities and water authorities or such other like 
authorities as the Council shall from time to time admit for membership. 
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e) Corporate Members 

i) Any Society, Institution, Company, Association, Board or Group or 
educational establishment being in every case an incorporated body 
supporting the objects of the Society shall be eligible for admission as a 
corporate member. A corporate member shall be entitled to appoint 
representatives according to subscription as set out in the Bye-Laws, and any 
such representatives shall be entitled to exercise on its behalf the same rights 
as an individual member, and (if not himself an individual member) shall, by 
virtue of his appointment as such representative, be eligible for election or 
appointment to any office of the Society or to membership of the Council. 

ii) An unincorporated body (including a firm) may not as such become a 
member of the Society, but if it desires to obtain the advantages of 
membership it may nominate representatives (determined according to 
subscription as aforesaid) to apply in its name for membership and exercise 
the rights of membership on its behalf. Every person so applying for 
membership shall be subject to the same rules and regulations as to admission 
and otherwise as any person not so nominated, and shall if admitted have the 
same rights and be subject to the same liabilities and incidents as any 
individual member except that (i) such persons shall be liable to pay such 
annual subscription as is appropriate to a corporate member (ii) if his 
nomination is revoked by such a body he shall cease to be a member. 
References in these presents or in the Bye-Laws to corporate members shall 
as far as the context admits include reference to unincorporated bodies 
having nominated representative members provided always that no such 
body shall as such have any rights of voting or otherwise or be deemed for any 
purpose to be a member of the Society. 


f) Sustaining Members 
Any member who subscribes not less than the sum prescribed in the Bye-Laws 
for this class of membership shall be eligible for admission as a sustaining 
member. 


g) Honorary Members 

Individuals who have rendered outstanding service in promoting the objects of 
the Society shall be eligible for admission as Honorary Members and such 
persons, being duly admitted shall enjoy all the privileges of membership 
(including the right to vote) except that they shall not by virtue of their Honorary 
Membership alone be deemed to be members of the Society for the purpose of 
registering within the meaning of Article 3 of these presents or be entered on the 
register of members of the Society or be entitled to vote on a special or 
extraordinary resolution or be under any liability for the debts and liabilities of 
the Society. 


. h) Student Members 
Any bona fide non-graduate student pursuing a course of study at school, college 
or university shall be eligible for admission as a student member on payment of 
the subscription prescribed in the Bye-Laws. 
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1) Application for Membership 
Every person wishing to join the Society and eligible for election as a member, 
must apply in writing and shall deposit with such application the first annual 
subscription which shall be returned in the event of non-election. 


}) Resignation of Members 
1) Every member duly elected shall continue as such until he shall resign by 
notice in writing, to the Secretary General, such notice being accompanied by 
any monies due to the Society. 
11) The Council shall have the power to remove any member: 
a) whose annual subscription has remained unpaid for two successive years, 
or 
b) who, in the opinion of the Council has acted in a manner prejudicial to the 
‘interests and objects of the Society or has behaved in such a manner as to 
render his further membership detrimental to the interests of the Society, 
or 
c) at its sole discretion without assigning any reason therefore. 
Provided that in every case the member concerned shall have the opportunity 
to make representations defending his conduct in writing to the Council. 


k) Annual Subscriptions 
The Council shall make Bye-Laws from time to time to fix annual subscriptions 
payable by the various classes of member. The Bye-Laws shall be confirmed by 
the Society in General Meeting. 


ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING 


5. The Society shall hold a General Meeting in every calendar year as its Annual 
General Meeting at such time and place as may be determined by the Council, 
and shall specify the Meetings as such in the notices calling it, provided that every 
Annual General Meeting shall be held not more than fifteen months after the 
holding of the last preceding Annual General Meeting. 


EXTRAORDINARY GENERAL MEETING 


6. All General Meetings, other than Annual General Meetings, shall be called 
Extraordinary General Meetings. 


7. The Council may whenever they think fit convene an Extraordinary General 
Meeting, and Extraordinary Meetings shall also be convened on such 
requisition, or in default may be convened by such requisitions, as provided by 
section 132 of the Act of 1948. 


NOTICE OF MEETINGS 


8. | Twenty-one days’ notice in writing at least of every Annual General Meeting and 
of every meeting convened to pass a Special Resolution, and fourteen days’ 
notice in writing at the least of every other General Meeting (exclusive in every 
case both of the day on which it is served or deemed to be served and of the day 
for which it is given), specifying the place, the day and the hour of meeting, and in 
the case of business other than routine business the general nature of that

PROCEEDINGS AT GENERAL MEETINGS 


Routine business shall mean and include only business transacted at an Annual 

General Meeting of the following classes, that is to say: 

a) Reading and considering the accounts and balance sheet and the annual 
reports of the Council and the Auditors. 

b) Appointing Auditors and fixing their remuneration. 

c) Receiving the results of the election of the Council and other officers. 


No business shall be transacted at any General Meeting unless a quorum is 
present when the meeting proceeds to business. Save as herein otherwise 
provided ten members or representatives of members personally present shall be 
a quorum. 


Tf within half an hour from the time appointed for the holding of a General 


Meeting a quorum is not present, the meeting, if convened on the requisition of 
members, shall be dissolved. In any other case it shall stand adjourned to the 
same day in the next week, at the same time and place, or at such other place as 
the Council may determine, and if at such adjourned meeting a quorum is not 
present within half an hour from the time appointed for holding the meeting the 
members present shall be a quorum. 


The Chairman (if any) of the Council shall preside as Chairman at every General 
Meeting, but if there be no such Chairman, or if at any meeting he shall not be 
present within fifteen minutes after the time appointed for holding the same, or 
shall be unwilling to preside, the members present shall choose one of the Deputy 
Chairmen or some other member of the Council, or if no such member be 
present, or if all the members of the Council present decline to take the chair, they 
shall choose some member or representative of a member of the Society who 
shall be present to preside. 


The Chairman may, with the consent of any meeting at which a quorum is present 
(and shall if so directed by the meeting) adjourn the meeting from time to time, 
and from place to place, but no business shall be transacted at any adjourned 
meeting other than business which might have been transacted at the meeting 
from which the adjournment took place. Whenever a meeting is adjourned for 
thirty days or more, notice of the adjourned meeting shall be given in the same 
manner as of an original meeting. Save as aforesaid, the members shall not be 
entitled to any notice of an adjournment, or of the business to be transacted at an 
adjourned meeting. 
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At any General Meeting a resolution put to the vote of the meeting shall be 
decided on a show of hands, unless a poll is, before or upon the declaration of the 
result of the show of hands, demanded by the Chairman or by at least five 
members or representatives of members present in person or by proxy, or by 
members or representatives of members present in person or by proxy and 
representing not less than one-tenth of the total voting rights of all the members 
and representatives of members having the right to vote at the meeting, and 
unless a poll be so demanded a declaration by the Chairman of the meeting that a 
resolution has been carried, or carried unanimously or by a particular majority or 
lost, or not carried by a particular majority, and an entry to that effect in the 
minute book of the Society shall be conclusive evidence of the fact without proof 
of the number or proportion of the votes recorded in favour of or against that 
resolution. The demand for a poll may be withdrawn. 


Subject to the provisions of Article 17, if a poll be demanded in manner 
aforesaid, it shall be taken at such time and place, and in such manner, as the 
Chairman of the meeting shall direct, and the result of the poll shall be deemed to 
be the resolution of the meeting at which the poll was demanded. 


No poll shall be demanded on the election of a Chairman of a meeting or on any 
question of adjournment. 


In the case of an equality of votes, whether on a show of hands or on a poll, the 
Chairman of the meeting shall be entitled to a second or casting vote. 


The demand for a poll shall not prevent the continuance of a meeting for the 
transaction of any business other than the question on which a poll has been 
demanded. 


VOTES OF MEMBERS 

Subject as hereinafter provided, every member shall have one vote. A local 
authority member or corporate member shall have one vote for each of its 
representatives which shall be exercisable by such representatives in person. 


Except in accordance with Article 4g and 29, and unless the Council otherwise 
determine, no member other than a member duly registered, who shall have paid 
every subscription and other sum (if any) which shall be due and payable to the 
Society, in respect of his membership, shall be entitled to vote on any question 
either personally through its representatives or by proxy, or as a proxy for another 
member at any General Meeting. 


22. a) Votes may be given on a poll either personally or by proxy. A proxy need not bea 


member. 


b) The instrument appointing a proxy shall be in writing under the hand of the 


appointer, or his attorney duly authorised in writing, or if such appointer is a 
corporation under its common seal, if any, and if none, then under the hand of 
some officer duly authorised in that behalf. In the case of a representative of a 
member any proxy shall be appointed by the member itself or its attorney and not 
by the representative. 


c) The instrument appointing a proxy and the power of attorney or other authority | 


(if any) under which it is signed or a notarially certified or office copy thereof 
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shall be deposited at the office not less than 48 hours before the time appointed 

for holding the meeting or adjourned meeting at which the person named in the 

instrument proposes to vote, or in the case of a poll not less than 24 hours before 

the time appointed for the taking of the poll, and in default the instrument of 

proxy shall not be treated as valid. No instrument appointing a proxy shall be 
_valid after the expiration of 12 months from the date of its execution. 

d) A vote given in accordance with the terms of an instrument of proxy shall be valid 
notwithstanding the previous death or insanity of the principal or revocation of 
the proxy or of the authority under which the proxy was executed, provided that 
no intimation in writing of the death, insanity or revocation as aforesaid shall 
have been received at the office before the commencement of the meeting or 
adjourned meeting at which the proxy is used. 

e) An instrument appointing a proxy shall be in the common form or in such other 
form as the Council may accept, and shall be deemed to confer authority to 
demand or join in demanding a poll. 


HONORARY OFFICERS 


23. The officers of the Society shall consist of a President, Honorary Treasurer, 
Chairman and two Deputy Chairmen of the Council, the Immediate Past 
Chairman of the Council and may also include a Patron or Patrons as hereinafter 
mentioned. 


PATRON 


24. The Council may accept the patronage of any person or persons and shall 
_ thereupon elect such person or persons to be the Patron or Patrons of the Society 
for life or for such period as the Council may determine. 


PRESIDENT 


25. The President shall be elected annually by the Society under the Bye-Laws. No 
person shall hold the office of President for more than two years in succession. 


HONORARY TREASURER 


26. The Honorary Treasurer shall be elected annually by the Society under the Bye- 
Laws. The Honorary Treasurer shall be responsible for the uninvested funds of 
the Society and he shall cause all necessary and proper accounts to be kept in 
accordance with Article 47 hereof. 


VICE-PRESIDENTS 
27. a) Any person may be elected by the Society as a Vice-President providing that he 
or she is a person of distinction in an appropriate field who is likely to promote 
actively the work of the Society. 
b) Vice-Presidents shall normally be elected for a term of three years and may stand 
for re-election. 
c) Vice-Presidents shall not exceed ten in number. 


CHAIRMAN AND DEPUTY CHAIRMEN 


28. The Chairman and Deputy Chairmen shall be elected annually by the Council 
from its own members at its first meeting after the Annual General Meeting. 
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The Patron or Patrons (if any) of the Society, the President of the Society, and the 
Vice-Presidents shall enjoy all the rights of membership (including the right to 
vote) during their term of office except that they shall not by virtue of their office 
alone be deemed to be members of the Society for the purposes of registration 
within the meaning of Article 3 of these presents or be entered on the register of 
members of the Society or be entitled to vote on a special or extraordinary 
resolution or be under any liability for the debts and liabilities of the Society. 


THE COUNCIL 


Subject as hereinafter provided, the members of Council shall not be less than 20 
in number. The Society may, by Ordinary Resolution from time to time, increase 
or reduce the minimum number of members of the Council. The Council may act 
notwithstanding any vacancies in their body, but if the members of the Council 
shall be reduced in number to less than that required for a quorum for their 
meetings, they may act as the Council for the purpose only of summoning a 
general meeting of the Society. 


The Council shall consist of the Patron or Patrons (if any), the President, the 
immediate Past President, the Honorary Treasurer, the immediate past 
Chairman, a number of divisional representatives elected as hereinafter 
provided; and not more than a like number of other persons consisting of 
representatives of National or similar organisations which are corporate 
members of the Society, at the invitation of the Council. No persorrother than a 
member of the Society or a representative of a member may be appointed a 
member of the Council. The Council may from time to time and at any time 
appoint any member of the Society or a representative of a member as a member 
of the Council either to fill a casual vacancy or by way of addition to the Council. 
Any member so appointed shall retain his office only until the next Annual 
General Meeting, but he shall be eligible for re-election or re-appointment. 


The term National or similar organisation shall refer to any institution, 
association, society or board or other similar organisation, the activities of which 
extend to the whole of the United Kingdom, or to England, Scotland, Wales or 
Northern Ireland, and which is accepted by the Council as a National or similar 
organisation for the purposes of these presents. 


APPOINTMENT AND RETIREMENT OF MEMBERS OF THE 
COUNCIL 


32. a) The members and and representatives of members of each Division shall elect 


annually from among their number representatives to be members of the 
Council. Divisional representatives shall be elected to the Council for a period of 
three years. One-third of the elected members shall retire in rotation each year; 
such members shall be eligible for re-election. The number of Divisional 
representatives to be elected by each Division shall each year be determined by 
the Council. 


b) A National or similar organisation shall be entitled to nominate annually one 


representative for membership of the Council under Article 31. 


c) The elected members of the Council shall (unless re-elected) vacate office after 


53. 
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three years in accordance with the provisions of Article 32a. 


The office of a member of the Council shall be vacated: 

a) if he ceases to be a member or a representative of a member of the Society; 

b) If by notice to the Society he resigns his office; 

c) If a receiving order is made against him or he makes any arrangement or 
composition with his creditors; 

d) If he becomes of unsound mind; 

e) If he ceases to hold office by reason of any order made under section 188 of 
the Act of 1948; 
If he is removed from office by a resolution daly passed pursuant to section 
184 of the Act. 


A member of the Council who has attained the age of seventy shall be eligible for 
election and the provision of subsections (1) and (2) of section 185 of the Act of 
1948 shall not apply. 


POWERS OF THE COUNCIL 


The management of the Society shall be in the hands of the Council who may pay 
all expenses incurred in forming and registering the Society and may exercise all 
such powers of the Society as are not by the Act of 1948 or by these presents 
required to be exercised by the Society in General Meeting, subject nevertheless 
to any regulations of these presents, to the provisions of the Act of 1948, and to 
such regulations (not inconsistent with the aforesaid regulations or provisions) as 
may be prescribed by the Society in General Meeting, but no regulations so made 
by the Society shall invalidate any prior act of the Council which would have been 
valid if such regulations had not been made. The general powers given by this 
Article shall not be limited or restricted by any special authority or power given to 
the Council by any other Article. 


36.i) The Council shall, as necessary, make and recommend the adoption, alteration 


and revocation of the Bye-Laws for the regulation of the Society and otherwise 
for the furtherance of the purposes for which the Society is established, provided 
that the Bye-Laws are not repugnant to the Memorandum of Association or 
these presents. Such recommendations of the Council shall be laid before the 
Society at the following Annual General Meeting or at an Extraordinary General 
Meeting called for that purpose for adoption, if thought fit, by Ordinary 


~ Resolution. The Bye-Laws for the time being in force shall be binding upon all 


members until varied or set aside as hereinafter provided. It is expressly declared 

that, without prejudice to the powers of the Society to adopt Bye-Laws on other 

matters, the following shall be deemed to be matters which (so far as not 

governed by, and subject always to the provisions of, these presents) may be 

governed by Bye-Laws within the meaning of this Article, that is to say: 

a) As to entrance fees (if any) payable in respect of membership of the Society. 

b) As to the annual, quarterly or other subscriptions or payments to be payable 
by the members of the Society. 

c) As to the rights and privileges to be accorded to, and the qualifications, 
restrictions and conditions to be imposed on, members of the Society. 
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d) As to committees of members in connection with various branches of the 
Society’s activities, and as to the appointment, removal, qualification, 
disqualification, duties, functions, powers and privileges of members of such 
committees. 

e) As to the manner in which the election of officers and Council members shall 
be conducted. 

f) As to the geographical divisions of the Society for electoral purposes, and the 
setting up and regulation of Divisional Councils and their membership, 
duties, functions and powers. 

ii) The Council shall have power to issue Standing Orders from time to time 
regulating the appointment of various committees from members of the Society 
or otherwise as provided herein for the better administration of the business of 
the Council and directing the terms of reference of such committees and the 
procedure governing the transaction of their business. 

11) Any Committee appointed in accordance with this Article shall have power to 
adopt persons to act as members of the committee whose qualifications or 
experience will assist the committee in its work, but the number of persons so 
adopted shall not exceed one-third of the membership of the committee 
excluding adopted members. 


SECRETARY GENERAL 


37.1) The Secretary General shall be appointed by the Council for such time at such 
remuneration and upon such conditions as they think fit, anc any person so 
appointed may be removed by them. The provisions of section 177 and 179 of the 
Act of 1948 shall apply and be observed. 

ii) The Secretary General shall from time to time submit financial statements at the 
request of the Council. It shall be his duty, under the direction of the Council, to 
conduct the correspondence of the Society, to attend meetings of the Council 
and committees thereof, to take minutes of the proceedings of such meetings, to 
superintend the publication of such papers as the Council may direct, engage and 
be responsible for all persons employed under him, and, in general, conduct the | 
ordinary business of the Society in accordance with the Memorandum and — 
Articles of Association. 

iii) The Council may from time to time by resolution appoint an assistant or deputy 
Secretary General, and any person so appointed may act in place of the Secretary 
General if there be no Secretary General or no Secretary General capable of 
acting. 


THE SEAL 


38. The Council shall provide a Common Seal of the Society and make rules for the 
safe custody and use thereof, and it shall only be used by the authority of the 
Council previously given and in the presence of one member of the Council at 
least, and every such instrument shall be countersigned by the Secretary General 
or some other person duly authorised by the Council. 


PROCEEDINGS OF THE COUNCIL 


39. The Council may meet together for the dispatch of business, adjourn and 
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otherwise regulate their meetings as they think fit, and determine the quorum 
necessary for the transaction of business. Unless otherwise determined, ten shall 
be a quorum. Questions arising at any meeting shall be decided by a majority of 
votes. In case of an equality of votes the Chairman shall have a second or casting 
vote. ) 

Five members of the Council may, and on the request of five members of the 
Council the Secretary General shall, at any time, summon a meeting of the 
Council by notice served upon the several members of the Council. A member of 
the Council who is absent from the United Kingdom shall not be entitled to 
notice of a meeting. 


The Chairman shall be entitled to preside at all meetings of the Council at which 
he shall be present, but if no such Chairman be elected, or if at any meeting the 
Chairman be not present within five minutes after the time appointed for holding 
the meeting and willing to preside, the members of the Council present shall 
choose one of the Deputy Chairmen and failing them one other of their number 
to be Chairman of the Meeting. 


A meeting of the Council at which a quorum is present shall be competent to 
exercise all the authorities, powers and discretions by or under the regulations of 
the Society for the time being vested in the Council generally. 

The Council may delegate any of their powers to committees consisting of such 
member or members of the Council as they think fit, and any committee so 
formed shall, in the exercise of the power so delegated, conform to any 
regulations imposed on it by the Council. The meetings and proceedings of any 
such committee shall be governed by the provisions of these presents for 
regulating the meetings and proceedings of the Council so far as applicable and 
so far as the same shall not be superseded by any Bye-Laws made by the Council. 
All acts bona fide done by any meeting of the Council or any committee of the 
Council, or by any person acting as a member of the Council, shall 
notwithstanding it be afterwards discovered that there was some defect in the 
appointment or continuance in office of any such member or person acting as 
aforesaid or that they or any of them were disqualified, be as valid as if every such 
person had been duly appointed or had duly continued in office and was 
disqualified to be a member of the Council. 

The Council shall cause proper minutes to be made of all appointments of 
officers made by the Council and of the proceedings of all meetings of the Society 
and of the Council and of committees of the Council, and all business transacted 
at such meetings, and any such minutes of any meetings, if purporting to be 
signed by the Chairman of such meeting, or by the Chairman of the next 
succeeding meeting, shall be sufficient evidence without any further proof of the 
facts therein stated. | 

A resolution in writing signed by a majority of the members for the time being of 
the Council or of any committee of the Council who are entitled to receive notice 
of a meeting of the Council or of such committee shall be as valid and effectual as 
if it had been passed at a meeting of the Council or of such committee duly 
convened and constituted. 
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ACCOUNTS 


The Council shall cause proper books of account to be kept with respect to: 

a) all sums of money received and expended by the Society and the matters in 
respect of which such receipts and expenditure take place; 

b) all sales and purchases of goods by the Society; and 

c) the assets and liabilities of the Society. 

Proper books shall not be deemed to be kept if there are not kept such books of 

account as are necessary to give a true and fair view of the state of affairs of the 

Society and to explain its transactions. 


The books of account shall be kept at the office, or subject to section 147(3) of 
the Act of 1948 at such other place or places as the Council shall think fit, and 
shall always be open to the inspection of the members of the Council. 


The Council may from time to time impose reasonable restrictions as to the time 
and manner of the inspection by the members (other than members of the 
Council) or by representatives of members of the accounts and books of the 
Society, or any of them, and subject to such restrictions the accounts and books of 
the Society shall be open to the inspection of such members or representatives of 
members at all reasonable times during business hours. 


The Council shall from time to time in accordance with sections 148, 150 and 157 
of the Act of 1948 cause to be prepared and laid before the Society in General 
Meeting, such income and expenditure accounts, balance sheets, and group 
accounts (if any) and reports as are referred to in those sections. A copy of every 
balance sheet (including every document required by law to be annexed thereto) 
which is to be laid before the Society in General Meeting, together with a copy of 
the Auditors report, shall not less than twenty-one days before the date of the 
meeting be sent to every member of, and holder of debentures of, the Society. 
Provided that this Article shall not require a copy of those documents to be sent 
to any person of whose address the Society is not aware or to more than one of the 
joint holders of any debentures. 


AUDIT 


Once at least in every year the accounts of the Society shall be examined, and the 
correctness of the income and expenditure account and balance sheet 
ascertained by one or more properly qualified Auditor or Auditors. 


Auditors shall be appointed and their duties regulated in accordance with 
sections 159 to 162 of the Act of 1948, the members of the Council being treated 
as the Directors mentioned in those sections. 


NOTICES 


A notice may be served by the Society upon any member, either personally or by 
sending it through the post in a prepaid letter, addressed to such member at his 
registered address as appearing in the register of members. 

Any member described in the register of members by an address not within the 
United Kingdom, who shall from time to time give the Society an address within 
the United Kingdom at which a notice may be served upon him, shall be entitled

to have notices served upon him at such address, but, save as aforesaid and as 
provided by the Act, only those members who are described in the register of 
members by an address within the United Kingdom shall be entitled to receive 
notices from the Society. 


Any notice, if served by post, shall be deemed to have been served on the day 
following that on which the letter containing the same is put into the post, and in 
proving such service it shall be sufficient to prove that the letter containing the 
notice was properly addressed and put into the post office as a prepaid letter. 


DISSOLUTION 


Clause 9 of the Memorandum of Association of the Society relating to the 
winding up and dissolution of the Society shall have effect as if the provisions 
thereof were repeated in these Articles. 
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BYE-LAWS 
OF 
THE NATIONAL SOCIETY FOR CLEAN AIR 
AND ENVIRONMENTAL PROTECTION 


Adopted by Ordinary Resolution dated 29 March 1974 and as amended on 13 October 
1976, 6 July 1977, 20 July 1978, 16 July 1980, 5 October 1981, 18 October 1982, 31 
October 1983, 1 October 1984, 14 October 1985, 27 October 1986, 26 October 1987, 
24 October 1988, 23 October 1989, 15 October 1990 and 21 October 199]. 


DEFINITIONS 


1. The Definitions section of the Articles of Association of the Society shall be 
deemed to be incorporated in and applied to these presents. 


SUBSCRIPTIONS 


2. Annual subscriptions shall be as hereinafter provided. A first annual 
subscription shall be made on application for membership and shall continue in 
force until the first day of April of the following year, when it shall be renewable. 

a) Individual Members 
1) The annual subscription payable by an individual member shall be not less 
than £19.50. On attainment of the age of 65 or retirement from salaried 
employment at the age of 60, whichever shall be the earlier, on payment of the 
sum of Thirty Nine Pounds, individual members may, at the discretion of the 
Council, retain their membership of the Society in perpetuity, but always 
subject to the Council’s right of removal. 
ii) Individual members may on payment of not less than Three Hundred and 
Ninety Pounds become life members of the Society. 
b) Local Authority Members 
The annual subscription payable by a local authority shall be not less than as 
follows: for local authorities with a population of: 


Less than 100,000 £270.00 
100,001 to 250,000 . £325.00 
250,001 to 500,000 yj. £395.00 
500,001 to 1,000,000 £525.00 


For each additional 500,000 or part thereof£50.00 

c) Corporate Members and Unincorporated Bodies appointed in accordance with | 

Article 4(e)(ii) 

The annual subscription payable by corporate members and unincorporated 

bodies shall be not less than as follows: 

1) Small local civic societies, colleges, schools and similar organisations — 

£35.00 
ii) Regional and national societies and similar organisations — £190.00 
iii) Industrial organisations — £270.00 
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d) Sustaining Members 
The annual subscription for a sustaining member shall be not less than three 
times the minimum subscription payable by a local authority member under Bye- 
Law 2(b) or three times the oo of a corporate member under Bye-Law 
2(c)(ii1). 

e) Membership — Special Cases 
Under the Bye-Laws the Council of the Society has the power to elect any 
applicant for membership to an appropriate grade of membership, on such 
special terms as to subscription or otherwise as after considering any reasons for 
so doing stated by such applicant the Council may think proper. 


REPRESENTATIVES OF MEMBERS 


3. a) Local Authority Members 

Each local authority member shall be entitled to appoint not more than five 

representatives. 

b) Corporate Members 

i) Corporate members elected to membership under Bye-Law 2(c)(1i) shall each 
be entitled to appoint one representative. 

ii) Corporate members elected to membership under Bye-Law 2(c)(ii) shall 
each be entitled to appoint three representatives. 

iii) Corporate members elected to membership under Bye-Law 2(c)(iii) shall 
each be entitled to appoint five representatives. 

iv) A corporate member having a branch or section situated in a Division other 
than that Division in which the address of the corporate member is situated 
shall, in such Division, be entitled to appoint delegates to participate in the 
activities of the appropriate Division. 


RIGHTS OF MEMBERS 


4. Each individual member, local authority member and corporate member and 
each representative of a local authority member or corporate member, who has 
paid the appropriate subscription for the current year, shall have the right to: 
i) Nominate individual members and representatives as officers or members of 
the Council; 

ii) Be nominated and elected as an officer or member of the Council; 

iii) Cast one vote at elections; 

iv) Receive notices of and attend and participate in all meetings of the Society 
and of the member’s Division; 

-v) Move or second, and cast one vote on motions at meetings of the Society and 

of the member’s Division; 

vi) Receive free of charge as they are issued the Journal and Members Handbook 
of the Society; 

vii)Obtain from the Society, adeiee and information on questions relating to 
pollution and its control. 
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DIVISIONS 


5. a) For administrative and electoral purposes the Society shall be divided into 
geographical Divisions as follows: 


Scotland 

Northern Ireland 

Northern: Cleveland, Cumbria (in part, only — Allerdale District Council, City 
of Carlisle and Eden District Council), Durham, Northumberland, Tyne and 
Wear. 

North West: Cheshire, Clwyd, Cumbria (in part, only — Barrow-in-Furness 
Borough Council, Copeland District Council and South Lakeland District 
Council), Greater Manchester, Gwynedd, Lancashire, Merseyside. 

Yorkshire and Humberside: Humberside, North Yorkshire, South Yorkshire, 
West Yorkshire. 

West Midlands: Hereford and Worcester, Salop, Staffordshire, Warwickshire, 
West Midlands. 

East Midlands: Cambridgeshire, Derbyshire, Leicestershire, Lincolnshire, 
Northamptonshire, Nottinghamshire. 

Eastern: Essex, Norfolk, Suffolk. 

South East: Bedfordshire, Berkshire, Buckinghamshire, East Sussex, Greater 
London, Hampshire, Hertfordshire, Isle of Wight, Kent, Oxfordshire, Surrey, 
West Sussex. 

South West: Avon, Cornwall, Devon, Dorset, Gloucestershire, Somerset, 
Wiltshire. 

South and Mid Wales: Wales except for Clwyd and Gwynedd. 


b) Members shall normally be considered as belonging to the Division in which 
their address, as entered upon the Society’s records, is situated. However, 
members may elect to belong to another Division better suited to their needs. 

c) For the purposes of carrying out activities in a Division, the members, as 
hereinafter defined, may elect from among themselves a Divisional Council and 
its Honorary Officers. A Divisional Council and its Honorary Officers, other 
than Secretary and auditors, shall consist only of members, representatives and 
delegates of members. The Constitution and activities of a Divisional Council 
shall be subject to the general approval of the Council which shall pay or make 
grants for approved expenses. 

d) The members, representatives and delegates of members, as Heroes defined, 
in any town or district within a Division, may, if they so desire, and with the 
approval of the Council and of their Divisional Council, set up a branch of the 
Division and elect committees and Honorary Officers. The activities of a branch 
shall be subject to the general approval and guidance of the Council and of the 
Divisional Council and the Divisional Council may pay and make grants for 
approved expenses. 


PRESIDENT, VICE-PRESIDENTS, HONORARY MEMBERS 
AND HONORARY TREASURER 


6. a) The President and an Honorary Treasurer shall be elected annually on the 
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recommendation of the Council by the Society at its Annual General Meeting. 
b) Vice-Presidents shall be elected on the recommendation of the Council by the 
Society at its Annual General Meeting. . 
c) Honorary Members shall be elected on the recommendation of the Council by 
the Society at its Annual General Meeting. 


THE COUNCIL 


. a) The business of the Society shall be specified in Article 35 and shall include the 
direction of the policy of the Society, the work of its committees, the reception of 
reports from such committees, from Divisions, from Headquarters and subject 
groups. | 

b) The Council at its first meeting after election shall elect from its own members, a 
Chairman, two Deputy Chairmen and the following committees: 

i) Finance and Administration 
ii) Conference and Promotions 
ili) Technical 
iv) Parliamentary and Local Government 
v) Noise 
vi) Any other committee considered by the Council to be necessary. 

c) The Chairman of Council, the two Deputy Chairmen of Council, the Honorary 
Treasurer, the Chairmen of the standing committees (or Deputies in their 
absence) and the Immediate Past Chairman of Council shall comprise a Steering 
Group and will meet as required with the following terms of reference: 

- To implement Council policy 

- To ensure that the programmes of the standing committees are 
comprehensive and appropriately interlocking 

- To formulate proposals for policy changes 

- To act on behalf of the Council in cases of urgency 

- To report to the next following meeting of Council any action taken on its 
behalf. 

d) There shall also be a Nominations Committee, appointed by the Council. The 
terms of reference of this committee shall be as set out in the Standing Orders of 
the Council. 

e) The procedure for the election of Chairman, Deputy Chairmen and committees, 
and the rules and functions of all committees, shall be decided by the Council. 


ELECTIONS 


. a) President, Vice-Presidents, Honorary Members and Honorary Treasurer. 
Nominations for the office of President, Vice-Presidents, Honorary Members 
and Honorary Treasurer may be made by any member of the Society. 
Nominations, in writing, shall be received by the Secretary General not less than 
three months prior to the date of the Annual General Meeting. 

b) i) Divisional representatives (elected in accordance with Article 32(a)). Each 
member may nominate Divisional representatives for his own Division 
provided that he does not nominate more than the total number to be 
appointed by that Division. Nominations shall be made to the Divisional 
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Secretary not less than seven days before the date of the Annual General 
Meeting of the Division. In the event of more nominations being received 
than there are Divisional Representatives to be appointed, elections by ballot 
shall be held at the Annual General meeting of the Division. The result of 
such an election is to be reported to the Secretary General of the Society not 
later than seven days before the date of the Society’s Annual General 
Meeting. The names of the persons so elected shall be announced at such 
Annual General Meeting. 

ii) No member or representative of a member shall nominate, be nominated for, 
or vote in any Divisional election other than that of which he is a member or 
representative. 

c) Representatives of National or similar organisations (in accordance with Article 
32(b)). Nominations from National or similar organisations shall be received by 
the Secretary General not less than seven days before the date of the Annual 
General Meeting. 

d) No nomination for office shall be considered valid unless the agreement of the 
candidate has been previously obtained. 


INTERPRETATION OF BYE-LAWS 


9. |The Council shall have full power to decide any question of interpretation of 
these Bye-Laws and any other question on which these Bye-Laws are silent, 
subject to the power of the Society in any subsequent general meeting to review 
any such decision and to make new provision in relation thereto.

HONORARY OFFICERS 


BARONESS PLATT OF WRITTLE, CBE, DL, MA, F Eng, President of the 
™ National Society for Clean Air & Environmental 
Protection was educated at Westcliff High School for 
Girls and Girton College, Cambridge, where she 
obtained a Mechanical Sciences Tripos in 1943. She then 
worked for Hawker Aircraft as a technical assistant for 
three years before joining the Research and Development 
Section of British European Airways. Among her many 
appointments, Baroness Platt is currently Vice-President 
of the University of Manchester Institute of Science and 
Technology, and a member of the Board of British Gas. 
She has been President of the Cambridge University 
Engineers Association since 1987, and was Chairman of 
the Equal Opportunities Commission from 1983-88. In 
1982 Baroness Platt became a member of the House of Lords Select Committee on 
Science and Technology and in 1990 a member of the Engineering Training Authority. 
Baroness Platt was elected to Chelmsford RDC in 1959 and to Essex CC in 1965. She 
has been an Honorary Member of Arlington Fire Brigade (USA) since 1988. Baroness 
Platt received the CBE in 1978 and was created a Life Peer in 1981. 


SIR JOHN MASON, CB, DSc, FRS, Immediate Past President of the Society, was 
Director-General of the Meteorological Office from 1965-1983. From 1983-90 he was 
Director of the Surface Waters Acidification Programme. He has recently been 
Chairman of the Scientific Management Committee of the World Climate Research 
Programme and Chairman of the Coordinating Committee on Marine Science and 
Technology. He was awarded the Charles Chree medal and Prize of the Physical Society 
(1965), the Glazebrook Medal of the Institute (1974), and the Rumford Medal of the 
Royal Society (1972) for his discoveries on clouds, rain, and the origin of lightning, on 
which he delivered the Bakerian Lecture of the Royal Society in 1971. He was awarded 
the Symons Memorial Gold Medal of the Royal Meteorological Society (1975). He 
was created CB in 1973 and knighted in 1979. In 1991 he received the Royal Society’s 
Royal Medal for his distinguished contributions to the science of cloud physics and 
other achievements in the field of meteorology. 


KEN COLLINS, MEP, Vice-President of the Society, was educated at Hamilton 
Academy, the University of Glasgow and Strathclyde University. He was for three years 
an apprentice metallurgist with Dalzell steelworks, Motherwell, before attending 
university. Subsequently, he worked as a Planning Officer with Glasgow and then West 
Yorkshire (1965-1966); organiser tutor, Workers Educational Association (1966- 
1967); teacher, Glasgow College of Building 1967-1969 and Lecturer in Urban 
Studies, Paisley College of Technology 1969-1979. He has been an MEP since 1979. 
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He was a Member of East Kilbride Town and District Councils 1973-1979, and a 
Board Member, East Kilbride Development Corporation 1976-1979. Ken Collins was 
a Spokesman on Environment, Public Health and Consumer Protection for the 
Socialist Group of the European Parliament (1984-1989). He was elected Chairman of 
the European Parliament’s Committee on the Environment, Public Health and 
Consumer Protection in July 1989, having formerly been the Committee’s Chairman 
from 1979-1984 and Vice-Chairman from 1984-87. 


THE RT HON THE EARL OF CRANBROOK, MA, PhD, DSc(Hon), DL, Vice 
President of the Society, is a graduate of the Universities of Cambridge and 
Birmingham. From 1956-1970, he was employed as a biologist in several posts in SE 
Asia. Lord Cranbrook was appointed to the Nature Conservancy Council in 1990, and 
Chairman of the NCC England in 1991. He has been a member of the Royal 
Commission on Environmental Pollution since 1981, the Natural Environment 
Research Council 1982-88, and the Environment Subcommittee, House of Lords 
Select Committee on the European Communities, Chairman from 1980-1983 and 
again, 1987-1990; Lord Cranbrook is President of the Suffolk Wildlife Trust and 
Suffolk Naturalists’ Society. Since 1987, he has been a non-executive member of the 
Board of Anglian Water plc. Since 1988 he has been a member of the Broads Authority 
and since 1989 a member of the Harwich Haven Authority. 


JOHN EDMONDS, Vice-President of the Society, is General Secretary of the GMB 
(formerly the General, Municipal, Boilermakers and Allied Trades Union). Educated 
at Christ’s Hospital and Oriel College Oxford (BA 1965, MA 1968) he became in 1966 
Research Assistant at the General & Municipal Workers Union; subsequently Deputy 
Research Officer (1967), Regional Officer (1968) and National Industrial Officer 
(1972-1985); Member of the Royal Commission on Environmental Pollution (1979- 
1989); Visiting Fellow, Nuffield College, Oxford since 1986; Governor, London 
School of Economics since 1986, Trustee of Institute for Policy Research and a 
Director of Unity Trust Bank plc. 


FRANK HAYNES, MBP, is a Vice-President of the Society and represents the East 
Midlands Division. He was elected MP for Ashfield in the May 1979 general election. 
Formerly a Councillor, he comes from a coal-mining area and has helped his own local 
council to implement smoke control and clean air policies generally. 


DR CAROLINE JACKSON, MEP, Vice-President of the Society, has been a member 
of the European Parliament since 1984, representing Wiltshire, Newbury and 
Wantage. She is Conservative spokeswoman on Environment and Consumer 
Protection and author of “Europe’s Environment; a Conservative Approach”, and a 
former member of the National Consumer Council and of the British Committee for 
European Year of the Environment. Educated at St Hugh’s and Nuffield College, 
Oxford, with a doctorate in 19th century history, she formerly worked for the European 
Parliament in Luxembourg and Brussels. 


JOHN LANGSTON, Vice-President of the Society, served in the RAFVR and then in 
the Royal Air Force from 1942 until his retirement in 1979. From 1980-1991 he was 
Secretary General of the National Society for Clean Air and Environmental 
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Protection. He was appointed Director General of the International Union of Air 
Pollution Prevention Associations in 1986 — a position which he continues to hold. In 
December 1991 he was elected Chairman of the Investigation of Air Pollution 
Standing Conference. Appointed CBE in 1975, he is a Fellow of the British Institute of 
Management. He has been a member of the Board of Management of the Environment 
Council since 1984. 


SIR HUGH ROSSI, MP, Vice-President of the Society, was educated at Finchley 
Catholic Grammar School and King’s College, University of London. He subsequently 
qualified with honours as a solicitor. Among other appointments, Sir Hugh was 
Government Whip for the Conservative Party from 1970-74 and Parliamentary 
Under-Secretary of State at the DOE in 1974; opposition spokesman on Housing and 
Land 1974-1979; Minister of State Northern Ireland Office 1979-1981 and Minister of 
State for Social Security 1981-3. From 1972-3 he was Deputy Leader of the UK 
Delegation for the Council of Europe and the Western European Union, and has been 
Chairman of the House of Commons Select Committee on the Environment since 
1983. Sir Hugh was knighted in 1983 and became Knight Cmdr, St. Gregory in 1985. 


MADRON R. SELIGMAN, MA, MEP, Vice-President of the Society, was educated 
at Harrow School and Balliol College, Oxford, where he was President of the Oxford 
Union in 1940. Mr Seligman has been a Member of the European Parliament 
representing Sussex West since 1979, where he is Conservative Spokesman for Energy 
Research and Technology, and a member of the Committees for Environment and 
Education. He was Chairman of the Incinerator Company Ltd, until September 1989, 
and Managing Director of APV International until November 1980. 


GARETH L. WARDELL, MP, Vice-President of the Society, is a graduate of the 
London School of Economics and Political Science. From 1972-73 he was a Lecturer 
in Education at Bedford College of Physical Education and from 1973-82 Senior 
Lecturer in Geography at Trinity College, Carmarthen. He is a Fellow of the Royal 
Geographical Society and has been MP for Gower since 1982. Mr. Wardell has been 
Chairman of the Select Committee on Welsh Affairs since 1984. 


PROFESSOR SIR DAVID WILLIAMS, MA, LLB, Vice-President of the Society 
and a Past President of the Society, has been Vice-Chancellor of the University of 
Cambridge since October 1989, President of Wolfson College, Cambridge, since 
October 1980, and Rouse Ball Professor of English Law since 1983. His academic 
interests lie in the fields of constitutional and administrative law, and in recent years he 
has been particularly interested in matters relating to the environment. He was a 
member of the Clean Air Council 1971-1979, of the Commission on Energy and the 
Environment 1978-1981, the Royal Commission on Environmental Pollution 1976- 
1983 and the Council on Tribunals, 1972-1982. David Williams went to the University 
of Cambridge, and was called to the Bar in 1956. He was a Commonwealth Fund 
(Harkness) Fellow in the United States, 1956-1958, and taught at the Universities of 
Nottingham and Oxford before returning to Cambridge in 1967. 


CLLR MRS E. JANE INGLEFIELD, BA, RGN, Chairman of the Council of the 
Society, represents the East Midlands Division, NSCA, and was Chairman of the 
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Finance and Administration Committee; she has been a member of the Divisional 
Council of the East Midlands for the past 17 years and is the Chairman of Housing for 
High Peak BC. She is a member of the management Committee of the Derbyshire 
Historic Buildings Trust Ltd. Mrs Inglefield is currently working for Marie Curie 
Memorial Cancer Care as the Regional Co-ordinator of Community Nursing Services 
for Trent, Mersey & North West Regions. 


ALAN J. REES, DMS, MBIM, MIEH, AMIOA is Immediate Past Chairman of the 
Council of the Society, and a former Chairman of the Society’s Finance and 
Administration Committee. He represents the South East Division, NSCA. He 
qualified as a Public Health Inspector with Oxford CC, and has since been employed by 
three other local authorities, before his present appointment as Principal 
Environmental Health Officer for South Oxfordshire DC. From 1978 to 1983 he was 
Honorary Secretary of London & South East and Central Southern Divisions, and is a 
past Chairman of the Joint Divisions. 


JAMES S. HARRISON, Deputy Chairman of Council, NSCA, and Director of the 
Coal Research Establishment, represents the British Coal Corporation. A Fellow of the 
Royal Society of Chemistry, Institute of Chemical Engineers and of the Institute of 
Energy, he was given the Institute’s Special Award, and presented the BCURA Robens 
Coal Science Lecture in 1988. He is Chairman of IEA Coal Research, and of 
Combustion Systems Ltd, and a member of the Board of Coal Products. He is a 
member of the Research Committee of the European Coal Producers and has served 
on the Sub-Committee of Energy R&D of the Commission of the Common Market 
and on Advisory Committees of the IEA and of the UK Government. He is particularly 
interested in the environmental aspects of energy production and has given evidence on 
the greenhouse effect to Select Committees of the House of Commons and the House © 
of Lords. 


K.G. (GEOF) KAUFMAN, Deputy Chairman of Council, represents the North West 
Division NSCA. He is the Environmental Protection Manager Tameside MBC, and 
has held several appointments with local authorities in the Greater Manchester area. 
As a member of the Manchester Area Pollution Advisory Council he is a past secretary 
of the Noise working group. He has recently served as a member of the Government 
Noise Review Working Party representing NSCA, is a member of the Society’s 
National Noise Committee and co-author of several Society publications. 


BRIAN H. EDWICK, Honorary Treasurer of the Society, is also Honorary Treasurer 
and past President of the National Federation of Master Steeplejacks and Lightning 
Conductor Engineers. 
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DR RAYMOND W.K. ALLEN, CEng, BSc, MSc, PhD, FI ChemE, represents the 
Filtration Society and serves on the Society’s Technical Committee. He is a member 
both of the Council of the Institution of Chemical Engineers and of its Research and 
Membership Committees. He is Head of the Department of Environmental and 
Process Engineering at Harwell Laboratory of AEA Technology where he had overall 
responsibility for extensive research programmes in gas cleaning and liquid effluent 
treatment. He is also a Visiting Professor at the University of Newcastle upon Tyne. 


KEITH ATKINSON, Honorary Secretary of the Northern Division, NSCA, is 
Assistant Environmental Health Officer, Darlington BC. He entered local government 
in 1963 as a Pupil Health Officer, and worked for several local authorities after 
qualifying. His main interest in environmental issues are noise and air pollution. He was 
involved with the Darlington Quiet Town Experiment (1976-78). He was elected 
Honorary Secretary of the Northern Division in 1989 after representing Darlington BC 
for many years. 


DR DAVID J. BALL, D.Phil, FlnstP, FRSH, MIOSH, is a member of the Technical — 
Committee of the Society and represents the Souih East Division, NSCA. Currently 
Research Manager of the Environmental Risk Assessment Unit of the University of 
East Anglia, he was formerly Head of the GLC’s Pollution Monitoring Group and 
LSS’s Material Sciences Division. His interests include the assessment and 
management of risks associated with the natural environment, environmental 
pollution, occupational hazards, consumer products and consumer activities in 
general. Dr Ball is a regular participant in the Society’s Workshops and contributor to 
“Clean Air”. 


DR RON BARNES represents the South East Division, NSCA, and is Chairman of 
the Society’s Climate Change Working Group.

Having graduated from the 
University of Manchester in 1968 with an Honours degree in Physics, he was 
subsequently awarded an MSc in Applied Acoustics from the University of London. 
For three years he worked in the Acoustics Laboratory of the British Aircraft 
Corporation at Weybridge where he dealt with all aspects of aircraft noise. In 1972 he 
joined the Planning Department of the CEGB where he was a Group Head in the 
Environment Section, dealing with all aspects of environmental policy and planning 
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for power generation. He is now with PowerGen where he is the Section Head 
responsible for Environmental Assessment. 


JOSEPH J. BEAGLE, BA(Hons), MIEH, represents the South East Division, NSCA, 
having become Honorary Secretary on his retirement from local government in 1983. 
He was a Divisional EHO with the London Borough of Hammersmith & Fulham 
where he was responsible for noise and air pollution control matters, including 
investigations into lead pollution and asbestos control.

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SMOKE CONTROL AREAS 
PROGRAMMES AND PROGESS 


Urban sulphur dioxide levels fell 80% between 1962 and 1990 — largely due to the 
controls on domestic fuel burning brought in by the Clean Air Acts. Section 11 of the 
Clean Air Act 1956 allows a local authority to make a smoke control order. When this is 
in operation it is an offence for an occupier of premises to allow smoke emission from a 
chimney unless the fuel is authorised or the fireplace is exempt (a full list of authorised 
fuels and exempted fireplaces is published in the NSCA Pollution Handbook). Under 
EEC Directive 80/779/EEC — air quality limit values and guide values and guide 
values for sulphur dioxide and suspended particulates — air quality standards must be 
met. Some heavily polluted areas were given exemption until 1 April 1993. Over 40 
local authorities are still completing programmes — mainly in the North East, Midlands 
and Yorkshire. 


The following lists contain the names of the local authorities implementing smoke 
control areas — figures have been compiled directly from returns from local authorities 
— but it can be assumed that any authority not listed does not have a smoke control 
programme. Due to the financial restraints on local authorities some target dates and 
areas have yet to be decided. The figures are for the position on 31st March 1991. The 
fourth column for each local authority shows the percentage of the total Council area 
covered by smoke control. It should be remembered that some predominantly rural 
areas will show a low figure in this column even though the proportion of premises 
covered may be high.

BARONESS teen OF WRITTLE, CBE, DL, MA, F Eng, President of the National 

2 Society for Clean Air & Environmental Protection was edu- 
cated at Westcliff High School for Girls and Girton College, 
Cambridge, where she obtained a Mechanical Sciences Tripos 
in 1943. She then worked for Hawker Aircraft as a technical 
assistant for three years before joining the Research and 
Development Section of British European Airways. Among 
her many appointments, Baroness Platt is currently a member 
of the Board of British Gas. She has been President of the 
Cambridge University Engineers Association since 1987, 
and was Chairman of the Equal Opportunities Commission 
from 1983-88. In 1982 Baroness Platt became a member of 
the House of Lords Select Committee on Science and Tech- 
elegy and in 1992 a member of the Meteorological Office Advisory Committee. Baroness 
Platt was elected to Chelmsford RDC in 1959 and to Essex CC in 1965. She has been an 
Honorary Member of Arlington Fire Brigade (USA) since 1988. Baroness Platt received the 
CBE in 1978 and was created a Life Peer in 1981. 





SIR JOHN MASON, CB, DSc, FRS, Immediate Past President of the Society, is currently 
President of UMIST, and Senior Advisor to the Global Environment Research Centre, 
Imperial College.

He was for three years an apprentice 
metallurgist with Dalzell steelworks, Motherwell, before attending university. Subse- 
quently, he worked as a Planning Officer with Glasgow and then West Yorkshire (1965- 
1966); organiser tutor, Workers Educational Association (1966-1967); teacher, Glasgow 
College of Building 1967-1969 and Lecturer in Urban Studies, Paisley College of Technol- 
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ogy 1969-1979. He has been an MEP since 1979. He was a Member of East Kilbride Town 
and District Councils 1973-1979, and a Board Member, East Kilbride Development Corpo- 
ration 1976-1979.

He 
was elected Chairman of the European Parliament’s Committee on the Environment, Public 
Health and Consumer Protection in July 1989, having formerly been the Committee’s 
Chairman from 1979-1984 and Vice-Chairman from 1984-87.

Pollution (1979-1989); a member of the House of Lords 
Select Committee on the European Communities and Chairman of its Environment sub- 
committee (1983-1987 and 1990 to date) and was Chairman of the ad hoc sub-committee on 
the European Company Statute. He was Chairman of the Select Committee on Murder and 
Life Imprisonment (1988-1989). He is President of the UK Environmental Law Association 
and has written and spoken extensively on environmental issues. He was Chairman of the 
Institute of Environmental Assessment to 1991 and is Chairman of the South Downs 
Conservation Board. Lord Nathan is an Emeritus Vice-President of the Royal Society of Arts 
(Chairman 1975-1977 and subsequently Chairman of its Environment Committee). He was 
Chairman of a working party on Energy and the Environment which reported in 1974. He is 
a solicitor who has practised in the City since 1950, being senior partner of Herbert, 
Oppenheimer Nathan and Vandyk until 1986 and was Consultant to Denton Hall Burgin and 
Warrens to 1992.

GRAHAM COLLING represents the West Midlands Division, NSCA, and is currently the 
Senior Environmental Health Officer at South Staffordshire DC, specialising in environmen- 
tal pollution. He qualified in 1981 and has been employed by a number of authorities in the

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MEMORANDUM OF ASSOCIATION 
OF 
THE NATIONAL SOCIETY FOR CLEAN AIR 
AND ENVIRONMENTAL PROTECTION 


Adopted by Special Resolution 29 March 1974 and amended by Special Resolutions 
on 5 October 1981 and 23 October 1991. 


1. The name of the company (hereinafter called “the Society” is “The National 
Society for Clean Air and Environmental Protection”. 


2. The registered office of the Society will be situate in England. 


3. 1) The object for which the Society is established is to seek the improvement of the 
environment by promoting clean air through the reduction of air pollution, noise 
and other atmospheric contaminants having regard for the implications for other 
aspects of the environment. 


li) a) ‘To initiate, assist, promote and encourage the investigation, consideration 
and discussion of all forms of pollution in order to achieve its reduction or 
prevention, and to undertake, or support or aid the undertaking of, 
investigations and research relevant to the causes and effects of pollution and the 
means to prevent it and to publish the results of such research. 


b) ‘To promote public education in all matters relating to the value and 
importance of clean air and methods and consequences of air pollution control 
and forms of pollution control by arranging meetings, publications, exhibitions, 
the delivery of lectures and addresses, the display of pictures, cinematograph 
films and models and by other means. 


c) To encourage the adoption of methods to reduce and prevent pollution. 


d) Topromote, assist, support, or oppose, as may be consistent with the objects 
for which the Society is established, any administrative or other measures or 
proposed measures affecting pollution. 


e) ‘To initiate, support and co-operate with others in proposals and activities 
calculated to assist the promotion of the Society’s objects. 


f) ‘To establish, and support or aid in the establishment and support of any 
charitable association or institutions and to subscribe or guarantee money for 
charitable purposes in any way connected with the Society’s purposes or 
calculated to further its objects. 


g) ‘To purchase, take on lease or in exchange, hire or otherwise acquire any real 
or personal property and any rights or privileges which the Society may think 
necessary or convenient for the promotion of its objects, and to construct, 
maintain and alter any building or erections necessary or convenient for the work 
of the Society. 
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h) Tosell, let, mortgage, dispose of or turn to account all or any of the property. 
or assets of the Society as may be thought expedient with a view to the promotion 
of its objects. 


i) To undertake and execute any trusts which may lawfully be undertaken by 
the Society and may be conducive to its objects. 


j) ‘To borrow or raise money for the purposes of the Society and subject to this 
Memorandum of Association on such terms and on such security as may be 
thought fit. 


k) To invest the moneys of the Society not immediately required for its 
purposes in or upon such investments, securities or property as may be thought 
fit, but so that moneys subject or representing property subject to the jurisdiction 
of the Charity Commissioners for England and Wales shall only be invested in 
such securities and with such sanction (if any) as may for the time being be 
prescribed by law. 


1) If and when considered advisable, to take all such measures as may be 
necessary to convert the Society into a body specially incorporated by Royal 
Charter or otherwise, or to secure the creation of a new body so incorporated 
with the object of carrying out the purposes of the Society and continuing the 
work thereof. 


m) ‘To take all such steps as will further the attainment of the above objects or 
any of them. 


PROVIDED FIRST that, notwithstanding anything contained in the preceding 
paragraphs of this Clause, the objects of the Society shall be restricted to such 
only of the objects aforesaid as are according to the law of England exclusively 
charitable. 


PROVIDED SECONDLY that the Society’s objects shall not extend to 
regulation of relations between workers and employers or organisations of 
workers and organisations of employers. 


PROVIDED THIRDLY that in case the Society shall take or hold any property 
subject to the jurisdiction of the Charity Commissioners for England and Wales 
or the Secretary of State for Education and Science, the Society shall not sell, 
mortgage, charge or lease the same without such authority, approval or consent 
as may be required by law and as regards any such property the Council of the 
Society (hereinafter called “the Council”) shall be chargeable for any such 
property that may come into their hands and shall be answerable and 
accountable for their own acts, receipts, neglects and defaults, and for the due 
administration of such property in the same manner and to the same extent as the 
Council would have been if no incorporation had been effected, and the 
incorporation of the Society shall not diminish or impair any control or authority 
exercisable by the Chancery Division, the Charity Commissioners or the 
Secretary of State for Education and Science over the Council but they shall as 
regards any such property be subject jointly and severally to such control or 
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authority as if the Society were not incorporated. In case the Society shall take or 
hold any property which may be subject to any trusts, the Society shall only deal 
with the same in such manner as allowed by law, having regard to such trusts. 


4. The income and property of the Society, whencesoever derived, shall be applied 
solely towards the promotion of the objects of the Society as set forth in this 
Memorandum of Association and no portion thereof shall be paid or transferred 
directly or indirectly, by way of dividend bonus or otherwise howsoever by way of 
profit, to the members of the Society. 


PROVIDED that nothing herein shall prevent the payment, in good faith, of 
reasonable and proper remuneration and pension to any officer or servant of the 
Society in return for any services actually rendered to the Society, nor prevent the 
payment of interest at a rate of 6% per annum on money lent or reasonable and 
proper rent for premises demised or let by any member to the Society nor prevent 
the gratuitous distribution among, or sale at a discount to, subscribers to the 
funds of the Society of any books or other publications, whether published by the 
Society or otherwise, relating to all or any of the Society’s objects above set forth; 
but so that no member of the Council shall be appointed to any salaried office of 
the Society or any office of the Society paid by fees, and that no remuneration or 
other benefit in money or money’s worth shall be given by the Society to any 
member of the Council, except repayment of out-of-pocket expenses and 
interest at the rate aforesaid on money lent or reasonable and proper rent for 
premises demised or let to the Society; provided that the provision last aforesaid 
shall not apply to any payment to any company of which a member of the Council 
may be a member, and in which such member shall not hold more than one 
hundredth part of the capital, and such member shall not be bound to account for 
any share of profits he may receive in respect of any such payment. 


5. | Noaddition, alteration or amendment shall be made to or in the provisions of the 
Memorandum or Articles of Association of the Society for the time being in 
force unless the same shall have been previously submitted to and approved by 
the Department of Trade. 


6. The fourth and fifth paragraphs of the Memorandum of Association contain 
conditions on which a licence is granted by the Board of Trade to the Association 
in pursuance of section 19(1) of the Companies Act 1948. 


The liability of the members is limited. 


Every Member of the Society undertakes to contribute to the assets of the 
Society, in the event of the same being wound up while he is a member, or within 
one year after he ceases to be a member, for payment of the debts and liabilities of 
the Society contracted before he ceases to be a member, and of the costs, charges 
and expenses of winding up, and for the adjustment of the rights of the 
contributories among themselves, such amount as may be required not 
exceeding 5s (25p). 


9. If upon the winding up or dissolution of the Society there remains, after the 
satisfaction of all its debts and liabilities, any property whatsoever, the same shall 
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not be paid to or distributed among the members of the Society, but shall be given 
or transferred to some other charitable institution or institutions having objects 
similar to the objects of the Society, and which shall prohibit the distribution of its 
or their income and property among its or their members to an extent at least as 
great as is imposed on the Society at or before the time of dissolution, and if and 
so far as effect cannot be given to such provision, then to some charitable object.

Subject as aforesaid, any words or expressions defined in the Acts or any 
statutory modification thereof in force at the date on which these presents 
become binding on the Society shall, if not inconsistent with the subject or 
context, bear the same meanings in these presents. 


MEMBERSHIP 
2. | The number of members with which the Society is registered is unlimited. 


3. The provisions of section 110 of the Act of 1948 shall be observed by the Society 
and every member of the Society, other than Honorary Members, shall either 
make a written request to become a member (which request may be included in 
his application for membership made in accordance with Article 4(i) of these 
presents) or sign a written consent to become a member or sign the register of 
members on becoming a member. 


4. a) The members of the Society shall be the persons who are members of the Society 
and such other persons as the Council shall from time to time elect or recommend 
to the Society for election. 

b) The Society shall consist of a President, Vice-Presidents, Secretary General, 
Honorary Members, Individual Members, Local Authority Members, 
Corporate Members and Student Members. The Society may also have a Patron 
or Patrons as hereinafter mentioned. 


Classes of Membership: 


c) Individual Members 

i) Any individual who supports the aiieeine of the Society shall be eligible for 
admission as an individual member. 

ii) On attainment of the age of 65 or retirement from salaried employment at the 
age of 60, whichever shall be earlier, individual members may, at the 
discretion of the Council, retain their membership as individual members of 
the Society on payment of a fixed sum as prescribed in the Bye-Laws of the 
Society. 

d) Local Authority Members 
i) Any local authority supporting the objects of the Society shall be eligible for 
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admission as a local authority member. A local authority member shall be 
entitled from time to time to appoint, and to revoke the appointment of not 
more than five representatives. Each of the representatives of a local 
authority member shall be entitled to exercise on its behalf the same rights as 
an individual member and (if not himself an individual member) shall, by 
virtue of his appointment to any office of the Society or to membership of the 
Council. 

li) For the purpose of this Article, the designation local authority shall be 
deemed to include health authorities and water authorities or such other like 
authorities as the Council shall from time to time admit for membership. 


e) Corporate Members 

i) Any Society, Institution, Company, Association, Board or Group or 
educational establishment being in every case an incorporated body 
supporting the objects of the Society shall be eligible for admission as a 
corporate member. A corporate member shall be entitled to appoint 
representatives according to subscription as set out in the Bye-Laws, and any 
such representatives shall be entitled to exercise on its behalf the same rights 
as an individual member, and (if not himself an individual member) shall, by 
virtue of his appointment as such representative, be eligible for election or 
appointment to any office of the Society or to membership of the Council. 

ii) An unincorporated body (including a firm) may not as such become a 
member of the Society, but if it desires to obtain the advantages of 
membership it may nominate representatives (determined according to 
subscription as aforesaid) to apply in its name for membership and exercise 
the rights of membership on its behalf. Every person so applying for 
membership shall be subject to the same rules and regulations as to admission 
and otherwise as any person not so nominated, and shall if admitted have the 
same rights and be subject to the same liabilities and incidents as any 
individual member except that (i) such persons shall be liable to pay such 
annual subscription as is appropriate to a corporate member (ii) if his 
nomination is revoked by such a body he shall cease to be a member. 
References in these presents or in the Bye-Laws to corporate members shall 
as far as the context admits include reference to unincorporated bodies 
having nominated representative members provided always that no such 
body shall as such have any rights of voting or otherwise or be deemed for any 
purpose to be a member of the Society. 


f) Sustaining Members 
Any member who subscribes not less than the sum prescribed in the Bye-Laws 
for this class of membership shall be eligible for admission as a sustaining 
member. 


g) Honorary Members 
Individuals who have rendered outstanding service in promoting the objects of 
the Society shall be eligible for admission as Honorary Members and such 
persons, being duly admitted shall enjoy all the privileges of membership 
(including the right to vote) except that they shall not by virtue of their Honorary 
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Membership alone be deemed to be members of the Society for the purpose of 
registering within the meaning of Article 3 of these presents or be entered on the 
register of members of the Society or be entitled to vote on a special or 
extraordinary resolution or be under any liability for the debts and liabilities of 
the Society. 
h) Student Members 
Any bona fide non-graduate student pursuing a course of study at school, college 
or university shall be eligible for admission as a student member on payment of 
the subscription prescribed in the Bye-Laws. 
i) Application for Membership 
Every person wishing to join the Society and eligible for election as a member, 
must apply in writing and shall deposit with such application the first annual 
subscription which shall be returned in the event of non-election. 
j) Resignation of Members 
i) Every member duly elected shall continue as such until he shall resign by 
notice in writing, to the Secretary General, such notice being accompanied by 
any monies due to the Society. 
ii) The Council shall have the power to remove any member: 
a) whose annual subscription has remained unpaid for two successive years, 
or 
b) who, in the opinion of the Council has acted in a manner prejudicial to the 
interests and objects of the Society or has behaved in such a manner as to 
render his further membership detrimental to the interests of the Society, 
or 
c) at its sole discretion without assigning any reason therefore. 
Provided that in every case the member concerned shall have the opportunity 
to make representations defending his conduct in writing to the Council. 


k) Annual Subscriptions 
The Council shall make Bye-Laws from time to time to fix annual subscriptions 
payable by the various classes of member. The Bye-Laws shall be confirmed by 
the Society in General Meeting. 


ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING 


5. The Society shall hold a General Meeting in every calendar year as its Annual 
General Meeting at such time and place as may be determined by the Council, 
and shall specify the Meetings as such in the notices calling it, provided that every 
Annual General Meeting shall be held not more than fifteen months after the 
holding of the last preceding Annual General Meeting. 


EXTRAORDINARY GENERAL MEETING 


6. All General Meetings, other than Annual General Meetings, shall be calied 
Extraordinary General Meetings. 


7. The Council may whenever they think fit convene an Extraordinary General 
Meeting, and Extraordinary Meetings shall also be convened on such 
requisition, or in default may be convened by such requisitions, as provided by 
section 132 of the Act of 1948.

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NOTICE OF MEETINGS 


Twenty-one days’ notice in writing at least of every Annual General Meeting and 
of every meeting convened to pass a Special Resolution, and fourteen days’ 
notice in writing at the least of every other General Meeting (exclusive in every 
case both of the day on which it is served or deemed to be served and of the day 
for which it is given), specifying the place, the day and the hour of meeting, and in 
the case of business other than routine business the general nature of that 
business, shall be given in manner hereinafter mentioned to such persons 
(including the Auditors) as are under these presents or under the Act entitled to 
receive such notices from the Society; but with the consent of all the members 
having the right to attend and vote thereat,or of such proportion of them as is 
prescribed by the Act in the case of meetings other than Annual General 
Meetings, a meeting may be convened by such notice as those members may 
think fit.

minute book of the Society shall be conclusive evidence of the fact without proof 
of the number or proportion of the votes recorded in favour of or against that 
resolution. The demand for a poll may be withdrawn. 


Subject to the provisions of Article 17, if a poll be demanded in manner 
aforesaid, it shall be taken at such time and place, and in such manner, as the 
Chairman of the meeting shall direct, and the result of the poll shall be deemed to 
be the resolution of the meeting at which the poll was demanded. 


No poll shall be demanded on the election of a Chairman of a meeting or on any 
question of adjournment. 


In the case of an equality of votes, whether on a show of hands or on a poll, the 
Chairman of the meeting shall be entitled to a second or casting vote. 


The demand for a poll shall not prevent the continuance of a meeting for the 
transaction of any business other than the question on which a poll has been 
demanded. 


VOTES OF MEMBERS 


Subject as hereinafter provided, every member shall have one vote. A local 
authority member or corporate member shall have one vote for each of its 
representatives which shail be exercisable by such representatives in person. 


Except in accordance with Article 4g and 29, and unless the Council otherwise 
determine, no member other than a member duly registered, who shall have paid 
every subscription and other sum (if any) which shall be due and payable to the 
Society, in respect of his membership, shall be entitled to vote on any question 
either personally through its representatives or by proxy, or as a proxy for another 
member at any General Meeting. 


22. a)Votes may be given on a poll either personally or by proxy. A proxy need not bea

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b) The instrument appointing a proxy shall be in writing under the hand of the 


appointer, or his attorney duly authorised in writing, or if such appointer is a 
corporation under its common seal, if any, and if none, then under the hand of 
some officer duly authorised in that behalf. In the case of a representative of a 
member any proxy shall be appointed by the member itself or its attorney and not 
by the representative. 


c) The instrument appointing a proxy and the power of attorney or other authority 


(if any) under which it is signed or a notarially certified or office copy thereof 
shall be deposited at the office not less than 48 hours before the time appointed 
for holding the meeting or adjourned meeting at which the person named in the 
instrument proposes to vote, or in the case of a poli not less than 24 hours before 
the time appointed for the taking of the poll, and in default the instrument of 
proxy shall not be treated as valid. No instrument appointing a proxy shall be 
valid after the expiration of 12 months from the date of its execution. 


d) A vote given in accordance with the terms of an instrument of proxy shall be valid 


notwithstanding the previous death or insanity of the principal or revocation of 
the proxy or of the authority under which the proxy was executed, provided that 
no intimation in writing of the death, insanity or revocation as aforesaid shall 
have been received at the office before the commencement of the meeting or 
adjourned meeting at which the proxy is used. 


e) An instrument appointing a proxy shall be in the common form or in such other 


form as the Council may accept, and shall be deemed to confer authority to 
demand or join in demanding a poll. 


HONORARY OFFICERS 

The officers of the Society shall consist of a President, Honorary Treasurer, 
Chairman and two Deputy Chairmen of the Council, the Immediate Past 
Chairman of the Council and may also include a Patron or Patrons as hereinafter 
mentioned. 


PATRON 


The Council may accept the patronage of any person or persons and shall 
thereupon elect such person or persons to be the Patron or Patrons of the Society 
for life or for such period as the Council may determine. 


PRESIDENT 

The President shall be elected annually by the Society under the Bye-Laws. No 
person shall hold the office of President for more than two years in succession. 
HONORARY TREASURER 


The Honorary Treasurer shall be elected annually by the Society under the Bye- 
Laws. The Honorary Treasurer shall be responsible for the uninvested funds of 
the Society and he shall cause all necessary and proper accounts to be kept in 
accordance with Article 47 hereof. 


VICE-PRESIDENTS 


27. a)Any person may be elected by the Society as a Vice-President providing that he 
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or she is a person of distinction in an appropriate field who is likely to promote 
actively the work of the Society. 

b) Vice-Presidents shall normally be elected for a term of three years and may stand 
for re-election. 

c) Vice-Presidents shall not exceed twelve in number. 


CHAIRMAN AND DEPUTY CHAIRMEN 


28. The Chairman and Deputy Chairmen shall be elected annually by the Council 
from its own members at its first meeting after the Annual General Meeting. 


29. The Patron or Patrons (if any) of the Society, the President of the Society, and the 
Vice-Presidents shall enjoy all the rights of membership (including the right to 
vote) during their term of office except that they shall not by virtue of their office 
alone be deemed to be members of the Society for the purposes of registration 
within the meaning of Article 3 of these presents or be entered on the register of 
members of the Society or be entitled to vote on a special or extraordinary 
resolution or be under any liability for the debts and liabilities of the Society. 


THE COUNCIL 


30. Subject as hereinafter provided, the members of Council shall not be less than 20 
in number. The Society may, by Ordinary Resolution from time to time, increase 
or reduce the minimum number of members of the Council. The Council may act 
notwithstanding any vacancies in their body, but if the members of the Council 
shall be reduced in number to less than that required for a quorum for their 
meetings, they may act as the Council for the purpose only of summoning a 
general meeting of the Society. 


31. The Council shall consist of the Patron or Patrons (if any), the President, the 
immediate Past President, the Honorary Treasurer, the immediate past 
Chairman, a number of divisional representatives elected as hereinafter 
provided; and not more than a like number of other persons consisting of 
representatives of National or similar organisations which are corporate 
members of the Society, at the invitation of the Council. No person other than a 
member of the Society or a representative of a member may be appointed a 
member of the Council. The Council may from time to time and at any time 
appoint any member of the Society or a representative of a member as a member 
of the Council either to fill a casual vacancy or by way of addition to the Council. 
Any member so appointed shall retain his office only until the next Annual 
General Meeting, but he shall be eligible for re-election or re-appointment. 
The term National or similar organisation shall refer to any institution, 
association, society or board or other similar organisation, the activities of which 
extend to the whole of the United Kingdom, or to England, Scotland, Wales or 
Northern Ireland, and which is accepted by the Council as a National or similar 
organisation for the purposes of these presents. 


APPOINTMENT AND RETIREMENT OF MEMBERS OF THE 
COUNCIL 


32.a) The members and representatives of members of each Division shall elect 


D3. 
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annually from among their number representatives to be members of the 
Council. Divisional representatives shall be elected to the Council for a period of 
three years. One-third of the elected members shall retire in rotation each year; 
such members shall be eligible for re-election. The number of Divisional 
representatives to be elected by each Division shall each year be determined by 
the Council. 


b) A National or similar organisation shall be entitled to nominate annually one 


representative for membership of the Council under Article 31. 


c) The elected members of the Council shall (unless re-elected) vacate office after 


three years in accordance with the provisions of Article 32a. 


The office of a member of the Council shall be vacated: 

a) if he ceases to be a member or a representative of a member of the Society; 

b) If by notice to the Society he resigns his office; 

c) If a receiving order is made against him or he makes any arrangement or 
composition with his creditors; 

d) If he becomes of unsound mind; 

e) If he ceases to hold office by reason of any order made under section 188 of 
the Act of 1948; 

f) If he is removed from office by a resolution duly passed pursuant to section 
184 of the Act. 


A member of the Council who has attained the age of seventy shall be eligible for 
election and the provision of subsections (1) and (2) of section 185 of the Act of 
1948 shall not apply. 


POWERS OF THE COUNCIL 

The management of the Society shall be in the hands of the Council who may pay 
all expenses incurred in forming and registering the Society and may exercise all 
such powers of the Society as are not by the Act of 1948 or by these presents 
required to be exercised by the Society in General Meeting, subject nevertheless 
to any regulations of these presents, to the provisions of the Act of 1948, and to 
such regulations (not inconsistent with the aforesaid regulations or provisions) as 
may be prescribed by the Society in General Meeting, but no regulations so made 
by the Society shall invalidate any prior act of the Council which would have been 
valid if such regulations had not been made. The general powers given by this 
Article shall not be limited or restricted by any special authority or power given to 
the Council by any other Article. 


36.i) The Council shall, as necessary, make and recommend the adoption, alteration 


and revocation of the Bye-Laws for the regulation of the Society and otherwise 
for the furtherance of the purposes for which the Society is established, provided 
that the Bye-Laws are not repugnant to the Memorandum of Association or 
these presents. Such recommendations of the Council shall be laid before the 
Society at the following Annual General Meeting or at an Extraordinary General 
Meeting called for that purpose for adoption, if thought fit, by Ordinary 
Resolution. The Bye-Laws for the time being in force shall be binding upon all 
members until varied or set aside as hereinafter provided. It is expressly declared 
that, without prejudice to the powers of the Society to adopt Bye-Laws on other 
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matters, the following shall be deemed to be matters which (so far as not 
governed by, and subject always to the provisions of, these presents) may be 
governed by Bye-Laws within the meaning of this Article, that isto say: _ 


a) As to entrance fees (if any) payable in respect of membership of the Society. 

b) As to the annual, quarterly or other subscriptions or payments to be payable 
by the members of the Society. 

c) As to the rights and privileges to be accorded to, and the qualifications, 
restrictions and conditions to be imposed on, members of the Society. 

d) As to committees of members in connection with various branches of the 
Society’s activities, and as to the appointment, removal, qualification, 
disqualification, duties, functions, powers and privileges of members of such 
committees. 

e) As to the manner in which the election of officers and Council members shall 
be conducted. 

f) As to the geographical divisions of the Society for electoral purposes, and the 
setting up and regulation of Divisional Councils and their membership, 
duties, functions and powers. 


ii) The Council shall have power to issue Standing Orders from time to time 
regulating the appointment of various committees from members of the Society 
or otherwise as provided herein for the better administration of the business of 
the Council and directing the terms of reference of such committees and the 
procedure governing the transaction of their business. 

iii) Any Committee appointed in accordance with this Article shall have power to 
adopt persons to act as members of the committee whose qualifications or 
experience will assist the committee in its work, but the number of persons so 
adopted shall not exceed one-third of the membership of the committee 
excluding adopted members. 


SECRETARY GENERAL 


37.1) The Secretary General shall be appointed by the Council for such time at such 
remuneration and upon such conditions as they think fit, and any person so 
appointed may be removed by them. The provisions of section 177 and 179 of the 
Act of 1948 shall apply and be observed. 

ii) The Secretary General shall from time to time submit financial statements at the 
request of the Council. It shall be his duty, under the direction of the Council, to 
conduct the correspondence of the Society, to attend meetings of the Council 
and committees thereof, to take minutes of the proceedings of such meetings, to 
superintend the publication of such papers as the Council may direct, engage and 
be responsible for all persons employed under him, and, in general, conduct the 
ordinary business of the Society in accordance with the Memorandum and 
Articles of Association. 

iii) The Council may from time to time by resolution appoint an assistant or deputy 
Secretary General, and any person so appointed may act in place of the Secretary 
General if there be no Secretary General or no Secretary General capable of 
acting.

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THE SEAL 


The Council shall provide a Common Seal of the Society and make rules for the 
safe custody and use thereof, and it shall only be used by the authority of the 
Council previously given and in the presence of one member of the Council at 
least, and every such instrument shall be countersigned by the Secretary General 
or some other person duly authorised by the Council. 


PROCEEDINGS OF THE COUNCIL 


The Council may meet together for the dispatch of business, adjourn and 
otherwise regulate their meetings as they think fit, and determine the quorum 
necessary for the transaction of business. Unless otherwise determined, ten shall 
be a quorum. Questions arising at any meeting shall be decided by a majority of 
votes. In case of an equality of votes the Chairman shall have a second or casting 
vote. 

Five members of the Council may, and on the request of five members of the 
Council the Secretary General shall, at any time, summon a meeting of the 
Council by notice served upon the several members of the Council. A member of 
the Council who is absent from the United Kingdom shall not be entitled to 
notice of a meeting. 


The Chairman shall be entitled to preside at all meetings of the Council at which 
he shall be present, but if no such Chairman be elected, or if at any meeting the 
Chairman be not present within five minutes after the time appointed for holding 
the meeting and willing to preside, the members of the Council present shall 
choose one of the Deputy Chairmen and failing them one other of their number 
to be Chairman of the Meeting. 


A meeting of the Council at which a quorum is present shall be competent to 
exercise all the authorities, powers and discretions by or under the regulations of 
the Society for the time being vested in the Council generally. 


The Council may delegate any of their powers to committees consisting of such 
member or members of the Council as they think fit, and any committee so 
formed shall, in the exercise of the power so delegated, conform to any 
regulations imposed on it by the Council. The meetings and proceedings of any 
such committee shall be governed by the provisions of these presents for 
regulating the meetings and proceedings of the Council so far as applicable and 
so far as the same shall not be superseded by any Bye-Laws made by the Council. 


All acts bona fide done by any meeting of the Council or any committee of the 
Council, or by any person acting as a member of the Council, shall 
notwithstanding it be afterwards discovered that there was some defect in the 
appointment or continuance in office of any such member or person acting as 
aforesaid or that they or any of them were disqualified, be as valid as if every such 
person had been duly appointed or had duly continued in office and was 
disqualified to be a member of the Council. 

The Council shall cause proper minutes to be made of all appointments of 
officers made by the Council and of the proceedings of all meetings of the Society 
and of the Council and of committees of the Council, and all business transacted 
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at such meetings, and any such minutes of any meetings, if purporting to be 
signed by the Chairman of such meeting, or by the Chairman of the next 
succeeding meeting, shall be sufficient evidence without any further proof of the 
facts therein stated. 


A resolution in writing signed by a majority of the members for the time being of 
the Council or of any committee of the Council who are entitled to receive notice 
of a meeting of the Council or of such committee shall be as valid and effectual as 
if it had been passed at a meeting of the Council or of such committee duly 
convened and constituted. 


ACCOUNTS 


The Council shall cause proper books of account to be kept with respect to: 

a) all sums of money received and expended by the Society and the matters in 
respect of which such receipts and expenditure take place; 

b) all sales and purchases of goods by the Society; and 

c) the assets and liabilities of the Society. 

Proper books shall not be deemed to be kept if there are not kept such books of 

account as are necessary to give a true and fair view of the state of affairs of the 

Society and to explain its transactions. 


The books of account shall be kept at the office, or subject to section 147(3) of 
the Act of 1948 at such other place or places as the Council shall think fit, and 
shall always be open to the inspection of the members of the Council. 


The Council may from time to time impose reasonable restrictions as to the time 
and manner of the inspection by the members (other than members of the 
Council) or by representatives of members of the accounts and books of the 
Society, or any of them, and subject to such restrictions the accounts and books of » 
the Society shall be open to the inspection of such members or representatives of 
members at all reasonable times during business hours. 


The Council shall from time to time in accordance with sections 148, 150 and 157 
of the Act of 1948 cause to be prepared and laid before the Society in General 
Meeting, such income and expenditure accounts, balance sheets and group 
accounts (if any) and reports as are referred to in those sections. A copy of every 
balance sheet (including every document required by law to be annexed thereto) 
which is to be laid before the Society in General Meeting, together with a copy of 


~ the Auditors report, shall not less than twenty-one days before the date of the 


meeting be sent to every member of, and holder of debentures of, the Society. 
Provided that this Article shall not require a copy of those documents to be sent 
to any person of whose address the Society is not aware or to more than one of the 
joint holders of any debentures. 


AUDIT 


Once at least in every year the accounts of the Society shall be examined, and the 
correctness of the income and expenditure account and balance sheet 
ascertained by one or more properly qualified Auditor or Auditors. 


Auditors shall be appointed and their duties regulated in accordance with 
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sections 159 to 162 of the Act of 1948, the members of the Council being treated 
as the Directors mentioned in those sections. 


NOTICES 


A notice may be served by the Society upon any member, either personally or by 
sending it through the post in a prepaid letter, addressed to such member at his 
registered address as appearing in the register of members. 


Any member described in the register of members by an address not within the 
United Kingdom, who shall from time to time give the Society an address within 
the United Kingdom at which a notice may be served upon him, shall be entitled 
to have notices served upon him at such address, but, save as aforesaid and as 
provided by the Act, only those members who are described in the register of 
members by an address within the United Kingdom shall be entitled to receive 
notices from the Society. 


Any notice, if served by post, shall be deemed to have been served on the day 
following that on which the letter containing the same is put into the post, and in 
proving such service it shall be sufficient to prove that the letter containing the 
notice was properly addressed and put into the post office as a prepaid letter. 


DISSOLUTION 


Clause 9 of the Memorandum of Association of the Society relating to the 
winding up and dissolution of the Society shall have effect as if the provisions 
thereof were repeated in these Articles. 


BYE-LAWS 
OF 
THE NATIONAL SOCIETY FOR CLEAN AIR 
AND ENVIRONMENTAL PROTECTION 


Adopted by Ordinary Resolution dated 29 March 1974 and as amended on 13 October 
1976, 6 July 1977, 20 July 1978, 16 July 1980, 5 October 1981, 18 October 1982, 31 
October 1983, 1 October 1984, 14 October 1985, 27 October 1986, 26 October 1987, 
24 October 1988, 23 October 1989, 15 October 1990 and 21 October 1991. 


DEFINITIONS 


The Definitions section of the Articles of Association of the Society shail be 
deemed to be incorporated in and applied to these presents. 


SUBSCRIPTIONS 


Annual subscriptions shall be as hereinafter provided. A first annual 
subscription shall be made on application for membership and shall continue in 
force until the first day of April of the following year, when it shall be renewable. 


a) Individual Members 


i) The annual subscription payable by an individual member shall be not less 
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than £24.50. On attainment of the age of 65 or retirement from salaried 
employment at the age of 60, whichever shall be the earlier, on payment of the 
sum of Forty Nine Pounds, individual members may, at the discretion of the 
Council, retain their membership of the Society in perpetuity, but always 
subject to the Council’s right of removal. 

ii) Individual members may on payment of not less than Four Hundred and 
Ninety Pounds become life members of the Society. 

b) Local Authority Members 
The annual subscription payable by a local authority shall be not less than as 
follows: for local authorities with a population of: 


Less than 100,000 £340.00 
100,001 to 250,000 £410.00 
250,001 to 500,000 £495.00 
500,001 to 1,000,000 £660.00 


For each additional 500,000 or part thereof£63.00 
c) Corporate Members and Unincorporated Bodies appointed in accordance with 
Article 4(e)(ii) 
The annual subscription payable by corporate members and unincorporated 
bodies shall be not less than as follows: 
i) Small local civic societies, colleges, schools and similar organisations — 
£45.00 
ii) Regional and national societies and similar organisations — £240.00 
iii) Industrial organisations — £340.00 


d) Sustaining Members 
The annual subscription for a sustaining member shall be not less than three 
times the minimum subscription payable by a local authority member under Bye- 
Law 2(b) or three times the subscription of a corporate member under Bye-Law 
2(c)(ili). 

e) Membership — Special Cases 
Under the Bye-Laws the Council of the Society has the power to elect any 
applicant for membership to an appropriate grade of membership, on such 
special terms as to subscription or otherwise as after considering any reasons for 
so doing stated by such applicant the Council may think proper. 


REPRESENTATIVES OF MEMBERS 


3. a) Local Authority Members 
Each local authority member shall be entitled to appoint not more than five 
representatives. 


b) Corporate Members 
i) Corporate members elected to membership under Bye-Law 2(c)(1i) shall each 
be entitled to appoint one representative. 
ii) Corporate members elected to membership under Bye-Law 2(c)(ii) shall 
each be entitled to appoint three representatives. 
iii) Corporate members elected to membership under Bye-Law 2(c)(iii) shall 
each be entitled to appoint five representatives. 
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iv) A corporate member having a branch or section situated in a Division other 
than that Division in which the address of the corporate member is situated 
shall, in such Division, be entitled to appoint delegates to participate in the 
activities of the appropriate Division. 


RIGHTS OF MEMBERS 


4. Each individual member, local authority member and corporate member and 
each representative of a local authority member or corporate member, who has 
paid the appropriate subscription for the current year, shall have the right to: 
i) Nominate individual members and representatives as officers or members of 
the Council; 

ii) Be nominated and elected as an officer or member of the Council; 

iii) Cast one vote at elections; 

iv) Receive notices of and attend and participate in all meetings of the Society 
and of the member’s Division; 

v) Move or second, and cast one vote on motions at meetings of the Society and 
of the member’s Division; 

vi) Receive free of charge as they are issued the Journal and Members Handbook 
of the Society; 

vii)Obtain from the Society, advice and information on questions relating to 
pollution and its control. 


DIVISIONS 


5. a) For administrative and electoral purposes the Society shall be divided into 
geographical Divisions as follows: 


Scotland 

Northern Ireland 

Northern: Cleveland, Cumbria (in part, only — Allerdale District Council, City 
of Carlisle and Eden District Council), Durham, Northumberland, ‘Tyne and 
Wear. 

North West: Cheshire, Clwyd, Cumbria (in part, only — Barrow-in-Furness 
Borough Council, Copeland District Council and South Lakeland District 
Council), Greater Manchester, Gwynedd, Lancashire, Merseyside. 

Yorkshire and Humberside: Humberside, North Yorkshire, South Yorkshire, 
West Yorkshire. 

West Midlands: Hereford and Worcester, Salop, Staffordshire, Warwickshire, 
West Midlands. 

East Midlands: Cambridgeshire, Derbyshire, Leicestershire, Lincolnshire, 
Northamptonshire, Nottinghamshire. 

Eastern: Essex, Norfolk, Suffolk. 

South East: Bedfordshire, Berkshire, Buckinghamshire, East Sussex, Greater 
London, Hampshire, Hertfordshire, Isle of Wight, Kent, Oxfordshire, Surrey, 
West Sussex. 

South West: Avon, Cornwall, Devon, Dorset, Gloucestershire, Somerset, 
Wiltshire. 

South and Mid Wales: Wales except for Clwyd and Gwynedd. 
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b) Members shall normally be considered as belonging to the Division in which 
their address, as entered upon the Society’s records, is situated. However, 
members may elect to belong to another Division better suited to their needs. 

c) For the purposes of carrying out activities in a Division, the members, as 
hereinafter defined, may elect from among themselves a Divisional Council and 
its Honorary Officers. A Divisional Council and its Honorary Officers, other 
than Secretary and auditors, shall consist only of members, representatives and 
delegates of members. The Constitution and activities of a Divisional Council 
shall be subject to the general approval of the Council which shall pay or make 
grants for approved expenses. 

d) The members, representatives and delegates of members, as hereinafter defined, 
in any town or district within a Division, may, if they so desire, and with the 
approval of the Council and of their Divisional Council, set up a branch of the 
Division and elect committees and Honorary Officers. The activities of a branch 
shall be subject to the general approval and guidance of the Council and of the 
Divisional Council and the Divisional Council may pay and make grants for 
approved expenses. 


PRESIDENT, VICE-PRESIDENTS, HONORARY MEMBERS 
AND HONORARY TREASURER 7 
6. a) The President and an Honorary Treasurer shall be elected annually on the 

recommendation of the Council by the Society at its Annual General Meeting. 

b) Vice-Presidents shall be elected on the recommendation of the Council by the 
Society at its Annual General Meeting. 

c) Honorary Members shall be elected on the recommendation of the Council by 
the Society at its Annual General Meeting. 


THE COUNCIL 


7. a) The business of the Society shall be specified in Article 35 and shall include the 
direction of the policy of the Society, the work of its committees, the reception of 
reports from such committees, from Divisions, from Headquarters and subject 
groups. 

b) The Council at its first meeting after election shall elect from its own members, a 
Chairman, two Deputy Chairmen and the following committees: 

i) Finance and Administration 

ii) Conference and Promotions 

iii) Technical — 

iv) Parliamentary and Local Government 

v) Noise 

vi) Any other committee considered by the Council to be necessary. 

c) The Chairman of Council, the two Deputy Chairmen of Council, the Honorary 
Treasurer, the Chairmen of the standing committees (or Deputies in their 
absence) and the Immediate Past Chairman of Council shall comprise a Steering 
Group and will meet as required with the following terms of reference: 

- To implement Council policy 
- To ensure that the programmes of the standing committees are 
comprehensive and appropriately interlocking 
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To formulate proposals for policy changes 
To act on behalf of the Council in cases of urgency 


To report to the next following meeting of Council any action taken on its 
behalf. 


d) There shall also be a Nominations Committee, appointed by the Council. The 
terms of reference of this committee shall be as set out in the Standing Orders of 
the Council. 

e) The procedure for the election of Chairman, Deputy Chairmen and committees, 
and the rules and functions of all committees, shall be decided by the Council. 


ELECTIONS 


8. a) President, Vice-Presidents, Honorary Members and Honorary Treasurer. 
Nominations for the office of President, Vice-Presidents, Honorary Members 
and Honorary Treasurer may be made by any member of the Society. 
Nominations, in writing, shall be received by the Secretary General not less than 
three months prior to the date of the Annual General Meeting.

ii) 


Divisional representatives (elected in accordance with Article 32(a)). Each 
member may nominate Divisional representatives for his own Division 
provided that he does not nominate more than the total number to be 
appointed by that Division. Nominations shall be made to the Divisional 
Secretary not less than seven days before the date of the Annual General 
Meeting of the Division. In the event of more nominations being received 
than there are Divisional Representatives to be appointed, elections by ballot 
shall be held at the Annual General meeting of the Division. The result of 
such an election is to be reported to the Secretary General of the Society not 
later than seven days before the date of the Society’s Annual General 
Meeting. The names of the persons so elected shall be announced at such 
Annual General Meeting. 

No member or representative of a member shall nominate, be nominated for, 
or vote in any Divisional election other than that of which he is a member or 
representative. 


c) Representatives of National or similar organisations (in accordance with Article 
32(b)). Nominations from National or similar organisations shall be received by 
the Secretary General not less than seven days before the date of the Annual 
General Meeting. 

d) No nomination for office shall be considered valid unless the agreement of the 
candidate has been previously obtained.

Opportunities Commission from 1983-88. In 1982 Baroness Platt became a member of the 
House of Lords Select Committee on Science and Technology and in 1992 a member of the 
Meteorological Office Advisory Committee.

LORD NATHAN, MA, LLD (HON), FSA, FRSA, FRGS, Honourary Doctor of Laws 
(Sussex), a Vice-President and Past President of the Society, was a member of the Royal 
Commission on Environmental Pollution (1979-1989); he is a member of the House of 
Lords Select Committee on the European Communities and Chairman of its Environment 
sub-committee (1983-1987 and 1990-1993) and was Chairman of the ad hoc sub committee 
on the European Company Statute. He was Chairman of the Select Committee on Murder 
and Life Imprisonment (1988-1989). President of the UK Environmental Law Association 
1987-1992 and has written and spoken extensively on environmental issues. He was Chair- 
man of the Institute of Environmental Assessment to 1991 and is Chairman of the South 
Downs Conservation Board. Lord Nathan is an Emeritus Vice President of the Royal Soci- 
ety of Arts (Chairman 1975-1977 and subsequently Chairman of its Environment Commit- 
tee). He was Chairman of a working party on Energy and the Environment which reported 
in 1974. He is a solicitor who has practised in the City since 1950, being senior partner of 
Herbert, Oppenheimer Nathan and Vandyk until 1986 and was Consultant to Denton Hall 
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Burgin and Warrens to 1992. He is an Honorary Associate Member of the Association of the 
Bar of the City of New York and a Director of the American Judicature Society. 


SIR HUGH ROSSI, Vice-President of the Society, and a consultant in environmental law 
to Messrs Simmons and Simmons and to Wimpey Environmental Ltd. He was MP for 
Hornsey 1966-1992 and Chairman of the House of Commons Select Committee 1983- 
1992. Sir Hugh is Chairman of UNA (UK) and of the Historic Chapels Trust and Vice- 
President of the Advisory Committee on Protection of the Seas. He is an Honorary Fellow, 
Kings College London and an Executive Committee Member of UNED-UK.

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MEMORANDUM OF ASSOCIATION 
OF 
THE NATIONAL SOCIETY FOR CLEAN AIR 
AND ENVIRONMENTAL PROTECTION 


Adopted by Special Resolution 29 March 1974 and amended by Special Resolutions 
on 5 October 1981 and 23 October 1991. 


1. The name of the company (hereinafter called “the Society” is “The National 
Society for Clean Air and Environmental Protection”. 


2. The registered office of the Society will be situate in England. 


3. 1) The object for which the Society is established is to seek the improvement of the 
environment by promoting clean air through the reduction of air pollution, noise 
and other atmospheric contaminants having regard for the implications for other 
aspects of the environment. 


i) a) ‘To initiate, assist, promote and encourage the investigation, consideration 
and discussion of all forms of pollution in order to achieve its reduction or 
prevention, and to undertake, or support or aid the undertaking of, 
investigations and research relevant to the causes and effects of pollution and the 
means to prevent it and to publish the results of such research. 


b) To promote public education in all matters relating to the value and 
importance of clean air and methods and consequences of air pollution control 
and forms of pollution control by arranging meetings, publications, exhibitions, 
the delivery of lectures and addresses, the display of pictures, cinematograph 
films and models and by other means. 


c) To encourage the adoption of methods to reduce and prevent pollution. 


d) To promote, assist, support, or oppose, as may be consistent with the objects 
for which the Society is established, any administrative or other measures or 
proposed measures affecting pollution. 


e) To initiate, support and co-operate with others in proposals and activities 
calculated to assist the promotion of the Society’s objects. 


f) To establish, and support or aid in the establishment and support of any 
charitable association or institutions and to subscribe or guarantee money for 
charitable purposes in any way connected with the Society’s purposes or 
calculated to further its objects. 


g) To purchase, take on lease or in exchange, hire or otherwise acquire any real 
or personal property and any rights or privileges which the Society may think 
necessary or convenient for the promotion of its objects, and to construct, 
maintain and alter any building or erections necessary or convenient for the work 
of the Society. 
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h) Tosell, let, mortgage, dispose of or turn to account all or any of the property 
or assets of the Society as may be thought expedient with a view to the promotion 
of its objects. 


1) To undertake and execute any trusts which may lawfully be undertaken by 
the Society and may be conducive to its objects. 


j) To borrow or raise money for the purposes of the Society and subject to this 
Memorandum of Association on such terms and on such security as may be 
thought fit. 


k) To invest the moneys of the Society not immediately required for its 
purposes in or upon such investments, securities or property as may be thought 
fit, but so that moneys subject or representing property subject to the jurisdiction 
of the Charity Commissioners for England and Wales shall only be invested in 
such securities and with such sanction (if any) as may for the time being be 
prescribed by law. 


I) If and when considered advisable, to take all such measures as may be 
necessary to convert the Society into a body specially incorporated by Royal 
Charter or otherwise, or to secure the creation of a new body so incorporated 
with the object of carrying out the purposes of the Society and continuing the 
work thereof. 


m) ‘To take all such steps as will further the attainment of the above objects or 
any of them. 


PROVIDED FIRST that, notwithstanding anything contained in the preceding 
paragraphs of this Clause, the objects of the Society shall be restricted to such 
only of the objects aforesaid as are according to the law of England exclusively 
charitable. 


PROVIDED SECONDLY that the Society’s objects shall not extend to 
regulation of relations between workers and employers or organisations of 
workers and organisations of employers. 


PROVIDED THIRDLY that in case the Society shall take or hold any property 
subject to the jurisdiction of the Charity Commissioners for England and Wales 
or the Secretary of State for Education and Science, the Society shall not sell, 
mortgage, charge or lease the same without such authority, approval or consent 
as may be required by law and as regards any such property the Council of the 
Society (hereinafter called “the Council”) shall be chargeable for any such 
property that may come into their hands and shall be answerable and 
accountable for their own acts, receipts, neglects and defaults, and for the due 
administration of such property in the same manner and to the same extent as the 
Council would have been if no incorporation had been effected, and the 
incorporation of the Society shall not diminish or impair any control or authority 
exercisable by the Chancery Division, the Charity Commissioners or the 
Secretary of State for Education and Science over the Council but they shall as 
regards any such property be subject jointly and severally to such control or 
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authority as if the Society were not incorporated. In case the Society shall take or 
hold any property which may be subject to any trusts, the Society shall only deal 
with the same in such manner as allowed by law, having regard to such trusts. 


The income and property of the Society, whencesoever derived, shall be applied 
solely towards the promotion of the objects of the Society as set forth in this 
Memorandum of Association and no portion thereof shall be paid or transferred 
directly or indirectly, by way of dividend bonus or otherwise howsoever by way of 
profit, to the members of the Society. 


PROVIDED that nothing herein shall prevent the payment, in good faith, of 
reasonable and proper remuneration and pension to any officer or servant of the 
Society in return for any services actually rendered to the Society, nor prevent the 
payment of interest at a rate of 6% per annum on money lent or reasonable and 
proper rent for premises demised or let by any member to the Society nor prevent 
the gratuitous distribution among, or sale at a discount to, subscribers to the 
funds of the Society of any books or other publications, whether published by the 
Society or otherwise, relating to all or any of the Society’s objects above set forth; 
but so that no member of the Council shall be appointed to any salaried office of 
the Society or any office of the Society paid by fees, and that no remuneration or 
other benefit in money or money’s worth shall be given by the Society to any 
member of the Council, except repayment of out-of-pocket expenses and 
interest at the rate aforesaid on money lent or reasonable and proper rent for 
premises demised or let to the Society; provided that the provision last aforesaid 
shall not apply to any payment to any company of which a member of the Council 
may be a member, and in which such member shall not hold more than one 
hundredth part of the capital, and such member shall not be bound to account for 
any share of profits he may receive in respect of any such payment. 


No addition, alteration or amendment shall be made to or in the provisions of the 
Memorandum or Articles of Association of the Society for the time being in 
force unless the same shall have been previously submitted to and approved by 
the Department of Trade. 


The fourth and fifth paragraphs of the Memorandum of Association contain 
conditions on which a licence is granted by the Board of Trade to the Association 
in pursuance of section 19(1) of the Companies Act 1948. 


The liability of the members is limited. 


Every Member of the Society undertakes to contribute to the assets of the 
Society, in the event of the same being wound up while he is a member, or within 
one year after he ceases to be a member, for payment of the debts and liabilities of 
the Society contracted before he ceases to be a member, and of the costs, charges 
and expenses of winding up, and for the adjustment of the rights of the 
contributories among themselves, such amount as may be required not 
exceeding 5s (25p). 


If upon the winding up or dissolution of the Society there remains, after the 
satisfaction of all its debts and liabilities, any property whatsoever, the same shall 
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not be paid to or distributed among the members of the Society, but shall be given 
or transferred to some other charitable institution or institutions having objects 
similar to the objects of the Society, and which shall prohibit the distribution of its 
or their income and property among its or their members to an extent at least as 
great as is imposed on the Society at or before the time of dissolution, and if and 
so far as effect cannot be given to such provision, then to some charitable object.

MEMBERSHIP 
2. The number of members with which the Society is registered is unlimited. 


3. The provisions of section 110 of the Act of 1948 shall be observed by the Society 
and every member of the Society, other than Honorary Members, shall either 
make a written request to become a member (which request may be included in 
his application for membership made in accordance with Article 4(1) of these 
presents) or sign a written consent to become a member or sign the register of 
members on becoming a member. 


4. a) The members of the Society shall be the persons who are members of the Society 
and such other persons as the Council shall from time to time elect or recommend 
to the Society for election. 

b) The Society shall consist of a President, Vice-Presidents, Secretary General, 
Honorary Members, Individual Members, Local Authority Members, 
Corporate Members and Student Members. The Society may also have a Patron 
or Patrons as hereinafter mentioned. 


Classes of Membership: 


c) Individual Members 

i) Any individual who supports the objects of the Society shall be eligible for 
admission as an individual member. 

ii) On attainment of the age of 65 or retirement from salaried employment at the 
age of 60, whichever shall be earlier, individual members may, at the 
discretion of the Council, retain their membership as individual members of 
the Society on payment of a fixed sum as prescribed in the Bye-Laws of the 
Society. 

d) Local Authority Members 
i) Any local authority supporting the objects of the Society shall be eligible for

admission as a local authority member. A local authority member shall be 
entitled from time to time to appoint, and to revoke the appointment of not 
more than five representatives. Each of the representatives of a iocal 
authority member shall be entitled to exercise on its behalf the same rights as 
an individual member and (if not himself an individual member) shall, by 
virtue of his appointment to any office of the Society or to membership of the 
Council. 

For the purpose of this Article, the designation local authority shall be 
deemed to include health authorities and water authorities or such other like 
authorities as the Council shall from time to time admit for membership.

Any Society, Institution, Company, Association, Board or Group or 
educational establishment being in every case an incorporated body 
supporting the objects of the Society shall be eligible for admission as a 
corporate member. A corporate member shall be entitled to appoint 
representatives according to subscription as set out in the Bye-Laws, and any 
such representatives shall be entitled to exercise on its behalf the same rights 
as an individual member, and (if not himself an individual member) shall, by 
virtue of his appointment as such representative, be eligible for election or 
appointment to any office of the Society or to membership of the Council. 
An unincorporated body (including a firm) may not as such become a 
member of the Society, but if it desires to obtain the advantages of 
membership it may nominate representatives (determined according to 
subscription as aforesaid) to apply in its name for membership and exercise 
the rights of membership on its behalf. Every person so applying for 
membership shall be subject to the same rules and regulations as to admission 
and otherwise as any person not so nominated, and shall if admitted have the 
same rights and be subject to the same liabilities and incidents as any 
individual member except that (i) such persons shall be liable to pay such 
annual subscription as is appropriate to a corporate member (ii) if his 
nomination is revoked by such a body he shall cease to be a member. 
References in these presents or in the Bye-Laws to corporate members shall 
as far as the context admits include reference to unincorporated bodies 
having nominated representative members provided always that no such 
body shall as such have any rights of voting or otherwise or be deemed for any 
purpose to be a member of the Society. 


f) Sustaining Members 
Any member who subscribes not less than the sum prescribed in the Bye-Laws 
for this class of membership shall be eligible for admission as a sustaining 
member. 


g) Honorary Members 
Individuals who have rendered outstanding service in promoting the objects of 
the Society shall be eligible for admission as Honorary Members and such 
persons, being duly admitted shall enjoy all the privileges of membership 
(including the right to vote) except that they shall not by virtue of their Honorary 
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Membership alone be deemed to be members of the Society for the purpose of 
registering within the meaning of Article 3 of these presents or be entered on the 
register of members of the Society or be entitled to vote on a special or 
extraordinary resolution or be under any liability for the debts and liabilities of 
the Society.

c) at its sole discretion without assigning any reason therefore.

Annual Subscriptions 

The Council shall make Bye-Laws from time to time to fix annual subscriptions 
payable by the various classes of member. The Bye-Laws shall be confirmed by 
the Society in General Meeting. 


ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING 

The Society shall hold a General Meeting in every calendar year as its Annual 
General Meeting at.such time and place as may be determined by the Council, 
and shall specify the Meetings as such in the notices calling it, provided that every 
Annual General Meeting shall be held not more than fifteen months after the 
holding of the last preceding Annual General Meeting. 


EXTRAORDINARY GENERAL MEETING 


All General Meetings, other than Annual General Meetings, shall be called 
Extraordinary General Meetings. 


The Council may whenever they think fit convene an Extraordinary General 
Meeting, and Extraordinary Meetings shall also be convened on such 
requisition, or in default may be convened by such requisitions, as provided by 
section 132 of the Act of 1948.

NOTICE OF MEETINGS 


Twenty-one days’ notice in writing at least of every Annual General Meeting and 
of every meeting convened to pass a Special Resolution, and fourteen days’ 
notice in writing at the least of every other General Meeting (exclusive in every 
case both of the day on which it is served or deemed to be served and of the day 
for which it is given), specifying the place, the day and the hour of meeting, and in 
the case of business other than routine business the general nature of that 
business, shall be given in manner hereinafter mentioned to such persons 
(including the Auditors) as are under these presents or under the Act entitled to 
receive such notices from the Society; but with the consent of ail the members 
having the right to.attend and vote thereat,or of such proportion of them as is 
prescribed by the Act in the case of meetings other than Annual General 
Meetings, a meeting may be convened by such notice as those members may 
think fit.

If within half an hour from the time appointed for the holding of a General 
Meeting a quorum is not present, the meeting, if convened on the requisition of 
members, shall be dissolved. In any other case it shall stand adjourned to the 
same day in the next week, at the same time and place, or at such other place as 
the Council may determine, and if at such adjourned meeting a quorum is not 
present within half an hour from the time appointed for holding the meeting the 
members present shall be a quorum. 


The Chairman (if any) of the Council shall preside as Chairman at every General 
Meeting, but if there be no such Chairman, or if at any meeting he shall not be 
present within fifteen minutes after the time appointed for holding the same, or 
shall be unwilling to preside, the members present shall choose one of the Deputy 
Chairmen or some other member of the Council, or if no such member be 
present, or if all the members of the Council present decline to take the chair, they 
shall choose some member or representative of a member of the Society who 
shall be present to preside.

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(and shall if so directed by the meeting) adjourn the meeting from time to time, 
and from place to place, but no business shall be transacted at any adjourned 
meeting other than business which might have been transacted at the meeting 
from which the adjournment took place.

Subject to the provisions of Article 17, if a poll be demanded in manner 
aforesaid, it shall be taken at such time and place, and in such manner, as the 
Chairman of the meeting shall direct, and the result of the poll shall be deemed to 
be the resolution of the meeting at which the poll was demanded. 


No poll shall be demanded on the election of a Chairman of a meeting or on any 
question of adjournment. 


In the case of an equality of votes, whether on a show of hands or on a poll, the 
Chairman of the meeting shall be entitled to a second or casting vote.

b) The instrument appointing a proxy shall be in writing under the hand of the

HONORARY OFFICERS 

The officers of the Society shall consist of a President, Honorary Treasurer, 
Chairman and two Deputy Chairmen of the Council, the Immediate Past 
Chairman of the Council and may also include a Patron or Patrons as hereinafter 
mentioned. 


PATRON 


The Council may accept the patronage of any person or: persons and shall 
thereupon elect such person or persons to be the Patron or Patrons of the Society 
for life or for such period as the Council may determine.

CHAIRMAN AND DEPUTY CHAIRMEN 


The Chairman and Deputy Chairmen shall be elected annually by the Council 
from its own members at its first meeting after the Annual General Meeting. 


The Patron or Patrons (if any) of the Society, the President of the Society, and the 
Vice-Presidents shall enjoy all the rights of membership (including the right to 
vote) during their term of office except that they shall not by virtue of their office 
alone be deemed to be members of the Society for the purposes of registration 
within the meaning of Article 3 of these presents or be entered on the register of 
members of the Society or be entitled to vote on a special or extraordinary 
resolution or be under any liability for the debts and liabilities of the Society. 


THE COUNCIL 


Subject as hereinafter provided, the members of Council shall not be less than 20 
in number. The Society may, by Ordinary Resolution from time to time, increase 
or reduce the minimum number of members of the Council. The Council may act 
notwithstanding any vacancies in their body, but if the members of the Council 
shall be reduced in number to less than that required for a quorum for their 
meetings, they may act as the Council for the purpose only of summoning a 
general meeting of the Society. 


The Council shall consist of the Patron or Patrons (if any), the President, the 
immediate Past President, the Honorary Treasurer, the immediate past 
Chairman, a number of divisional representatives elected as hereinafter 
provided; and not more than a like number of other persons consisting of 
representatives of National or similar organisations which are corporate 
members of the Society, at the invitation of the Council. No person other than a 
member of the Society or a representative of a member may be appointed a 
member of the Council. The Council may from time to time and at any time 
appoint any member of the Society or a representative of amember as a member 
of the Council either to fill a casual vacancy or by way of addition to the Council. 
Any member so appointed shall retain his office only until the next Annual 
General Meeting, but he shall be eligible for re-election or re-appointment. 


The term National or similar organisation shall refer to any institution, 
association, society or board or other similar organisation, the activities of which 
extend to the whole of the United Kingdom, or to England, Scotland, Wales or 
Northern Ireland, and which is accepted by the Council as a National or similar 
organisation for the purposes of these presents. 


APPOINTMENT AND RETIREMENT OF MEMBERS OF THE

POWERS OF THE COUNCIL 


The management of the Society shall be in the hands of the Council who may pay 
all expenses incurred in forming and registering the Society and may exercise all 
such powers of the Society as are not by the Act of 1948 or by these presents 
required to be exercised by the Society in General Meeting, subject nevertheless 
to any regulations of these presents, to the provisions of the Act of 1948, and to 
such regulations (not inconsistent with the aforesaid regulations or provisions) as 
may be prescribed by the Society in General Meeting, but no regulations so made 
by the Society shall invalidate any prior act of the Council which would have been 
valid if such regulations had not been made. The general powers given by this 
Article shall not be limited or restricted by any special authority or power given to 
the Council by any other Article. 


36.i) The Council shall, as necessary, make and recommend the adoption, alteration 


and revocation of the Bye-Laws for the regulation of the Society and otherwise 
for the furtherance of the purposes for which the Society is established, provided 
that the Bye-Laws are not repugnant to the Memorandum of Association or 
these presents. Such recommendations of the Council shall be laid before the 
Society at the following Annual General Meeting or at an Extraordinary General

a) As to entrance fees (if any) payable in respect of membership of the Society. 

b) As to the annual, quarterly or other subscriptions or payments to be payable 
by the members of the Society. 

c) As to the rights and privileges to be accorded to, and the qualifications, 
restrictions and conditions to be imposed on, members of the Society. 

d) As to committees of members in connection with various branches of the 
Society’s activities, and as to the appointment, removal, qualification, 
disqualification, duties, functions, powers and privileges of members of such 
committees. 

e) As to the manner in which the election of officers and Council members shall 
be conducted. 

f) As to the geographical divisions of the Society for electoral purposes, and the 
setting up and regulation of Divisional Councils and their membership, 
duties, functions and powers. 

ii) The Council shall have power to issue Standing Orders from time to time 
regulating the appointment of various committees from members of the Society 
or otherwise as provided herein for the better administration of the business of 
the Council and directing the terms of reference of such committees and the 
procedure governing the transaction of their business. 

iii) Any Committee appointed in accordance with this Article shall have power to 
adopt persons to act as members of the committee whose qualifications or 
experience will assist the committee in its work, but the number of persons so _ 
adopted shall not exceed one-third of the membership of the committee 
excluding adopted members. 


SECRETARY GENERAL 


37.1) The Secretary General shall be appointed by the Council for such time at such 
remuneration and upon such conditions as they think fit, and any person so 
appointed may be removed by them.

THE SEAL 


The Council shall provide a Common Seal of the Society and make rules for the 
safe custody and use thereof, and it shall only be used by the authority of the 
Council previously given and in the presence of one member of the Council at 
least, and every such instrument shall be countersigned by the Secretary General 
or some other person duly authorised by the Council. 


PROCEEDINGS OF THE COUNCIL 

The Council may meet together for the dispatch of business, adjourn and 
otherwise regulate their meetings as they think fit, and determine the quorum 
necessary for the transaction of business. Unless otherwise determined, ten shall 
be a quorum. Questions arising at any meeting shall be decided by a majority of 
votes. In case of an equality of votes the Chairman shall have a second or casting 
vote. 


Five members of the Council may, and on the request of five members of the 
Council the Secretary General shall, at any time, summon a meeting of the 
Council by notice served upon the several members of the Council. A member of 
the Council who is absent from the United Kingdom shall not be entitled to 
notice of a meeting. 


The Chairman shall be entitled to preside at all meetings of the Council at which 
he shall be present, but if no such Chairman be elected, or if at any meeting the 
Chairman be not present within five minutes after the time appointed for holding 
the meeting and willing to preside, the members of the Council present shall 
choose one of the Deputy Chairmen and failing them one other of their number 
to be Chairman of the Meeting. 


A meeting of the Council at which a quorum is present shall be competent to 
exercise all the authorities, powers and discretions by or under the regulations of 
the Society for the time being vested in the Council generally. 


The Council may delegate any of their powers to committees consisting of such 
member or members of the Council as they think fit, and any committee so 
formed shall, in the exercise of the power so delegated, conform to any 
regulations imposed on it by the Council. The meetings and proceedings of any 
such committee shall be governed by the provisions of these presents for 
regulating the meetings and proceedings of the Council so far as applicable and 
so far as the same shall not be superseded by any Bye-Laws made by the Council. 


All acts bona fide done by any meeting of the Council or any committee of the 
Council, or by any person acting as a member of the Council, shall 
notwithstanding it be afterwards discovered that there was some defect in the 
appointment or continuance in office of any such member or person acting as 
aforesaid or that they or any of them were disqualified, be as valid as if every such 
person had been duly appointed or had duly continued in office and was 
disqualified to be a member of the Council. 

The Council shall cause proper minutes to be made of all appointments of 
officers made by the Council and of the proceedings of all meetings of the Society 
and of the Council and of committees of the Council, and all business transacted

at such meetings, and any such minutes of any meetings, if purporting to be 
signed by the Chairman of such meeting, or by the Chairman of the next 
succeeding meeting, shall be sufficient evidence without any further proof of the 
facts therein stated. 


A resolution in writing signed by a majority of the members for the time being of 
the Council or of any committee of the Council who are entitled to receive notice 
of a meeting of the Council or of such committee shall be as valid and effectual as 
if it had been passed at a meeting of the Council or of such committee duly 
convened and constituted. 


ACCOUNTS 


The Council shall cause proper books of account to be kept with respect to: 

a) all sums of money received and expended by the Society and the matters in 
respect of which such receipts and expenditure take place; 

b) all sales and purchases of goods by the Society; and 

c) the assets and liabilities of the Society. 

Proper books shall not be deemed to be kept if there are not kept such books of 

account as are necessary to give a true and fair view of the state of affairs of the 

Society and to explain its transactions. 


The books of account shall be kept at the office, or subject to section 147(3) of 
the Act of 1948 at such other place or places as the Council shall think fit, and 
shall always be open to the inspection of the members of the Council. 


The Council may from time to time impose reasonable restrictions as to the time 
and manner of the inspection by the members (other than members of the | 
Council) or by representatives of members of the accounts and books of the 
Society, or any of them, and subject to such restrictions the accounts and books of 
the Society shall be open to the inspection of such members or representatives of 
members at all reasonable times during business hours. 


The Council shall from time to time in accordance with sections 148, 150 and 157 
of the Act of 1948 cause to be prepared and laid before the Society in General 
Meeting, such income and expenditure accounts, balance sheets and group 
accounts (if any) and reports as are referred to in those sections. A copy of every 
balance sheet (including every document required by law to be annexed thereto) 
which is to be laid before the Society in General Meeting, together with a copy of 
the Auditors report, shall not less than twenty-one days before the date of the 
meeting be sent to every member of, and holder of debentures of, the Society. 
Provided that this Article shall not require a copy of those documents to be sent 
to any person of whose address the Society is not aware or to more than one of the 
joint holders of any debentures. 


AUDIT 


Once at least in every year the accounts of the Society shall be examined, and the 
correctness of the income and expenditure account and balance sheet 
ascertained by one or more properly qualified Auditor or Auditors. 


Auditors shall be appointed and their duties regulated in accordance with 
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sections 159 to 162 of the Act of 1948, the members of the Council being treated 
as the Directors mentioned in those sections. 


NOTICES 


A notice may be served by the Society upon any member, either personally or by 
sending it through the post in a prepaid letter, addressed to such member at his 
registered address as appearing in the register of members. 


Any member described in the register of members by an address not within the 
United Kingdom, who shall from time to time give the Society an address within 
the United Kingdom at which a notice may be served upon him, shail be entitled 
to have notices served upon him at such address, but, save as aforesaid and as 
provided by the Act, only those members who are described in the register of 
members by an address within the United Kingdom shall be entitled to receive 
notices from the Society. 


Any notice, if served by post, shall be deemed to have been served on the day 
following that on which the letter containing the same is put into the post, and in 
proving such service it shall be sufficient to prove that the letter containing the 
notice was properly addressed and put into the post office as a prepaid letter. 


DISSOLUTION 


Clause 9 of the Memorandum of Association of the Society relating to the 
winding up and dissolution of the Society shall have effect as if the provisions 
thereof were repeated in these Articles.

DEFINITIONS 

The Definitions section of the Articles of Association of the Society shall be 
deemed to be incorporated in and applied to these presents. 
SUBSCRIPTIONS 


Annual subscriptions shall be as hereinafter provided. A first annual 
subscription shall be made on application for membership and shall continue in 
force until the first day of April of the following year, when it shall be renewable. 
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a) Individual Members 
1) The annual subscription payable by an individual member shall be not less 
than £25.00. On attainment of the age of 65 or retirement from salaried 
employment at the age of 60, whichever shall be the earlier, on payment of the 
sum of Fifty Pounds, individual members may, at the discretion of the 
Council, retain their membership of the Society in perpetuity, but always 
subject to the Council’s right of removal. 
ii) Individual members may on payment of not less than Five Hundred Pounds 
become life members of the Society. 
b) Local Authority Members 
The annual subscription payable by a local authority shall be not less than as 
follows: for local authorities with a population of: 


Less than 100,000 £345.00 
100,001 to 250,000 £415.00 
250,001 to 500,000 £500.00 
500,001 to 1,000,000 £670.00 


For each additional 500,000 or part thereof £65.00 


c) Corporate Members 
The annual subscription payable by corporate members shall be as follows: 
1) Small local civic societies, colleges, schools and similar organisations — 
£45.00 
ii) Corporate and industrial organisations with less than 50 emplyees — £85.00 
iii) Corporate and industrial organisations with 50 to 199 employees — £175.00 
iv) Corporate and industrial organisations with 200 or more employees — 
£345.00 
v) Corporate and industrial organisations with regional, area or divisional 
offices — by negotiation. 
d) Sustaining Members 
The annual subscription for a sustaining member shall be not less than three 
times the minimum subscription payable by a local authority member under Bye- 
Law 2(b) or three times the subscription of a corporate member under Bye-Law 
2(c)(iv). 
e) Membership — Special Cases 
Under the Bye-Laws the Council of the Society has the power to elect any 
applicant for membership to an appropriate grade of membership, on such 
special terms as to subscription or otherwise as after considering any reasons for 
so doing stated by such applicant the Council may think proper. 


REPRESENTATIVES OF MEMBERS 


. a) Local Authority Members 
Each local authority member shall be entitled to appoint not more than five 
representatives. 
b) Corporate Members 
1) Corporate members elected to membership under Bye-Law 2(c)(i) shall each 
be entitled to appoint one representative. 
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ii) Corporate members elected to membership under Bye-Law 2(c)(ii) shall 
each be entitled to appoint three representatives. 

iii) Corporate members elected to membership under Bye-Law 2(c)(iii) shall 
each be entitled to appoint four representatives.

v) Corporate members elected to membership under Bye-Law 2(c)(v) shall 
each be entitled to appoint representatives by negotiation. 


RIGHTS OF MEMBERS 
4. Each individual member, local authority member and corporate member and 

each representative of a local authority member or corporate member, who has 

paid the appropriate subscription for the current year, shall have the right to: 

1) Nominate individual members and representatives as officers or members of 
the Council; 

ii) Be nominated and elected as an officer or member of the Council; 

iii) Cast one vote at elections; 

iv) Receive notices of and attend and participate in all meetings of the Society 
and of the member’s Division; 

v) Move or second, and cast one vote on motions at meetings of the Society and 
of the member’s Division; 

vi) Receive free of charge as they are issued the Journal and Members Handbook 
of the Society; 

vii)Obtain from the Society, advice and information on questions relating to 
pollution and its control. 


DIVISIONS 
5. a) For administrative and electoral purposes the Society shall be divided into 
geographical Divisions as follows:

Northern: Cleveland, Cumbria (in part, only — Allerdale District Council, City 
of Carlisle and Eden District Council), Durham, Northumberland, Tyne and 
Wear.

East Midlands: Cambridgeshire, Derbyshire, Leicestershire, Lincolnshire, 
Northamptonshire, Nottinghamshire.

South East: Bedfordshire, Berkshire, Buckinghamshire, East Sussex, Greater

b) Members shall normally be considered as belonging to the Division in which 
their address, as entered upon the Society’s records, is situated. However, 
members may elect to belong to another Division better suited to their needs. 

c) For the purposes of carrying out activities in a Division, the members, as 
hereinafter defined, may elect from among themselves a Divisional Council and 
its Honorary Officers. A Divisional Council and its Honorary Officers, other 
than Secretary and auditors, shall consist only of members, representatives and 
delegates of members. The Constitution and activities of a Divisional Council 
shall be subject to the general approval of the Council which shall pay or make 
grants for approved expenses. 

d) The members, representatives and delegates of members, as hereinafter defined, 
in any town or district within a Division, may, if they so desire, and with the 
approval of the Council and of their Divisional Council, set up a branch of the 
Division and elect committees and Honorary Officers. The activities of a branch 
shall be subject to the general approval and guidance of the Council and of the 
Divisional Council and the Divisional Council may pay and make grants for 
approved expenses. 


PRESIDENT, _VICE-PRESIDENTS, HONORARY MEMBERS 
AND HONORARY TREASURER 


6. a) The President and an Honorary Treasurer shall be elected annually on the 
recommendation of the Council by the Society at its Annual General Meeting. 
b) Vice-Presidents shall be elected on the recommendation of the Council by the 
Society at its Annual General Meeting. 
c) Honorary Members shall be elected on the recommendation of the Council by 
the Society at its Annual General Meeting. 


THE COUNCIL 


7. a) The business of the Society shall be specified in Article 35 and shall include the 
direction of the policy of the Society, the work of its committees, the reception of 
reports from such committees, from Divisions, from Headquarters and subject 
groups. 

b) The Council at its first meeting after election shall elect from its own members, a 
Chairman, two Deputy Chairmen and the following committees: 
i) Finance and Administration 
ii) Conference and Promotions 
iii) Technical 
iv) Parliamentary and Local Government 
v) Noise 
vi) Any other committee considered by the Council to be necessary. 

c) The Chairman of Council, the two Deputy Chairmen of Council, the Honorary 
Treasurer, the Chairmen of the standing committees (or Deputies in their 
absence) and the Immediate Past Chairman of Council shall comprise a Steering 
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Group and will meet as required with the following terms of reference: 


To implement Council policy 

To ensure that the programmes of the standing committees are 
comprehensive and appropriately interlocking 

To formulate proposals for policy changes 

To act on behalf of the Council in cases of urgency 

To report to the next following meeting of Council any action taken on its 
behalf. 


d) There shall also be a Nominations Committee, appointed by the Council. The 
terms of reference of this committee shall be as set out in the Standing Orders of 
the Council. 

e) The procedure for the election of Chairman, Deputy Chairmen and committees, 
and the rules and functions of all committees, shall be decided by the Council. 


ELECTIONS 

8. a) President, Vice-Presidents, Honorary Members and Honorary Treasurer. 
Nominations for the office of President, Vice-Presidents, Honorary Members 
and Honorary Treasurer may be made by any member of the Society. 
Nominations, in writing, shall be received by the Secretary General not less than 
three months prior to the date of the Annual General Meeting.

Divisional representatives (elected in accordance with Article 32(a)). Each 
member may nominate Divisional representatives for his own Division 
provided that he does not nominate more than the total number to be 
appointed by that Division. Nominations shall be made to the Divisional 
Secretary not less than seven days before the date of the Annual General 
Meeting of the Division. In the event of more nominations being received 
than there are Divisional Representatives to be appointed, elections by ballot 
shall be held at the Annual General meeting of the Division. The result of 
such an election is to be reported to the Secretary General of the Society not 
later than seven days before the date of the Society’s Annual General 
Meeting. The names of the persons so elected shall be announced at such 
Annual General Meeting. 

No member or representative of a member shall nominate, be nominated for, 
or vote in any Divisional election other than that of which he is a member or 
representative. 


c) Representatives of National or similar organisations (in accordance with Article 
32(b)). Nominations from National or similar organisations shall be received by 
the Secretary General not less than seven days before the date of the Annual 
General Meeting. 

d) No nomination for office shall be considered valid unless the agreement of the 
candidate has been previously obtained. 


INTERPRETATION OF BYE-LAWS 


The Council shall have full power to decide any question of interpretation of 


these Bye-Laws and any other question on which these Bye-Laws are silent, 
subject to the power of the Society in any subsequent general meeting to review 
any such decision and to make new provision in relation thereto.

PRESIDENT, VICE-PRESIDENTS AND HONORARY OFFICERS 


LORD LEWIS OF NEWNHAM, President of the National Society for Clean Air and 
Environmental] Protection, was Chairman of the Royal Commission on Environmental 
Pollution from 1986 - 1992, and is now Chairman of the House of Lords Sub-Commit- 
tee on European Environment. He has a long and distinguished career in science and 
has published over 800 papers. As Professor of Chemistry and Warden of Robinson 
College, Cambridge University, he oversees research students in the school of Transi- 
tion Element Chemistry. Among his many other appointments, Lord Lewis is the UK 
representative on the NATO Science Committee, Chairman of the Management Com- 
mittee of the Melville Laboratory for Polymer Synthesis, Cambridge University and a 
member of the Board of Governors of Anglia University. 


BARONESS PLATT OF WRITTLE, CBE, DL, MA, F Eng, Immediate Past Presi- 
dent of the Society, was educated at Westcliff High School for Girls and Girton Col- 
lege, Cambridge, where she obtained a Mechanical Sciences Tripos in 1943. She then 
worked for Hawker Aircraft as a technical assistant for three years before joining the 
Research and Development Section of British European Airways. She has been Presi- 
dent of the Cambridge University Engineers Association since 1987, was Chairman of 
the Equal Opportunities Commission from 1983-88, and a member of the House of 
Lords Select Committee on Science and Technology 1982-94. Baroness Platt has been 
a member of the Meteorological Office Advisory Committee since 1992, becoming 
Chairman in 1995. Baroness Platt was elected to Chelmsford RDC in 1959 and to 
Essex CC in 1965. She has been an Honorary Member of Arlington Fire Brigade (USA) 
since 1988. She is Chancellor of Middlesex University. Baroness Platt received the 
CBE in 1978 and was created a Life Peer in 1981. 


KEN COLLINS, MEP, Vice-President of the Society, was educated at Hamilton Acad- 
emy, the University of Glasgow and Strathclyde University. He has been Labour member 
of the European Parliament for Strathclyde East since 1979. He was Chairman of the 
European Parliament’s Committee on the Environment, Public Health and Consumer 
Protection 1979-1984, Vice Chairman 1984-1987, and Chairman again since 1989. He 
was also European Parliament Socialist Spokesman on Environment, Public Health 
and Consumer Protection 1984-1989. Ken Collins is a Fellow of the Royal Scottish 
Geographical Society, Hon. Senior Research Fellow, Department of Geography, Lan- 
caster University. He is a member of the Advisory Committee, European Public Policy 
Institute, University of Warwick. He is also a Director of the Institute for European 
Environmental Policy, London and a fellow of the Industry and Parliament Trust. 


THE RT HON THE EARL OF CRANBROOK, MA, PhD, DSc(Hon), DL, Vice- 
President of the Society, is a graduate of the Universities of Cambridge and Birming- 
ham. From 1956-1970, he was employed as a biologist in several posts in SE Asia. 
Lord Cranbrook was appointed to the Nature Conservancy Council in 1990, and Chair- 
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man of English Nature in 1991. He was a member of the Royal Commission on Envi- 
ronmental Pollution 1981-92, the Natural Environment Research Council 1982-88, 
and the Environment Subcommittee, House of Lords Select Committee on the Euro- 
pean Communities. Since 1989, he has been a non-executive member of the Board of 
Anglian Water plc, a member of the Broads Authority since 1988 and a member of the 
Harwich Haven Authority since 1989. In 1991 he was elected Chairman of the Foun- 
dation for European Environmental Policy. 


WAYNE DAVID, MEP, Vice-President of the Society, was elected European Member 
of Parliament for South Wales in June 1989, where he was the first Vice-President of 
the Regional Policy Committee, and Labour’s spokesperson on European Regional 
Policy until 1994.

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MEMORANDUM OF ASSOCIATION 
OF 
THE NATIONAL SOCIETY FOR CLEAN AIR 
AND ENVIRONMENTAL PROTECTION 


Adopted by Special Resolution 29 March 1974 and amended by Special Resolutions 
on 5 October 1981 and 23 October 1991. 


1. The name of the company (hereinafter called “the Society” is “The National 
Society for Clean Air and Environmental Protection”. 


2. The registered office of the Society will be situate in England. 


3. i) The object for which the Society is established is to seek the improvement of the 
environment by promoting clean air through the reduction of air pollution, noise 
and other atmospheric contaminants having regard for the implications for other 
aspects of the environment. 


li) a) ‘To initiate, assist, promote and encourage the investigation, consideration 
and discussion of all forms of pollution in order to achieve its reduction or 
prevention, and to undertake, or support or aid the undertaking of, 
investigations and research relevant to the causes and effects of pollution and the 
means to prevent it and to publish the results of such research. 


b) To promote public education in all matters relating to the value and 
importance of clean air and methods and consequences of air pollution control 
and forms of pollution control by arranging meetings, publications, exhibitions, 
the delivery of lectures and addresses, the display of pictures, cinematograph 
films and models and by other means. 


c) ‘To encourage the adoption of methods to reduce and prevent pollution. 


d) ‘To promote, assist, support, or oppose, as may be consistent with the objects 
for which the Society is established, any administrative or other measures or 
proposed measures affecting pollution. 


e) To initiate, support and co-operate with others in proposals and activities 
calculated to assist the promotion of the Society’s objects. 


f) To establish, and support or aid in the establishment and support of any 
charitable association or institutions and to subscribe or guarantee money for 
charitable purposes in any way connected with the Society’s purposes or 
calculated to further its objects. 


g) To purchase, take on lease or in exchange, hire or otherwise acquire any real 
or personal property and any rights or privileges which the Society may think 
necessary or convenient for the promotion of its objects, and to construct, 
maintain and alter any building or erections necessary or convenient for the work 
of the Society. 
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h) To sell, let, mortgage, dispose of or turn to account all or any of the property 
or assets of the Society as may be thought expedient with a view to the promotion 
of its objects. 


i) ‘To undertake and execute any trusts which may lawfully be undertaken by 
the Society and may be conducive to its objects. 


j) ‘To borrow or raise money for the purposes of the Society and subject to this 
Memorandum of Association on such terms and on such security as may be 
thought fit. 


k) ‘To invest the moneys of the Society not immediately required for its 
purposes in or upon such investments, securities or property as may be thought 
fit, but so that moneys subject or representing property subject to the jurisdiction 
of the Charity Commissioners for England and Wales shall only be invested in 
such securities and with such sanction (if any) as may for the time being be 
prescribed by law. 


I) If and when considered advisable, to take all such measures as may be 
necessary to convert the Society into a body specially incorporated by Royal 
Charter or otherwise, or to secure the creation of a new body so incorporated 
with the object of carrying out the purposes of the Society and continuing the 
work thereof. 


m) ‘To take all such steps as will further the attainment of the above objects or 
any of them. 


PROVIDED FIRST that, notwithstanding anything contained in the preceding 
paragraphs of this Clause, the objects of the Society shall be restricted to such 
only of the objects aforesaid as are according to the law of England exclusively 
charitable. 


PROVIDED SECONDLY that the Society’s objects shall not extend to 
regulation of relations between workers and employers or organisations of 
workers and organisations of employers. 


PROVIDED THIRDLY that in case the Society shall take or hold any property 
subject to the jurisdiction of the Charity Commissioners for England and Wales 
or the Secretary of State for Education and Science, the Society shall not sell, 
mortgage, charge or lease the same without such authority, approval or consent 
as may be required by law and as regards any such property the Council of the 
Society (hereinafter called “the Council”) shall be chargeable for any such 
property that may come into their hands and shall be answerable and 
accountable for their own acts, receipts, neglects and defaults, and for the due 
administration of such property in the same manner and to the same extent as the 
Council would have been if no incorporation had been effected, and the 
incorporation of the Society shall not diminish or impair any control or authority 
exercisable by the Chancery Division, the Charity Commissioners or the 
Secretary of State for Education and Science over the Council but they shall as 
regards any such property be subject jointly and severally to such control or 
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authority as if the Society were not incorporated. In case the Society shall take or 
hold any property which may be subject to any trusts, the Society shall only deal 
with the same in such manner as allowed by law, having regard to such trusts. 


The income and property of the Society, whencesoever derived, shall be applied 
solely towards the promotion of the objects of the Society as set forth in this 
Memorandum of Association and no portion thereof shall be paid or transferred 
directly or indirectly, by way of dividend bonus or otherwise howsoever by way of 
profit, to the members of the Society. 


PROVIDED that nothing herein shall prevent the payment, in good faith, of 
reasonable and proper remuneration and pension to any officer or servant of the 
Society in return for any services actually rendered to the Society, nor prevent the 
payment of interest at a rate of 6% per annum on money lent or reasonable and 
proper rent for premises demised or let by any member to the Society nor prevent 
the gratuitous distribution among, or sale at a discount to, subscribers to the 
funds of the Society of any books or other publications, whether published by the 
Society or otherwise, relating to all or any of the Society’s objects above set forth; 
but so that no member of the Council shall be appointed to any salaried office of 
the Society or any office of the Society paid by fees, and that no remuneration or 
other benefit in money or money’s worth shall be given by the Society to any 
member of the Council, except repayment of out-of-pocket expenses and 
interest at the rate aforesaid on money lent or reasonable and proper rent for 
premises demised or let to the Society; provided that the provision last aforesaid 
shall not apply to any payment to any company of which a member of the Council 
may be a member, and in which such member shall not hold more than one 
hundredth part of the capital, and such member shall not be bound to account for 
any share of profits he may receive in respect of any such payment. 


No addition, alteration or amendment shall be made to or in the provisions of the 
Memorandum or Articles of Association of the Society for the time being in 
force unless the same shall have been previously submitted to and approved by 
the Department of Trade. 


The fourth and fifth paragraphs of the Memorandum of Association contain 
conditions on which a licence is granted by the Board of Trade to the Association 
in pursuance of section 19(1) of the Companies Act 1948. 


The liability of the members is limited. 


Every Member of the Society undertakes to contribute to the assets of the 
Society, in the event of the same being wound up while he is a member, or within 
one year after he ceases to be a member, for payment of the debts and liabilities of 
the Society contracted before he ceases to be a member, and of the costs, charges 
and expenses of winding up, and for the adjustment of the rights of the 
contributories among themselves, such amount | as may be required not 
exceeding 5s (25p). 


If upon the winding up or dissolution of the Society there remains, after the 
satisfaction of all its debts and liabilities, any property whatsoever, the same shall 
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not be paid to or distributed among the members of the Society, but shall be given 
or transferred to some other charitable institution or institutions having objects 
similar to the objects of the Society, and which shall prohibit the distribution of its 
or their income and property among its or their members to an extent at least as 
great as is imposed on the Society at or before the time of dissolution, and if and 
so far as effect cannot be given to such provision, then to some charitable object.

MEMBERSHIP

3. The provisions of section 110 of the Act of 1948 shall be observed by the Society 
and every member of the Society, other than Honorary Members, shall either 
make a written request to become a member (which request may be included in 
his application for membership made in accordance with Article 4(1) of these 
presents) or sign a written consent to become a member or sign the register of 
members on becoming a member. 


4. a) The members of the Society shall be the persons who are members of the Society 
and such other persons as the Council shall from time to time elect or recommend 
to the Society for election. 

b) The Society shall consist of a President, Vice-Presidents, Secretary General, 
Honorary Members, Individual Members, Local Authority Members, 
Corporate Members and Student Members. The Society may also have a Patron 
or Patrons as hereinafter mentioned. 

Classes of Membership: 

c) Individual Members 
i) Any individual who supports the objects of the Society shall be eligible for 

admission as an individual member.

i) Any local authority supporting the objects of the Society shall be eligible for

authority member shall be entitled to exercise on its behalf the same rights as 
an individual member and (if not himself an individual member) shall, by 
virtue of his appointment as such representative, be eligible for election or 
appointment to any office of the Society or to membership of the Council.

Any Society, Institution, Company, Association, Board or Group or 
educational establishment being in every case an incorporated body 
supporting the objects of the Society shall be eligible for admission as a 
corporate member. A corporate member shall be entitled to appoint 
representatives according to subscription as set out in the Bye-Laws, and any 
such representatives shall be entitled to exercise on its behalf the same rights 
as an individual member, and (if not himself an individual member) shall, by 
virtue of his appointment as such representative, be eligible for election or 
appointment to any office of the Society or to membership of the Council. 
An unincorporated body (including a firm) may not as such become a.

and otherwise as any person not so nominated, and shall if admitted have the

NOTICE OF MEETINGS

c) Receiving the results of the election of the Council and other oificers. 


No business shall be transacted at any General Meeting unless a quorum is 
present when the meeting proceeds to business.

If within half an hour from the time appointed for the holding of a General 
Meeting a quorum is not present, the meeting, if convened on the requisition of 
members, shall be dissolved. In any other case it shall stand adjourned to the 
same day in the next week, at the same time and place, or at such other place as 
the Council may determine, and if at such adjourned meeting a quorum is not 
present within half an hour from the time appointed for holding the meeting the 
members present shall be a quorum.

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The Chairman may, with the consent of any meeting at which a quorum is present 
(and shall if so directed by the meeting) adjourn the meeting from time to time, 
and from place to place, but no business shall be transacted at any adjourned 
meeting other than business which might have been transacted at the meeting 
from which the adjournment took place. Whenever a meeting is adjourned for 
thirty days or more, notice of the adjourned meeting shall be given in the same 
manner as of an original meeting.

b) The instrument appointing a proxy shall be in writing under the hand of the

The officers of the Society shall consist of a President, Honorary Treasurer,

PATRON 


The Council may accept the patronage of any person or persons and shall 
thereupon elect such person or persons to be the Patron or Patrons of the Society 
for life or for such period as the Council may determine.

HONORARY TREASURER

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VICE-PRESIDENTS 


27.a) Any person may be elected by the Society as a Vice-President providing that he 
or she is a person of distinction in an appropriate field who is likely to promote 
actively the work of the Society.

THE COUNCIL 


30. Subject as hereinafter provided, the members of Council shall not be less than 20 
in number. The Society may, by Ordinary Resolution from time to time, increase 
or reduce the minimum number of members of the Council. The Council may act 
notwithstanding any vacancies in their body, but if the members of the Council 
shall be reduced in number to less than that required for a quorum for their 
meetings, they may act as the Council for the purpose only of summoning a 
general meeting of the Society. 


31. The Council shall consist of the Patron or Patrons (if any), the President, the 
immediate Past President, the Honorary Treasurer, the immediate past 
Chairman, a number of divisional representatives elected as hereinafter . 
provided; and not more than a like number of other persons consisting of 
representatives of National or similar organisations which are corporate 
members of the Society, at the invitation of the Council. No person other than a 
member of the Society or a representative of a member may be appointed a 
member of the Council. The Council may from time to time and at any time 
appoint any member of the Society or a representative of a member as a member 
of the Council either to fill a casual vacancy or by way of addition to the Council. 
Any member so appointed shall retain his office only until the next Annual

The term National or similar organisation shall refer to any institution,

POWERS OF THE COUNCIL 


The management of the Society shall be in the hands of the Council who may pay 
all expenses incurred in forming and registering the Society and may exercise all 
such powers of the Society as are not by the Act of 1948 or by these presents 
required to be exercised by the Society in General Meeting, subject nevertheless 
to any regulations of these presents, to the provisions of the Act of 1948, and to 
such regulations (not inconsistent with the aforesaid regulations or provisions) as 
may be prescribed by the Society in General Meeting, but no regulations so made 
by the Society shall invalidate any prior act of the Council which would have been 
valid if such regulations had not been made. The general powers given by this 
Article shall not be limited or restricted by any special authority or power given to 
the Council by any other Article.

and revocation of the Bye-Laws for the regulation of the Society and otherwise 
for the furtherance of the purposes for which the Society is established, provided 
that the Bye-Laws are not repugnant to the Memorandum of Association or 
these presents. Such recommendations of the Council shall be laid before the 
Society at the following Annual General Meeting or at an Extraordinary General 
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Meeting called for that purpose for adoption, if thought fit, by Ordinary 
Resolution. The Bye-Laws for the time being in force shall be binding upon all 
members until varied or set aside as hereinafter provided. It is expressly declared 
that, without prejudice to the powers of the Society to adopt Bye-Laws on other 
matters, the following shall be deemed to be matters which (so far as not 
governed by, and subject always to the provisions of, these presents) may be 
governed by Bye-Laws within the meaning of this Article, that is to say: 

a) As to entrance fees (if any) payable in respect of membership of the Society. 

b) As to the annual, quarterly or other subscriptions or payments to be payable 
by the members of the Society. 

c) As to the rights and privileges to be accorded to, and the qualifications, 
restrictions and conditions to be imposed on, members of the Society. 

d) As to committees of members in connection with various branches of the 
Society’s activities, and as to the appointment, removal, qualification, 
disqualification, duties, functions, powers and privileges of members of such 
committees. 

e) As to the manner in which the election of officers and Council members shall 
be conducted. 

t) As to the geographical divisions of the Society for electoral purposes, and the 
setting up and regulation of Divisional Councils and their membership, 
duties, functions and powers. 

ii) The Council shall have power to issue Standing Orders from time to time 
regulating the appointment of various committees from members of the Society 
or otherwise as provided herein for the better administration of the business of 
the Council and directing the terms of reference of such committees and the 
procedure governing the transaction of their business. 

iii) Any Committee appointed in accordance with this Article shall have power to 
adopt persons to act as members of the committee whose qualifications or 
experience will assist the committee in its work, but the number of persons so 
adopted shall not exceed one-third of the membership of the committee 
excluding adopted members. 


SECRETARY GENERAL 


37.1) The Secretary General shall be appointed by the Council for such time at such 
remuneration and upon such conditions as they think fit, and any person so 
appointed may be removed by them. The provisions of section 177 and 179 of the 
Act of 1948 shall apply and be observed. 

ii) The Secretary General shall from time to time submit financial statements at the 
request of the Council. It shall be his duty, under the direction of the Council, to 
conduct the correspondence of the Society, to attend meetings of the Council 
and committees thereof, to take minutes of the proceedings of such meetings, to 
superintend the publication of such papers as the Council may direct, engage and 
be responsible for all persons employed under him, and, in general, conduct the 
ordinary business of the Society in accordance with the Memorandum and 
Articles of Association. 
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iii) The Council may from time to time by resolution appoint an assistant or deputy

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Secretary General, and any person so appointed may act in place of the Secretary 
General if there be no Secretary General or no Secretary General capable of 
acting. 


THE SEAL 


The Council shall provide a Common Seal of the Society and make rules for the 
safe custody and use thereof, and it shall only be used by the authority of the 
Council previously given and in the presence of one member of the Council at 
least, and every such instrument shall be countersigned by the Secretary General 
or some other person duly authorised by the Council. 


PROCEEDINGS OF THE COUNCIL 


The Council may meet together for the dispatch of business, adjourn and 
otherwise regulate their meetings as they think fit, and determine the quorum 
necessary for the transaction of business. Unless otherwise determined, ten shall 
be a quorum. Questions arising at any meeting shall be decided by a majority of 
votes. In case of an equality of votes the Chairman shall have a second or casting 
vote. 


Five members of the Council may, and on the request of five members of the 
Council the Secretary General shall, at any time, summon a meeting of the 
Council by notice served upon the several members of the Council. A member of 
the Council who is absent from the United Kingdom shall not be entitled to 
notice of a meeting. 


The Chairman shall be entitled to preside at all meetings of the Council at which 
he shall be present, but if no such Chairman be elected, or if at any meeting the 
Chairman be not present within five minutes after the time appointed for holding 
the meeting and willing to preside, the members of the Council present shall 
choose one of the Deputy Chairmen and failing them one other of their number 
to be Chairman of the Meeting. 


A meeting of the Council at which a quorum is present shall be competent to 
exercise all the authorities, powers and discretions by or under the regulations of 
the Society for the time being vested in the Council generally. 


The Council may delegate any of their powers to committees consisting of such 
member or members of the Council as they think fit, and any committee so 
formed shall, in the exercise of the power so delegated, conform to any 
regulations imposed on it by the Council. The meetings and proceedings of any 
such committee shall be governed by the provisions of these presents for 
regulating the meetings and proceedings of the Council so far as applicable and 
so far as the same shall not be superseded by any Bye-Laws made by the Council. 


All acts bona fide done by any meeting of the Council or any committee of the 
Council, or by any person acting as a member of the Council, shall 
notwithstanding it be afterwards discovered that there was some defect in the 
appointment or continuance in office of any such member or person acting as 
aforesaid or that they or any of them were disqualified, be as valid as if every such 
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person had been duly appointed or had duly continued in office and was 
disqualified to be a member of the Council. 


The Council shall cause proper minutes to be made of all appointments of 
officers made by the Council and of the proceedings of all meetings of the Society 
and of the Council and of committees of the Council, and all business transacted 
at such meetings, and any such minutes of any meetings, if purporting to be 
signed by the Chairman of such meeting, or by the Chairman of the next 
succeeding meeting, shall be sufficient evidence without any further proof of the 
facts therein stated. 

A resolution in writing signed by a majority of the members for the time being of 
the Council or of any committee of the Council who are entitled to receive notice 
of a meeting of the Council or of such committee shall be as valid and effectual as 
if it had been passed at a meeting of the Council or of such committee duly 
convened and constituted. 


ACCOUNTS 


The Council shall cause proper books of account to be kept with respect to: 

a) all sums of money received and expended by the Society and the matters in 
respect of which such receipts and expenditure take place; 

b) all sales and purchases of goods by the Society; and 

c) the assets and liabilities of the Society. 

Proper books shall not be deemed to be kept if there are not kept such books of 

account as are necessary to give a true and fair view of the state of affairs of the 

Society and to explain its transactions. 


The books of account shall be kept at the office, or subject to section 147(3) of 
the Act of 1948 at such other place or places as the Council shall think fit, and 
shall always be open to the inspection of the members of the Council. 


The Council may from time to time impose reasonable restrictions as to the time 
and manner of the inspection by the members (other than members of the 
Council) or by representatives of members of the accounts and books of the 
Society, or any of them, and subject to such restrictions the accounts and books of 
the Society shall be open to the inspection of such members or representatives of 
members at all reasonable times during business hours. 


The Council shall from time to time in accordance with sections 148, 150 and 157 
of the Act of 1948 cause to be prepared and laid before the Society in General 
Meeting, such income and expenditure accounts, balance sheets and group 
accounts (if any) and reports as are referred to in those sections. A copy of every 
balance sheet (including every document required by law to be annexed thereto) 
which is to be laid before the Society in General Meeting, together with a copy of 
the Auditors report, shall not less than twenty-one days before the date of the 
meeting be sent to every member of, and holder of debentures of, the Society. 
Provided that this Article shall not require a copy of those documents to be sent 
to any person of whose address the Society is not aware or to more than one of the 
joint holders of any debentures. 
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AUDIT 


Once at least in every year the accounts of the Society shall be examined, and the 
correctness of the income and expenditure account and balance sheet 
ascertained by one or more properly qualified Auditor or Auditors. 


Auditors shall be appointed and their duties regulated in accordance with 
sections 159 to 162 of the Act of 1948, the members of the Council being treated 
as the Directors mentioned in those sections. 


NOTICES 


A notice may be served by the Society upon any member, either personally or by 
sending it through the post in a prepaid letter, addressed to such member at his 
registered address as appearing in the register of members. 


Any member described in the register of members by an address not within the 

United Kingdom, who shall from time to time give the Society an address within 

the United Kingdom at which a notice may be served upon him, shall be entitled 

to have notices served upon him at such address, but, save as aforesaid and as" 
provided by the Act, only those members who are described in the register of 

members by an address within the United Kingdom shall be entitled to receive 

notices from the Society. 


Any notice, if served by post, shall be deemed to have been served on the day 
following that on which the letter containing the same is put into the post, and in 
proving such service it shall be sufficient to prove that the letter containing the 
notice was properly addressed and put into the post office as a prepaid letter. 


‘DISSOLUTION 


Clause 9 of the Memorandum of Association of the Society relating to the 
winding up and dissolution of the Society shall have effect as if the provisions 
thereof were repeated in these Articles. 


BYE-LAWS 
OF 
THE NATIONAL SOCIETY FOR CLEAN AIR 
AND ENVIRONMENTAL PROTECTION 


Adopted by Ordinary Resolution dated 29 March 1974 and as amended on 13 October 
1976, 6 July 1977, 20 July 1978, 16 July 1980, 5 October 1981, 18 October 1982, 31 
October 1983, 1 October 1984, 14 October 1985, 27 October 1986, 26 October 1987, 
24 October 1988, 23 October 1989, 15 October 1990, 21 October 1991, 4 October 
1993 and 24 October 1994. 
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DEFINITIONS 


The Definitions section of the Articles of Association of the Society shall be 
deemed to be incorporated in and applied to these presents. 
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SUBSCRIPTIONS 


Annual subscriptions shall be as hereinafter provided. A first annual 
subscription shall be made on application for membership and shall continue in 
force until the first day of April of the following year, when it shall be renewable. 


a) Individual Members 
i) The annual subscription payable by an individual member shall be not less 
than £26.00. On attainment of the age of 65 or retirement from salaried 
employment at the age of 60, whichever shall be the earlier, on payment of the 
sum of Fifty-two Pounds, individual members may, at the discretion of the 
Council, retain their membership of the Society in perpetuity, but always 
subject to the Council’s right of removal. 
ii) Individual members may on payment of not less than Five Hundred and 
Twenty Pounds become life members of the Society. 
b) Local Authority Members 
The annual subscription payable by a local authority shall be not less than as 
follows: for local authorities with a population of: 


Less than 100,000 £355.00 
100,001 to 250,000 £425.00 
250,001 to 500,000 £515.00 
500,001 to 1,000,000 £690.00 


For each additional 500,000 or part thereof £70.00 


c) Corporate Members 
The annual subscription payable by corporate members shall be as follows: 
1) Small local civic societies, colleges, schools and similar organisations — 
£47.00 
ii) Corporate and industrial organisations with less than 50 employees — £90.00 
iii) Corporate and industrial organisations with 50 to 199 employees — £180.00 
iv) Corporate and industrial organisations with 200 or more employees — 
£355.00 
v) Corporate and industrial organisations with regional, area or divisional 
offices — by negotiation. 
d) Sustaining Members 
The annual subscription for a sustaining member shall be not less than three 
times the minimum subscription payable by a local authority member under Bye- 
Law 2(b) or three times the subscription of a corporate member under Bye-Law 
2(c)(iv). 
e) Membership — Special Cases 
Under the Bye-Laws the Council of the Society has the power to elect any 
applicant for membership to an appropriate grade of membership, on such 
special terms as to subscription or otherwise as after considering any reasons for 
so doing stated by such applicant the Council may think proper. 
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REPRESENTATIVES OF MEMBERS 


3. a) Local Authority Members 
Each local authority member shall be entitled to appoint not more than five 
representatives. 


b) Corporate Members 

i) Corporate members elected to membership under Bye-Law 2(c)(1) shall each 
be entitled to appoint one representative. 

ii) Corporate members elected to membership under Bye-Law 2(c)(ii) shall 
each be entitled to appoint three representatives. 

iii) Corporate members elected to membership under Bye-Law 2(c)(iii) shall 
each be entitled to appoint four representatives. 

iv) Corporate members elected to membership under Bye-Law 2(c)(iv) shall 
each be entitled to appoint five representatives. 

v) Corporate members elected to membership under Bye-Law 2(c)(v) shall 
each be entitled to appoint representatives by negotiation. 


RIGHTS OF MEMBERS 


4. Each individual member, local authority member and corporate member and 
each representative of a local authority member or corporate member, who has 
paid the appropriate subscription for the current year, shall have the right to: 
1) Nominate individual members and representatives as officers or members of 
the Council; 

ii) Be nominated and elected as an officer or member of the Council; 

ili) Cast one vote at elections; 

iv) Receive notices of and attend and participate in all meetings of the Society 
and of the member’s Division; 

v) Move or second, and cast one vote on motions at meetings of the Society and 
of the member’s Division; 

vi) Receive free of charge as they are issued the Journal and Members Handbook 
of the Society; 

vii)Obtain from the Society, advice and information on questions relating to 
pollution and its control. 


DIVISIONS 


5. a) For administrative and electoral purposes the Society shall be divided into 
geographical Divisions as follows: 


Scotland 

Northern Ireland 

Northern: Cleveland, Cumbria (in part, only — Allerdale District Council, City 
of Carlisle and Eden District Council), Durham, Northumberland, Tyne and 
Wear. 

North West: Cheshire, Clwyd, Cumbria (in part, only — Barrow-in-Furness 
Borough Council, Copeland District Council and South Lakeland District 
Council), Greater Manchester, Gwynedd, Lancashire, Merseyside. 

Yorkshire and Humberside: Humberside, North Yorkshire, South Yorkshire, 
West Yorkshire. 
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West Midlands: Hereford and Worcester, Salop, Staffordshire, Warwickshire, 
West Midlands. 

East Midlands: Cambridgeshire, Derbyshire, Leicestershire, Lincolnshire, 
Northamptonshire, Nottinghamshire. 

Eastern: Essex, Norfolk, Suffolk. — 

South East: Bedfordshire, Berkshire, Buckinghamshire, East Sussex, Greater 
London, Hampshire, Hertfordshire, Isle of Wight, Kent, Oxfordshire, Surrey, 
West Sussex. 

South West: Avon, Comwall, Devon, Dorset, Gloucestershire, Somerset, 
Wiltshire. 

South and Mid Wales: Wales except for Clwyd and Gwynedd. 


b) Members shall normally be considered as belonging to the Division in which 
their address, as entered upon the Society’s records, is situated. However, 
members may elect to belong to another Division better suited to their needs. 

c) For the purposes of carrying out activities in a Division, the members, as 
hereinafter defined, may elect from among themselves a Divisional Council and 
its Honorary Officers. A Divisional Council and its Honorary Officers, other 
than Secretary and auditors, shall consist only of members, representatives and 
delegates of members. The Constitution and activities of a Divisional Council 
shall be subject to the general approval of the Council which shall pay or make 
grants for approved expenses. 

d) The members, representatives and delegates of members, as hereinafter defined, 
in any town or district within a Division, may, if they so desire, and with the 
approval of the Council and of their Divisional Council, set up a branch of the 
Division and elect committees and Honorary Officers. The activities of a branch 
shall be subject to the general approval and guidance of the Council and of the 
Divisional Council and the Divisional Council may pay and make grants for 
approved expenses. 


PRESIDENT, VICE-PRESIDENTS, HONORARY MEMBERS 
AND HONORARY TREASURER 


. a) The President and an Honorary Treasurer shall be elected annually on the 
recommendation of the Council by the Society at its Annual General Meeting. 

b) Vice-Presidents shall be elected on the recommendation of the Council by the 
Society at its Annual General Meeting. 

c) Honorary Members shall be elected on the recommendation of the Council by 
the Society at its Annual General Meeting. 


THE COUNCIL 


. a) The business of the Society shall be specified in Article 35 and shall include the 
direction of the policy of the Society, the work of its committees, the reception of 
reports from such committees, from Divisions, from Headquarters and subject 
groups. 

b) The Council at its first meeting after election shall elect from its own members, a 
Chairman, two Deputy Chairmen and the following committees: 
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i) 


Finance and Administration 


li) Conference and Promotions 
ii) Technical 
iv) Parliamentary and Local Government 


v) 


Noise 


vi) Any other committee considered by the Council to be vee ee 

c) The Chairman of Council, the two Deputy Chairmen of Council, the Honorary 
Treasurer, the Chairmen of the standing committees (or Deputies in their 
absence) and the Immediate Past Chairman of Council shall comprise a Steering 
Group and will meet as required with the following terms of reference: 


To implement Council policy 

To ensure that the programmes of the standing committees are 
comprehensive and appropriately interlocking 

To formulate proposals for policy changes 

To act on behalf of the Council in cases of urgency 

To report to the next following meeting of Council any action taken on its 
behalf. 


d) There shall also be a Nominations Committee, appointed by the Council. The 
terms of reference of this committee shall be as set out in the Standing Orders of 
the Council. 

e) The procedure for the election of Chairman, Deputy Chairmen and committees, 
and the rules and functions of all committees, shall be decided by the Council. 


ELECTIONS 


8. a) President, Vice-Presidents, Honorary Members and Honorary Treasurer. 
Nominations for the office of President, Vice-Presidents, Honorary Members 
and Honorary Treasurer may be made by any member of the Society. 
Nominations, in writing, shall be received by the Secretary General not less than 
three months prior to the date of the Annual General Meeting.

Divisional representatives (elected in accordance with Article 32(a)). Each 
member may nominate Divisional representatives for his own Division 
provided that he does not nominate more than the total number to be 
appointed by that Division. Nominations shall be made to the Divisional 
Secretary not less than seven days before the date of the Annual General 
Meeting of the Division. In the event of more nominations being received 
than there are Divisional Representatives to be appointed, elections by ballot 
shall be held at the Annual General meeting of the Division. The result of 
such an election is to be reported to the Secretary General of the Society not 
later than seven days before the date of the Society’s Annual General 
Meeting. The names of the persons so elected shall be announced at such 
Annual General Meeting. 

No member or representative of a member shall nominate, be nominated for, 
or vote in any Divisional election other than that of which he is a member or 
representative. 


c) Representatives of National or similar organisations (in accordance with Article 
32(b)). Nominations from National or similar organisations shall be received by 
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the Secretary General not less than seven days before the date of the Annual 
General Meeting. 

d) No nomination for office shall be considered valid unless the agreement of the 
candidate has been previously obtained. 


INTERPRETATION OF BYE-LAWS 


The Council shall have full power to decide any question of interpretation of 
these Bye-Laws and any other question on which these Bye-Laws are silent, 
subject to the power of the Society in any subsequent general meeting to review 
any such decision and to make new provision in relation thereto.

PRESIDENT, VICE-PRESIDENTS AND HONORARY OFFICERS 


DAME BARBARA CLAYTON, DBE, MD, PhD, HonDSc, FRCP, FRCPE, 
FRCPath, President of the National Society for Clean Air and Environmental 
Protection, is Honorary Research Professor in Metabolism at the University of 
Southampton. She has been a member of the Royal Commission on Environmental 
Pollution from 1981-1996. She is presently Chairman of the MRC Committee on 
Toxic Hazards in the Workplace and Environment, the Standing Committee on 
Postgraduate Medical and Dental Education and the Medical and Scientific Panel 
Leukaemia Research Fund and Honorary President of the British Dietetic 
Association. She is a Past President of the Royal College of Pathologists and 
Association of Clinical Biochemists and Past Dean of the Faculty of Medicine at 
the University of Southampton. 


LORD LEWIS OF NEWNHAM, Immediate Past President of the National 
Society for Clean Air and Environmental Protection, was Chairman of the Royal 
Commission on Environmental Pollution from 1986-1992. He has a long and 
distinguished career in science and has published over 800 papers. As Emeritus 
Professor of Chemistry and Warden of Robinson College, Cambridge University, 
he oversees research students in the School of Transition Element Chemistry. 
Among his many other appointments, Lord Lewis is the UK representative on the 
NATO Science Committee, and a member of the Board of Governors of Anglia 
University. 


ANDREW BENNETT, MP, Vice President of the Society, is the Member for 
Denton and Reddish. He was educated at Birmingham University. He chairs the | 
Select Committee on Environment, Joint Select Committee on Statutory 
Instruments and is Secretary of PLP Civil Liberties Group. 


KEN COLLINS, MEP, Vice-President of the Society, was educated at Hamilton 
Academy, the University of Glasgow and Strathclyde University. He has been 
Labour Member of the European Parliament for Strathclyde East since 1979. He 
was Chairman of the European Parliament’s Committee on the Environment, 
Public Health and Consumer Protection 1979-1984, Vice Chairman 1984-1987, 
and Chairman again since 1989. He was also European Parliament Socialist 
Spokesman on Environment, Public Health and Consumer Protection 1984-1989. 
Ken Collins is a Fellow of the Royal Scottish Geographical Society, Hon. Senior 
Research Fellow, Department of Geography, Lancaster University. He is a 
member of the Advisory Committee, European Public Policy Institute, University 
of Warwick. He is also a Director of the Institute for European Environmental 
Policy, London and a fellow of the Industry and Parliament Trust. 


THE RT HON THE EARL OF CRANBROOK, MA, PhD, DSc(Hon), DL, 
Vice-President of the Society, is a graduate of the Universities of Cambridge and 
Birmingham. From 1956-1970, he was employed as a biologist in several posts in 
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SE Asia. Lord Cranbrook was appointed to the Nature Conservancy Council in 
1990, and Chairman of English Nature in 1991. He was a member of the Royal 
Commission on Environmental Pollution 1981-92, the Natural Environment 
Research Council 1982-88, and in the House of Lords has been a member of the 
Select Committee on Science and. Technology and the Environment 
Subcommittee, and the Select Committee on the European Communities. Since 
1989, he has been a non-executive member of the Board of Anglian Water plc and 
Chairman of the Environmental Advisory Board of Shanks & McEwan Group plc, 
a member of the Broads Authority since 1988 and a member of the Harwich 
Haven Authority since 1989. In 1991 he was elected Chairman of the Foundation 
for European Environmental Policy. 


WAYNE DAVID, MEP, Vice-President of the Society, was elected European 
Member of Parliament for South Wales in June 1989, where he was the first Vice- 
President of the Regional Policy Committee, and Labour’s spokesperson on 
European Regional Policy until 1994. In June 1994 he was elected for South 
Wales Central, and is the Leader of the European Parliamentary Labour Party. 


JOHN EDMONDS, Vice-President of the Society, 1s General Secretary of the 
GMB (formerly the General, Municipal, Boilermakers and Allied Trades Union). 
Educated at Christ’s Hospital and Oriel College Oxford (BA 1965, MA 1968). In 
1966 he became Research Assistant at the General & Municipal Workers Union; 
subsequently Deputy Research Officer (1967), Regional Officer (1968) and 
National Industrial Officer (1972-1985). He was a member of the Royal 
Commission on Environmental Pollution (1979-1989) and was Visiting Fellow, 
- Nuffield College, Oxford (1986-1994); Governor, London School of Economics 
(1986-1995). He is a Trustee of the Institute for Policy Research, a Director of 
Unity Trust Bank plc, a Forestry Commissioner, member of the Council of 
Consumers’ Association and a Trustee of the National Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Children. 


DR CAROLINE JACKSON, MEP, Vice-President of the Society, has been a 
Member of the European Parliament since 1984, representing Wiltshire, Newbury 
and Wantage (1984-1994) and the re-drawn seat of Wiltshire North and Bath since 
1994. She is Conservative spokeswoman on Environment and Consumer 
Protection, Vice-Chair of the European Parliament’s Environment and Consumer 
Protection Committee, and a Director of the Institute of European Environmental 
Policy. Dr Jackson is a former member of the National Consumer Council and of 
the British Committee for European Year of the Environment. Educated at St 
Hugh’s and Nuffield College, Oxford, with a doctorate in 19th century history, she 
formerly worked for the European Parliament in Luxembourg and Brussels. 


JOHN LANGSTON, CBE, Vice-President of the Society, served in the RAFVR 
and then in the Royal Air Force from 1942 until his retirement in 1979, in the rank 
of Air Commodore. From 1980-1991 he was Secretary General of the National 
Society for Clean Air and Environmental Protection. He was elected Director 
General of the International Union of Air Pollution Prevention and Environmental 
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Protection Associations in 1986 — a position which he continues to hold. In 
December 1991 he was elected Chairman of the Investigation of Air Pollution 
Standing Conference. Appointed CBE in 1975, he is a Fellow of the British 
Institute of Management and the Royal Society of Arts. 


SIR JOHN MASON, CB, DSc, FRS, Vice-President and a Past President of the 
Society, ig currently Chancellor of UMIST and Senior Advisor to the Centre for 
Environmental Technology, Imperial College. He was Director-Generai of the 
Meteorological Office from 1965-1983. From 1983-90 he was Director of the 
Surface Waters Acidification Programme and has recently been Chairman of the 
Scientific Management Committee of the World Climate Research Programme 
and Chairman of the Coordinating Committee on Marine Science and Technology. 
He was awarded the Charles Chree medal and Prize of the Physical Society 
(1965), the Glazebrook Medal of the Institute (1974) and the Rumford Medal of 
the Royal Society (1972) for his discoveries on clouds, rain and the origin of 
lightning, on which he delivered the Bakerian Lecture of the Royal Society in 
1971. He was awarded the Symons Memorial Gold Medal of the Royal 
Meteorological Society (1975). He was made a CB in 1973 and knighted in 1979. 
In 1991 he received the Royal Society’s Royal Medal for his distinguished 
contributions to the science of cloud physics and other achievements in the field of 
meteorology. 


LORD NATHAN, MA, LLD (HON), FSA, FRSA, FRGS, Honorary Doctor of 
Laws (Sussex), Vice-President and a Past President of the Society, was a member 
of the Royal Commission on Environmental Pollution (1979-1989) and of the 
House of Lords Select Committee on the European Communities; he was 
Chairman of its Environment sub-committee (1983-1987 and 1990-1993) and of 
the ad hoc sub-committee on the European Company Statute; he was also 
Chairman of the Select Committee on Murder and Life Imprisonment (1988-

Lord Nathan is an Emeritus Vice President of the 
Royal Society of Arts (Chairman 1975-1977 and subsequently Chairman of its 
Environment Committee). He was Chairman of a working party on Energy and the 
Environment which reported in 1974. He is a retired solicitor who practised in the 
City from 1950, being senior partner of Herbert, Oppenheimer Nathan and Vandyk 
until 1986 and was Consultant to Denton Hall Burgin and Warrens to 1992. He is 
an Honorary Associate Member of the Association of the Bar of the City of New 
York and was a Director of the American Judicature Society (1992-1995). He is a 
Member of the House of Lords Select Committee on Science and Technology, the 
Law Sub-Committee, the Select Committee on the European Union and the 
Privilege Committee.

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MEMORANDUM OF ASSOCIATION 
OF 
THE NATIONAL SOCIETY FOR CLEAN AIR 
AND ENVIRONMENTAL PROTECTION 


Adopted by Special Resolution 29 March 1974 and amended by Special 


Resolutions on 5 October 1981 and 23 October 1991. 


The name of the company (hereinafter called “the Society” is “The 
National Society for Clean Air and Environmental Protection”. 


The registered office of the Society will be situate in England. 


The object for which the Society is established is to seek the improvement 
of the environment by promoting clean air through the reduction of air 
pollution, noise and other atmospheric contaminants having regard for the 
implications for other aspects of the environment. 


a) To initiate, assist, promote and encourage the investigation, 
consideration and discussion of all forms of pollution in order to achieve its 
reduction or prevention, and to undertake, or support or aid the undertaking 
of, investigations and research relevant to the causes and effects of 
pollution and the means to prevent it and to publish the results of such 
research. 


b) To promote public education in all matters relating to the value and 
importance of clean air and methods and consequences of air pollution 
control and forms of pollution control by arranging meetings, publications, 
exhibitions, the delivery of lectures and addresses, the display of pictures, 
cinematograph films and models and by other means. 


c) To encourage the adoption of methods to reduce and prevent pollution. 


d) To promote, assist, support, or oppose, as may be consistent with the 
objects for which the Society is established, any administrative or other 
measures or proposed measures affecting pollution. 


e) To initiate, support and co-operate with others in proposals and 
activities calculated to assist the promotion of the Society’s objects. 


f) To establish, and support or aid in the establishment and support of any 
charitable association or institutions and to subscribe or guarantee money 
for charitable purposes in any way connected with the Society’s purposes 
or calculated to further its objects. 


g) To purchase, take on lease or in exchange, hire or otherwise acquire any 
real or personal property and any rights or privileges which the Society 
may think necessary or convenient for the promotion of its objects, and to 
construct, maintain and alter any building or erections necessary or 
convenient for the work of the Society. 
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h) To sell, let, mortgage, dispose of or turn to account all or any of the 
property or assets of the Society as may be thought expedient with a view 
to the promotion of its objects. 


i) To undertake and execute any trusts which may lawfully be undertaken 
by the Society and may be conducive to its objects. 


j) To borrow or raise money for the purposes of the Society and subject to 
this Memorandum of Association on such terms and on such security as 
may be thought fit. 


k) To invest the moneys of the Society not immediately 
required for its purposes in or upon such investments, securities or property 
as may be thought fit, but so that moneys subject or representing property 
subject to the jurisdiction of the Charity Commissioners tor England and 
Wales shall only be invested in such securities and with such sanction (if 
any) as may for the time being be prescribed by law. 


1) If and when considered advisable, to take all such measures as may be 
necessary to convert the Society into a body specially incorporated by 
Royal Charter or otherwise, or to secure the creation of a new body so 
incorporated with the object of carrying out the purposes of the Society and 
continuing the work thereof. 


m) To take all such steps as will further the attainment of the above objects 
or any of them. 


PROVIDED FIRST that, notwithstanding anything contained in the 
preceding paragraphs of this Clause, the objects of the Society shall be 
restricted to such only of the objects aforesaid as are according to the law 
of England exclusively charitable. 


PROVIDED SECONDLY that the Society’s objects shall not extend 
to regulation of relations between workers and employers or organisations 
of workers and organisations of employers. 


PROVIDED THIRDLY that in case the Society shall take or hold 
any property subject to the jurisdiction of the Charity Commissioners for 
England and Wales or the Secretary of State for Education and Science, the 
Society shall not sell, mortgage, charge or lease the same without such 
authority, approval or consent as may be required by law and as regards 
any such property the Council of the Society (hereinafter called “the 
Council”) shall be chargeable for any such property that may come into 
their hands and shall be answerable and accountable for their own acts, 
receipts, neglects and defaults, and for the due administration of such 
property in the same manner and to the same’extent as the Council would 
have been if no incorporation had been effected, and the incorporation of 
the Society shall not diminish or impair any control or authority exercisable 
by the Chancery Division, the Charity Commissioners or the Secretary of 
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State for Education and Science over the Council but they shall as regards 
any such property be subject jointly and severally to such control or 
authority as if the Society were not incorporated. In case the Society shall 
take or hold any property which may be subject to any trusts, the Society 
shall only deal with the same in such manner as allowed by law, having 
regard to such trusts. 


The income and property of the Society, whencesoever derived, shall be 
applied solely towards the promotion of the objects of the Society as set 
forth in this Memorandum of Association and no portion thereof shall be 
paid or transferred directly or indirectly, by way of dividend bonus or 
otherwise howsoever by way of profit, to the members of the Society. 


PROVIDED that nothing herein shall prevent the payment, in good faith, of 
reasonable and proper remuneration and pension to any officer or servant of 
the Society in return for any services actually rendered to the Society, nor 
prevent the payment of interest at a rate of 6% per annum on money lent or 
reasonable and proper rent for premises demised or let by any member to 
the Society nor prevent the gratuitous distribution among, or sale at a 
discount to, subscribers to the funds of the Society of any books or other 
publications, whether published by the Society or otherwise, relating to all 
_ or any of the Society’s objects above set forth; but so that no member of the 
Council shall be appointed to any salaried office of the Society or any 
office of the Society paid by fees, and that no remuneration or other benefit 
in money or money’s worth shall be given by the Society to any member of 
the Council, except repayment of out-of-pocket expenses and interest at the 
rate aforesaid on money lent or reasonable and proper rent for premises 
demised or let to the Society; provided that the provision last aforesaid 
shall not apply to any payment to any company of which a member of the 
Council may be a member, and in which such member shall not hold more 
than one hundredth part of the capital, and such member shall not be bound 
to account for any share of profits he may receive in respect of any such 
payment. 


No addition, alteration or amendment shall be made to or in the provisions 
of the Memorandum or Articles of Association of the Society for the time 
being in force unless the same shall have been previously submitted to and 
approved by the Department of Trade. 


The fourth and fifth paragraphs of the Memorandum of Association contain 
conditions on which a licence is granted by the Board of Trade to the 
Association in pursuance of section 19(1) of the Companies Act 1948. 


The liability of the members 1s limited. 


Every Member of the Society undertakes to contribute to the assets of the 
Society, in the event of the same being wound up while he is a member, or 
within one year after he ceases to be a member, for payment of the debts 
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and liabilities of the Society contracted before he ceases to be a member, 
and of the costs, charges and expenses of winding up, and for the 
adjustment of the rights of the contributories among themselves, such 
amount as may be required not exceeding 5s (25p). 


UE If upon the winding up or dissolution of the Society there remains, after 
the satisfaction of all its debts and liabilities, any property whatsoever, the 
same shall not be paid to or distributed among the members of the Society, 
but shall be given or transferred to some other charitable institution or 
institutions having objects similar to the objects of the Society, and which 
shall prohibit the distribution of its or their income and property among its 
or their members to an extent at least as great as is imposed on the Society 
at or before the time of dissolution, and if and so far as effect cannot be 
given to such provision, then to some charitable object.

MEMBERSHIP 
The number of members with which the Society 1s registered is unlimited. 


The provisions of section 110 of the Act of 1948 shall be observed by the 
Society and every member of the Society, other than Honorary Members, 
shall either make a written request to become a member (which request 
may be included in his application for membership made in accordance 
with Article 4(1) of these presents) or sign a written consent to become a 
member or sign the register of members on becoming a member. 


a) The members of the Society shall be the persons who are members of 
the Society and such other persons as the Council shall from time to time 
elect or recommend to the Society for election. 

b) The Society shall consist of a President, Vice-Presidents, Secretary 
General, Honorary Members, Individual Members, Local Authority

Members, Corporate Members and Student Members. The Society may 
also have a Patron or Patrons as hereinafter mentioned. 


Classes of Membership: 


c) Individual Members 

i) Any individual who supports the objects of the Society shall be eligible 
for admission as an individual member. 

11) On attainment of the age of 65 or retirement from salaried employment 
at the age of 60, whichever shall be earlier, individual members may, at the 
discretion of the Council, retain their membership as individual members of 
the Society on payment of a fixed sum as prescribed in the Bye-Laws of the 
Society. 


d) Local Authority Members 

1) Any local authority supporting the objects of the Society shall be 
eligible for admission as a local authority member. A local authority 
member shall be entitled from time to time to appoint, and to revoke the 
appointment of not more than five representatives. Each of the 
representatives of a local authority member shall be entitled to exercise on 
its behalf the same rights as an individual member and (if not himself an 
individual member) shall, by virtue of his appointment as such 
representative, be eligible for election or appointment to any office of the 
Society or to membership of the Council. 

11) For the purpose of this Article, the designation local authority shall be 
deemed to include health authorities and water authorities or such other like 
authorities as the Council shall from time to time admit for membership. 


e) Corporate Members 

1) Any Society, Institution, Company, Association, Board or Group or 
educational establishment being in every case an incorporated body 
supporting the objects of the Society shall be eligible for admission as a 
corporate member. A corporate member shall be entitled to appoint 
representatives according to subscription as set out in the Bye-Laws, and 
any such representatives shall be entitled to exercise on its behalf the same 
rights as an individual member, and (if not himself an individual member) 
shall, by virtue of his appointment as such representative, be eligible for 
election or appointment to any office of the Society or to membership of 
the Council. 

i) An unincorporated body (including a firm) may not as such become a 
member of the Society, but if it desires to obtain the advantages of 
membership it may nominate representatives (determined according to 
subscription as aforesaid) to apply in its name for membership and exercise 
the rights of membership on its behalf. Every person so applying for 
membership shall be subject to the same rules and regulations as to 
admission and otherwise as any person not so nominated, and shall if 
admitted have the same rights and be subject to the same liabilities and 
incidents as any individual member except that (i) such persons shall be 
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liable to pay such annual subscription as is appropriate to a corporate 
member (11) if his nomination is revoked by such a body he shall cease to 
be a member. References in these presents or in the Bye-Laws to corporate 
members shall as far as the context admits include reference to 
unincorporated bodies having nominated representative members provided 
always that no such body shall as such have any rights of voting or 
otherwise or be deemed for any purpose to be a member of the Society. 


f) Sustaining Members 

Any member who subscribes not less than the sum prescribed in 

the Bye-Laws for this class of membership shall be eligible for admission 
as a sustaining member. 


g) Honorary Members 

Individuals who have rendered outstanding service in promoting the objects 
of the Society shall be eligible for admission as Honorary Members and 
such persons, being duly admitted shall enjoy all the privileges of 
membership (including the right to vote) except that they shall not by virtue 
of their Honorary Membership alone be deemed to be members of the 
Society for the purpose of registering within the meaning of Article 3 of 
these presents or be entered on the register of members of the Society or be 
entitled to vote on a special or extraordinary resolution or be under any 
liability for the debts and liabilities of the Society. 


h) Student Members 

Any bona fide non-graduate student pursuing a course of study at school, 
college or university shall be eligible for admission as a student member on 
payment of the subscription prescribed in the Bye-Laws. 


i) Application for Membership 

Every person wishing to join the Society and eligible for election as a 
member, must apply in writing and shall deposit with such application the 
first annual subscription which shall be returned in the event of non- 
election. 


j) Resignation of Members 

i) Every member duly elected shall continue as such until he shall resign 

by notice in writing, to the Secretary General, such notice being 

accompanied by any monies due to the Society. 

11) The Council shall have the power to remove any member: 
a) whose annual subscription has remained unpaid for two successive 
years, or 
b) who, in the opinion of the Council has acted in a manner prejudicial 
to the interests and objects of the Society or has behaved in such a 
manner as to render his further membership detrimental to the interests 
of the Society, or 

c) at its sole discretion without assigning any reason therefore. 
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Provided that in every case the member concerned shall have the 
opportunity to make representations defending his conduct in writing to the 
Council. 


k) Annual Subscriptions 

The Council shall make Bye-Laws from time to time to fix annual 
subscriptions payable by the various classes of member. The Bye-Laws 
shall be confirmed by the Society in General Meeting. 


ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING 


The Society shall hold a General Meeting in every calendar year as its 
Annual General Meeting at such time and place as may be determined by 
the Council, and shall specify the Meetings as such in the notices calling it, 
provided that every Annual General Meeting shall be held not more than 
fifteen months after the holding of the last preceding Annual General 
Meeting. 


EXTRAORDINARY GENERAL MEETING 


All General Meetings, other than Annual General Meetings, shall be called 
Extraordinary General Meetings. 


The Council may whenever they think fit convene an Extraordinary 
General Meeting, and Extraordinary Meetings shall also be convened on 
such requisition, or in default may be convened by such requisitions, as 
provided by section 132 of the Act of 1948. 


NOTICE OF MEETINGS 


Twenty-one days’ notice in writing at least of every Annual General 
Meeting and of every meeting convened to pass a Special Resolution, and 
fourteen days’ notice in writing at the least of every other General Meeting 
(exclusive in every case both of the day on which it is served or deemed to 
be served and of the day for which it is given), specifying the place, the day 
and the hour of meeting, and in the case of business other than routine 
business the general nature of that business, shall be given in manner 
hereinafter mentioned to such persons (including the Auditors) as are under 
these presents or under the Act entitled to receive such notices from the 
Society; but with the consent of all the members having the right to attend 
and vote thereat, or of such proportion of them as is prescribed by the Act 
in the case of meetings other than Annual General Meetings, a meeting may 
be convened by such notice as those members may think fit. 


The accidental omissions to give notice of a meeting to, or the non-receipt 
of such notice by, any person entitled to receive notice thereof shall not 
invalidate the proceedings at such meetings. 
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PROCEEDINGS AT GENERAL MEETINGS 


Routine business shall mean and include only business transacted at an 
Annual General Meeting of the following classes, that is to say: 


a) Reading and considering the accounts and balance sheet and the annual 
reports of the Council and the Auditors. 


b) Appointing Auditors and fixing their remuneration. 
c) Receiving the results of the election of the Council and other officers. 


No business shall be transacted at any General Meeting unless a quorum is 
present when the meeting proceeds to business. Save as herein otherwise 
provided ten members or representatives of members personally present 
shall be a quorum. 


If within half an hour from the time appointed for the holding of a General 
Meeting a quorum is not present, the meeting, if convened on the 
requisition of members, shall be dissolved. In any other case it shall stand 
adjourned to the same day in the next week, at the same time and place, or 
at such other place as the Council may determine, and if at such adjourned 
meeting a quorum is not present within half an hour from the time 
appointed for holding the meeting the members present shall be a quorum. 


The Chairman (if any) of the Council shall preside as Chairman at every 
General Meeting, but if there be no such Chairman, or if at any meeting he 
shall not be present within fifteen minutes after the time appointed for 
holding the same, or shall be unwilling to preside, the members present 
shall choose one of the Deputy Chairmen or some other member of the 
Council, or if no such member be present, or if all the members of the 
Council present decline to take the chair, they shall choose some member 
or representative of a member of the Society who shall be present to 
preside. | 


The Chairman may, with the consent of any meeting at which a quorum is 
present (and shall if so directed by the meeting) adjourn the meeting from 
time to time, and from place to place, but no business shall be transacted at 
any adjourned meeting other than business which might have been 
transacted at the meeting from which the adjournment took place. 
Whenever a meeting is adjourned for thirty days or more, notice of the 
adjourned meeting shall be given in the same manner as of an original 
meeting. Save as aforesaid, the members shall not be entitled to any notice 
of an adjournment, or of the business to be transacted at an adjourned 
meeting. 


At any General Meeting a resolution put to the vote of the meeting shall be 
decided on a show of hands, unless a poll is, before or upon the declaration 
of the result of the show of hands, demanded by the Chairman or by at least 
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five members or representatives of members present in person or by proxy, 
or by members or representatives of members present in person or by proxy 
and representing not less than one-tenth of the total voting rights of all the 
members and representatives of members having the right to vote at the 
meeting, and unless a poll be so demanded a declaration by the Chairman 
of the meeting that a resolution has been carried, or carried unanimously or 
by a particular majority or lost or not carried by a particular majority, and 
an entry to that effect in the minute book of the Society shall be conclusive 
evidence of the fact without proof of the number or proportion of the votes 
recorded in favour of or against that resolution. The demand for a poll may 
be withdrawn. 


Subject to the provisions of Article 17, if a poll be demanded in manner 
aforesaid, it shall be taken at such time and place, and in such mariner, as 
the Chairman of the meeting shall direct, and the result of the poll shall be 
deemed to be the resolution of the meeting at which the poll was 
demanded. 


No poll shall be demanded on the election of a Chairman of a meeting or on 
any question of adjournment. 


In the case of an equality of votes, whether on a show of hands or on a poll, 
the Chairman of the meeting shall be entitled to a second or casting vote. 


The demand for a poll shall not prevent the continuance of a meeting for 
the transaction of any business other than the question on which a poll has 
been demanded. 


VOTES OF MEMBERS 


Subject as hereinafter provided, every member shall have one vote. A local 
authority member or corporate member shall have one vote for each of its 
representatives which shall be exercisable by such representatives in 
person. 


Except in accordance with Article 4g and 29, and unless the Council 
otherwise determine, no member other than a member duly registered, who 
shall have paid every subscription and other sum (if any) which shall be 
due and payable to the Society, in respect of his membership, shall be 
entitled to vote on any question either personally through its representatives 
or by proxy, or as a proxy for another member at any General Meeting. 


a) Votes may be given on a poll either personally or by proxy. A proxy 
need not be a member. 


b) The instrument appointing a proxy shall be in writing under the hand of 
the appointer, or his attorney duly authorised in writing, or if such 
appointer is a corporation under its common seal, if any, and if none, then 
under the hand of some officer duly authorised in that behalf. In the case of 
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a representative of a member any proxy shall be appointed by the member 
itself or its attorney and not by the representative. 


c) The instrument appointing a proxy and the power of attorney or other 
authority (if any) under which it is signed or a notarially certified or office 
copy thereof shall be deposited at the office not less than 48 hours before 
the time appointed for holding the meeting or adjourned meeting at which 
the person named in the instrument proposes to vote, or in the case of a poll 
not less than 24 hours before the time appointed for the taking of the poll, 
and in default the instrument of proxy shall not be treated as valid. No 
instrument appointing a proxy shall be valid after the expiration of 12 
months from the date of its execution. 


d) A vote given in accordance with the terms of an instrument of proxy 
shall be valid notwithstanding the previous death or insanity of the 
principal or revocation of the proxy or of the authority under which the 
proxy was executed, provided that no intimation in writing of the death, 
insanity or revocation as aforesaid shall have been received at the office 
before the commencement of the meeting or adjourned meeting at which 
the proxy is used. 


e) An instrument appointing a proxy shall be in the common form or in 
such other form as the Council may accept, and shall be deemed to confer 
authority to demand or join in demanding a poll. 


HONORARY OFFICERS 


The officers of the Society shall consist of a President, Honorary Treasurer, 
Chairman and two Deputy Chairmen of the Council, the Immediate Past 
Chairman of the Council and may also include a Patron or Patrons as 
hereinafter mentioned. 


PATRON 


The Council may accept the patronage of any person or persons and shall 
thereupon elect such person or persons to be the Patron or Patrons of the 
Society for life or for such period as the Council may determine. 


PRESIDENT 


The President shall be elected annually by the Society under the Bye-Laws. 
No person shall hold the office of President for more than two years in 
succession. 


HONORARY TREASURER 


The Honorary Treasurer shall be elected annually by the Society under the 
Bye-Laws. The Honorary Treasurer shall be responsible for the uninvested 
funds of the Society and he shall cause all necessary and proper accounts to 
be kept in accordance with Article 47 hereof. 
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VICE-PRESIDENTS 


a) Any person may be elected by the Society as a Vice-President providing 
that he or she is a person of distinction in an appropriate field who is likely 
to promote actively the work of the Society. 


b) Vice-Presidents shall normally be elected for a term of three years and 
may stand for re-election. 


c)° Vice-Presidents shall not exceed fifteen in number. 
CHAIRMAN AND DEPUTY CHAIRMEN 


The Chairman and Deputy Chairmen shall be elected annually by the 
Council from its own members at its first meeting after the Annual General 
Meeting. 


The Patron or Patrons (if any) of the Society, the President of the Society, 
and the Vice-Presidents shall enjoy all the rights of membership (including 
the right to vote) during their term of office except that they shall not by 
virtue of their office alone be deemed to be members of the Society for the 
purposes of registration within the meaning of Article 3 of these presents or 
be entered on the register of members of the Society or be entitled to vote 
on a special or extraordinary resolution or be under any liability for the 
debts and liabilities of the Society. 


THE COUNCIL 


Subject as hereinafter provided, the members of Council shall not be less 
than 20 in number. The Society may, by Ordinary Resolution from time to 
time, increase or reduce the minimum number of members of the Council. 
The Council may act notwithstanding any vacancies in their body, but if the 
members of the Council shall be reduced in number to less than that 
required for a quorum for their meetings, they may act as the Council for 
the purpose only of summoning a general meeting of the Society. 


The Council shall consist of the Patron or Patrons (if any), the President, 


- the immediate Past President, the Honorary Treasurer, the immediate past 


Chairman, a number of divisional representatives elected as hereinafter 
provided; and not more than a like number of other persons consisting of 
representatives of National or similar organisations which are corporate 
members of the Society, at the invitation of the Council. No person other 
than a member of the Society or a representative of a member may be 
appointed a member of the Council. The Council may from time to time 
and at any time appoint any member of the Society or a representative of a 
member as a member of the Council either to fill a casual vacancy or by 
way of addition to the Council. Any member so appointed shall retain his 
office only until the next Annual General Meeting, but he shall be eligible 
for re-election or re-appointment. 
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The term National or similar organisation shall refer to any institution, 
association, society or board or other similar organisation, the activities of 
which extend to the whole of the United Kingdom, or to England, Scotland, 
Wales or Northern Ireland, and which is accepted by the Council as a 
National or similar organisation for the purposes of these presents. 


APPOINTMENT AND RETIREMENT OF MEMBERS OF THE 
COUNCIL 


a) The members and representatives of members of each Division shall 
elect annually from among their number representatives to be members of 
the Council. Divisional representatives shall be elected to the Council for a 
period of three years. One-third of the elected members shall retire in 
rotation each year; such members shall be eligible for re-election. The 
number of Divisional representatives to be elected by each Division shall 
each year be determined by the Council. 


b) A National or similar organisation shall be entitled to nominate annually 
one representative for membership of the Council under Article 31. 


c) The elected members of the Council shall (unless re-elected) vacate 
office after three years in accordance with the provisions of Article 32a. 


The office of a member of the Council shall be vacated: 


a) if he ceases to be a member or a representative of a member of the 
Society; 
b) If by notice to the Society he resigns his office; 


c) If a receiving order is made against him or he makes any arrangement 
or composition with his creditors; 


d) If he becomes of unsound mind; 


e) If he ceases to hold office by reason of any order made under section 
188 of the Act of 1948; 


f) If he is removed from office by a resolution duly passed pursuant to 
section 184 of the Act. 


A member of the Council who has attained the age of seventy shall be 
eligible for election and the provision of subsections (1) and (2) of section 
185 of the Act of 1948 shall not apply. 


POWERS OF THE COUNCIL 


The management of the Society shall be in the hands of the Council who 
may pay all expenses incurred in forming and registering the Society and 
may exercise all such powers of the Society as are not by the Act of 1948 
or by these presents required to be exercised by the Society in General 
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Meeting, subject nevertheless to any regulations of these presents, to the 
provisions of the Act of 1948, and to such regulations (not inconsistent with 
the aforesaid regulations or provisions) as may be prescribed by the Society 
in General Meeting, but no regulations so made by the Society shall 
invalidate any prior act of the Council which would have been valid if such 


regulations had not been made. The general powers given by this Article 


shall not be limited or restricted by any special authority or power given to 
the Council by any other Article. 


i) The Council shall, as necessary, make and recommend the adoption, 
alteration and revocation of the Bye-Laws for the regulation of the Society 
and otherwise for the furtherance of the purposes for which the Society is 
established, provided that the Bye-Laws are not repugnant to the 
Memorandum of Association or these presents. Such recommendations of 
the Council shall be laid before the Society at the following Annual 
General Meeting or at an Extraordinary General Meeting called for that 
purpose for adoption, if thought fit, by Ordinary Resolution. The Bye-Laws 
for the time being in force shall be binding upon all members until varied 
or set aside as hereinafter provided. It is expressly declared that, without 
prejudice to the powers of the Society to adopt Bye-Laws on other matters, 
the following shall be deemed to be matters which (so far as not governed 
by, and subject always to the provisions of, these presents) may be 
governed by Bye-Laws within the meaning of this Article, that is to say: 


a) As to entrance fees (if any) payable in respect of membership of the 
Society. 


b) As to the annual, quarterly or other subscriptions or payments to be 
payable by the members of the Society. 


c) As to the rights and privileges to be accorded to, and the qualifications, 
restrictions and conditions to be imposed on, members of the Society. 


d) As to committees of members in connection with various branches of 
the Society’s activities, and as to the appointment, removal, 
qualification, disqualification, duties, eee powers and privileges 
of members of such committees. 


e) As to the manner in which the election of officers and Council members 
shall be conducted. 


f) As to the geographical divisions of the Society for electoral purposes, 
and the setting up and regulation of Divisional Councils and their 
membership, duties, functions and powers. 3 


ii) The Council shall have power to issue Standing Orders from time to 
time regulating the appointment of various committees from members of 
the Society or otherwise as provided herein for the better administration of 
the business of the Council and directing the terms of reference of such 
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committees and the procedure governing the transaction of their business. 


111) Any Committee appointed in accordance with this Article shall have 
power to adopt persons to act as members of the committee whose 
qualifications or experience will assist the committee in its work, but the 
number of persons so adopted shall not exceed one-third of the membership 
of the committee excluding adopted members. 


SECRETARY GENERAL 


i) The Secretary General shall be appointed by the Council for such time 
at such remuneration and upon such conditions as they think fit, and any 
person so appointed may be removed by them. The provisions of section 
177 and 179 of the Act of 1948 shall apply and be observed. 


ii) The Secretary General shall from time tc time submit financial 
statements at the request of the Council. It shali be his duty, under the 
direction of the Council, to conduct the correspondence of the Society, to 
attend meetings of the Council and committees thereof, to take minutes of 
the proceedings of such meetings, to superintend the publication of such 
papers as the Council may direct, engage and be responsible for all persons 
employed under him, and, in general, conduct the ordinary business of the 
Society in accordance with the Memorandum and Articles of Association. 


ili) The Council may from time to time by resolution appoint an 
assistant or deputy Secretary General, and any person so appointed may act 
in place of the Secretary General if there be no Secretary General or no 
Secretary General capable of acting. 


THE SEAL 


The Council shall provide a Common Seal of the Society and make rules 
for the safe custody and use thereof, and it shall only be used by the 
authority of the Council previously given and in the presence of one 
member of the Council at least, and every such instrument shall be 
countersigned by the Secretary General or some other person duly 
authorised by the Council. 


PROCEEDINGS OF THE COUNCIL 


The Council may meet together for the dispatch of business, adjourn and 
otherwise regulate their meetings as they think fit, and determine the 
quorum necessary for the transaction of business. Unless otherwise 
determined, ten shall be a quorum. Questions arising at any meeting shall 
be decided by a majority of votes. In case of an equality of votes the 
Chairman shall have a second or casting vote. 


Five members of the Council may, and on the request of five members of 
the Council the Secretary General shall, at any time, summon a meeting of 
the Council by notice served upon the several members of the Council. A 
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member of the Council who is absent from the United Kingdom shall not 
be entitled to notice of a meeting. 


The Chairman shall be entitled to preside at all meetings of the Council at 
which he shall be present, but if no such Chairman be elected, or if at any 
meeting the Chairman be not present within five minutes after the time 
appointed for holding the meeting and willing to preside, the members of 
the Council present shall choose one of the Deputy Chairmen and failing 
them one other of their number to be Chairman of the Meeting. 


A meeting of the Council at which a quorum is present shall be competent 
to exercise all the authorities, powers and discretions by or under the 
regulations of the Society for the time being vested in the Council 
generally. 


The Council may delegate any of their powers to committees consisting of 
such member or members of the Council as they think fit, and any 
committee so formed shall, in the exercise of the power so delegated, 
conform to any regulations imposed on it by the Council. The meetings and 
proceedings of any such committee shall be governed by the provisions of 
these presents for regulating the meetings and proceedings of the Council 
so far as applicable and so far as the same shall not be superseded by any 
Bye-Laws made by the Council. 


All acts bona fide done by any meeting of the Council or any committee of 
the Council, or by any person acting as a member of the Council, shall 
notwithstanding it be afterwards discovered that there was some defect in 
the appointment or continuance in office of any such member or person 
acting as aforesaid or that they or any of them were disqualified, be as valid 
as if every such person had been duly appointed or had duly continued in 
office and was disqualified to be a member of the Council. 


The Council shall cause proper minutes to be made of all appointments of 
officers made by the Council and of the proceedings of all meetings of the 
Society and of the Council and of committees of the Council, and all 
business transacted at such meetings, and any such minutes of any 
meetings, if purporting to be signed by the Chairman of such meeting, or by 
the Chairman of the next succeeding meeting, shall be sufficient evidence 
without any further proof of the facts therein stated. 


A resolution in writing signed by a majority of the members for the time 
being of the Council or of any committee of the Council who are entitled to 
receive notice of a meeting of the Council! or of such committee shall be as 
valid and effectual as if it had been passed at a meeting of the Council or of 
such committee duly convened and constituted. 
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ACCOUNTS 
The Council shall cause proper books of account to be kept with respect to: 


a) all sums of money received and expended by the Society and the 
matters in respect of which such receipts and expenditure take place; 


b) all sales and purchases of goods by the Society; and 
c) the assets and liabilities of the Society. 


Proper books shall not be deemed to be kept if there are not kept such 
books of account as are necessary to give a true and fair view of the state of 
affairs of the Society and to explain its transactions. 


The books of account shall be Kept at the office, or subject to section 147(3) 
of the Act of 1948 at such other place or places as the Council shall think 
fit, and shall always be open to the inspection of the members of the 
Council. 


The Council may from time to time impose reasonable restrictions as to the 
time and manner of the inspection by the members (other than members of 
the Council) or by representatives of members of the accounts and books of 
the Society, or any of them, and subject to such restrictions the accounts 
and books of the Society shall be open to the inspection of such members 
or representatives of members at all reasonable times during business 
hours. 


The Council shall from time to time in accordance with sections 148, 150 
and 157 of the Act of 1948 cause to be prepared and laid before the Society 
in General Meeting, such income and expenditure accounts, balance sheets 
and group accounts (if any) and reports as are referred to in those sections. 
A copy of every balance sheet (including every document required by law 
to be annexed thereto) which is to be laid before the Society in General 
Meeting, together with a copy of the Auditors report, shall not less than 
twenty-one days before the date of the meeting be sent to every member of, 
and holder of debentures of, the Society. Provided that this Article shall not 
require a copy of those documents to be sent to any person of whose 
address the Society is not aware or to more than one of the joint holders of 
any debentures. 


AUDIT 


Once at least in every year the accounts of the Society shall be examined, 
and the correctness of the income and expenditure account and balance 
sheet ascertained by one or more properly qualified Auditor or Auditors. 


Auditors shall be appointed and their duties regulated in accordance with 
sections 159 to 162 of the Act of 1948, the members of the Council being 
treated as the Directors mentioned in those sections. 
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NOTICES 


A notice may be served by the Society upon any member, either personally 
or by sending it through the post in a prepaid letter, addressed to such 
member at his registered address as appearing in the register of members. 


Any member described in the register of members by an address not within 
the United Kingdom, who shall from time to time give the Society an 
address within the United Kingdom at which a notice may be served upon 
him, shall be entitled to have notices served upon him at such address, but, 
save as aforesaid and as provided by the Act, only those members who are 
described in the register of members by an address within the United 
Kingdom shall be entitled to receive notices from the Society. 


Any notice, if served by post, shall be deemed to have been served on the 
day following that on which the letter containing the same is put into the 
post, and in proving such service it shall be sufficient to prove that the letter 
containing the notice was properly addressed and put into the post office as 
a prepaid letter. 


DISSOLUTION 


Clause 9 of the Memorandum of Association of the Society relating to the 
winding up and dissolution of the Society shall have effect as if the 
provisions thereof were repeated in these Articles. 


BYE-LAWS 
OF 
THE NATIONAL SOCIETY FOR CLEAN AIR 
AND ENVIRONMENTAL PROTECTION

October 1991, 4 October 1993, 24 October 1994 and 23 October 1995, 


DEFINITIONS 


The Definitions section of the Articles of Association of the Society shall 
be deemed to be incorporated in and applied to these presents. 


SUBSCRIPTIONS 


Annual! subscriptions shall be as hereinafter provided. A first annual 
subscription shall be made on application for membership and shall 
continue in force until the first day of April of the following year, when it 
shall be renewable. 
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a) Individual Members 

1) The annual subscription payable by an individual member shall be 
£27.00. On attainment of the age of 65 or over 60 and retired from salaried 
employment, whichever shall be the earlier, on payment of the sum of 
Fifty-four Pounds, individual members may, at the discretion of the 
Council, retain their membership of the Society in perpetuity, but always 
subject to the Council’s right of removal. 


11) Individual members.may on payment of Five Hundred and Forty 
Pounds become life members of the Society. 


b) Local Authority Members 
The annual subscription payable by a local authority shall be as follows: 
for local authorities with a population of: 


Less than 100,000 £365.00 
100,001 to 250,000 £440.00 
250,001 to 500,000 £530.00 
500,001 to 1,000,000 £710.00 


For each additional 500,000 or part thereof £ 75.00 


c) Corporate Members 

The annual subscription payable by corporate members shall be as follows: 

i) Small local civic societies, colleges, schools and similar organisations — 
£48.00 

ii) Corporate and industrial organisations with less than 50 employees — 
£95.00 

iii) Corporate and industrial organisations with 50 to 199 employees — 
£185.00 

iv) Corporate and industrial organisations with 200 or more employees — 
£365.00 

v) Corporate and industrial organisations with regional, area or divisional 
offices — by negotiation. 


d) Sustaining Members 

The annual subscription for a sustaining member shall be not less than three 
times the minimum subscription payable by a local authority member under 
Bye-Law 2(b) or three times the subscription of a corporate member under 
Bye-Law 2(c)(iv). 


e) Membership — Special Cases 

Under the Bye-Laws the Council of the Society has the power to elect any 
applicant for membership to an appropriate grade of membership, on such 
special terms as to subscription or otherwise after considering any reasons 
for so doing stated by such applicant the Council may think proper. 
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2 a) Local Authority Members 

Each local authority member shall be entitled to appoint not more than five 

representatives. 

b) Corporate Members 

1) Corporate members elected to membership under Bye-Law 2(c)(i) shall 
each be entitled to appoint one representative. | 

ii) Corporate members elected to membership under Bye-Law 
2(c)(i1) shall each be entitled to appoint three representatives. 

iii) Corporate members elected to membership under Bye-Law 
2(c)(ili) shall each be entitled to appoint four representatives. 

iv) Corporate members elected to membership under Bye-Law 
2(c)(iv) shall each be entitled to appoint five representatives. 

v) Corporate members elected to membership under Bye-Law 
2(c)(v) shall each be entitled to appoint representatives by negotiation. 


RIGHTS OF MEMBERS 


4. Each individual member, local authority member and corporate member 
and each representative of a local authority member or corporate member, 
who has paid the appropriate subscription for the current year, shall have 
the right to: 


1) Nominate individual members and representatives as officers or 
members of the Council; 

ii) Be nominated and elected as an officer or member of the Council; 

i11) Cast one vote at elections; 

iv) Receive notices of and attend and participate in all meetings of the 
Society and of the member’s Division; 

v) Move or second, and cast one vote on motions at meetings of the 
Society and of the member’s Division; 

vi) Receive free of charge as they are issued the Journal and Members 
Handbook of the Society; 

vii)Obtain from the Society, advice and information on questions relating 
to pollution and its control. 


DIVISIONS 


a: a) For administrative and electoral purposes the Society shall be divided 
into geographical Divisions as follows: 
Scotland 
Northern Ireland 
Northern: Cleveland, Cumbria (in part, only — Allerdale District Council, 
City of Carlisle and Eden District Council), Durham, Northumberland, 
Tyne and Wear. 
North West: Cheshire, Clwyd, Cumbria (in part, only — Barrow-in-Furness 
Borough Council, Copeland District Council and South Lakeland District 
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Council), Greater Manchester, Gwynedd, Lancashire, Merseyside. 
Yorkshire and Humberside: Humberside, North Yorkshire, South 
Yorkshire, West Yorkshire. 

West Midlands: Hereford and Worcester, Salop, Staffordshire, 
Warwickshire, West Midlands. 

East Midlands: Cambridgeshire, Derbyshire, Leicestershire, Lincolnshire, 
Northamptonshire, Nottinghamshire. 

Eastern: Essex, Norfolk, Suffolk. 

South East: Bedfordshire, Berkshire, Buckinghamshire, East Sussex, 
Greater London, Hampshire, Hertfordshire, Isle of Wight, Kent, 
Oxfordshire, Surrey, West Sussex. 

South West: Avon, Cornwall, Devon, Dorset, Gloucestershire, Somerset, 
Wiltshire. | 

South and Mid Wales: Wales except for Clwyd and Gwynedd. 


b) Members shall normally be considered as belonging to the Division in 
which their address, as entered upon the Society’s records, is situated. 
However, members may elect to belong to another Division better suited to 
their needs. 


c) For the purposes of carrying out activities in a Division, the members, 
as hereinafter defined, may elect from among themselves a Divisional 
Council and its Honorary Officers. A Divisional Council and its Honorary 
Officers, other than Secretary and auditors, shall consist only of members, 
representatives and delegates of members. The Constitution and activities 
of a Divisional Council shall be subject to the general approval of the 
Council which shall pay or make grants for approved expenses. 


d) The members, representatives and delegates of members, as hereinafter 
defined, in any town or district within a Division, may, if they so desire, 
and with the approval of the Council and of their Divisional Council, set up 
a branch of the Division and elect committees and Honorary Officers. The 
activities of a branch shall be subject to the general approval and guidance 
of the Council and of the Divisional Council and the Divisional Council 
may pay and make grants for approved expenses. 


PRESIDENT, VICE-PRESIDENTS, HONORARY MEMBERS AND 
HONORARY TREASURER 


a) The President and an Honorary Treasurer shall be elected annually on 
the recommendation of the Council by the Society at its Annual General 
Meeting. 


b) Vice-Presidents shall be elected on the recommendation of the Council 
by the Society at its Annual General Meeting. 


c) Honorary Members shall be elected on the recommendation of the 
Council by the Society at its Annual General Meeting. 
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THE COUNCIL 


ve a) The business of the Society shall be specified in Article 35 and shall 
include the direction of the policy of the Society, the work of its 
committees, the reception of reports from such committees, from Divisions, 
from Headquarters and subject groups. 


b) The Council at its first meeting after election shall elect from its own 
members, a Chairman, two Deputy Chairmen and the following 
committees: 

1) Finance and Administration 

11) Conference and Promotions 

11) Technical 

iv) Parliamentary and Local Government 

v) Noise 

vi) Any other committee considered by the Council to be necessary. 


c) The Chairman of Council, the two Deputy Chairmen of Council, the 

Honorary Treasurer, the Chairmen of the standing committees (or Deputies 

in their absence) and the Immediate Past Chairman of Council shall 

comprise a Steering Group and will meet as required with the following 

terms of reference: 7 

— Toimplement Council policy 

— To ensure that the programmes of the standing committees are 
comprehensive and appropriately interlocking 

— To formulate proposals for policy changes 

— To act on behalf of the Council in cases of urgency 

— To report to the next following meeting of Council any action taken on 
its behalf. 


d) There shall also be a Nominations Committee, appointed by the 
Council. The terms of reference of this committee shall be as set out in the 
Standing Orders of the Council. 


e) The procedure for the election of Chairman, Deputy Chairmen and 
committees, and the rules and functions of all committees, shall be decided 
by the Council. | 


ELECTIONS 


8. a) President, Vice-Presidents, Honorary Members and Honorary 
Treasurer. Nominations for the office of President, Vice-Presidents, 
Honorary Members and Honorary Treasurer may be made by any member 
of the Society. Nominations, in writing, shall be received by the Secretary 
General not less than three months prior to the date of the Annual General 
Meeting. 


b)i) Divisional representatives (elected in accordance with Article 32(a)). 
Each member may nominate Divisional representatives for his own 
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Division provided that he does not nominate more than the total number to 
be appointed by that Division. Nominations shall be made to the Divisional 
Secretary not less than seven days before the date of the Annual General 
Meeting of the Division. In the event of more nominations being received 
than there are Divisional Representatives to be appointed, elections by 
ballot shall be held at the Annual General Meeting of the Division. The 
result of such an election is to be reported to the Secretary General of the 
Society not later than seven days before the date of the Society’s Annual 
General Meeting.

c) Representatives of National or similar organisations (in accordance with 
Article 32(b)). Nominations from National or similar organisations shall be 
received by the Secretary General not less than seven days before the date 
of the Annual General Meeting. 


d) No nomination for office shall be considered valid unless the agreement 
of the candidate has been previously obtained. 


INTERPRETATION OF BYE-LAWS 


The Council shall have full power to decide any question of interpretation 
of these Bye-Laws and any other question on which these Bye-Laws are 
silent, subject to the power of the Society in any subsequent general 
meeting to review any such decision and to make new provision in relation 
thereto.

PETROL FOR

n recent years, the issue of air 

pollution has moved rapidly up the 

political agenda and it is now 
regarded as a serious problem which 





the Government needs to tackle. 


_As a result of this, the Clean Air 
Through Oxygen campaign 
(CATO) was launched in the UK in 
October 1994. 


The campaign seeks to promote the 
use of oxygenated petrol - a cleaner 
fuel which significantly reduces 
emissions of carbon monoxide, 
hydrocarbons and benzene, a known 
human carcinogen. This leads to an 
overall reduction in ground level 
ozone production. It is already widely 
used in the United States, as part of a series of 
measures designed to clean up the environment, 
and many areas, including California and 
Colorado, have seen dramatic reductions in air 
pollution since its introduction. 


Many European countries recognise the 
benefits of oxygenated petrol and in Finland, 
where virtually all petrol is of this type, it has 
brought forward air quality by five years. In 
Austria, a cleaner, oxygenated petrol was used 
in Vienna last summer to combat ozone 
pollution and in Italy, petrol with a 1% 
maximum benzene content has been available 
since December 1995. In Sweden, tax 
incentives have been introduced for cleaner 
fuels, and this is under consideration in 
Germany, where a petrol quality similar to 
Finland has been proposed, 1.e. 1% benzene, 
25-30% aromatics, 100ppm sulphur and a 
reduction in RVP. 








Oxygenated petrol is an inexpensive method of 


reducing traffic pollution and the extra cost 
would be approximately 1% of pump price, Le. 
0.5 pence per litre. The US EPA has described 
their programme as the most important 
environmental fuels programme since lead was 
banned. In the US it has reduced smog- 
producing emissions by more than 300,000 tons 
per year, a 15% drop which is equivalent to 
taking more than eight million cars off the road. 
Both leaded and unleaded vehicles can run on 
oxygenated petrol without any adjustments and 
it could be introduced immediately with 
considerable environmental benefits.
